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7 deliver’d on the 3d of Adarch N. S. by his Minifter 
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Accordingly the 18th of that Month his Grace 
fet out from St. Fames’s, with a pofitive Aflu- 
rance, that the Payment of the Troops under his 
Command would be as effeétually taken Care of by 
the New Adminiftration, as it had been by the 
Old; embark’d at Harwich the next Day ; and on 
the 4th of Adarch, N.S. arriv'd at the Hague, to 
the great Satisfaétion of the States General. and 
all the Minifters of the Allies. While all Things 
were preparing on both Sides for the opening the 
Campaign, many Confultations were held on fe- 
veral weighty Affairs. particularly in relation to 
the Neutrality of the Empire, which was in im 

minent Danger of being broke, by the King of 
Sweden’s refuling to come into the Mealures al- 
ready agreed on for that purpofe, as appears by

had made an Agreement for the Prefervation of

The 1oth of Fuly N.S. the Infidels 
attacked the Czar, who received them withall 
imaginable Bravery, and notwithftanding their 
great Numbers, repulfed them with lofs. They 
renewed their Attack the 20th and 21ft without 
fuccefS, and then fome Propofals of Peace having 
been offered and accepted, a Treaty was {tgned the 
23d, and the Czar retired with his Troops the next 
Day.

TheGrand Vizier 
having in a manner that Prince in his Power, was 
much blamed for letting the Adufcovire Army g0 
away but that Minifter having experienc’d in 
the Skirmifhes during the three Days that preced 
the Treaty, the Bravery of the Troops of the Czat, 
did not think fit todrive him to Defpair, and_ rut 
the risk of lofing the great Advantages offer’d by 
that Prince, which were as much as the Tus 
could expeét from a fuccefsful War of fome Yeats, 
and fo concluded the Treaty before mentio- 
ned.

cording to the Tenor of the Treaty of Weftphe 
lia, and in execution thereof, another Conver 
tion, which they called A CONSISTORIAL 
CONVENTION, and was ratified in the 
Year 1652, by Maximilian Henry, Elekor of 
Cologu and Bifhop of Hildefheim , whereby it 
was efpecially a in plain Terms, provided 
and agreed to, thatthe faid Proteftants fhould 
not only enjoy a free and unlimited Exercile 
of their Religion in that Bifhoprick, but alo 
that their Confiftorial Affairs fhould be no lon. 
ger brought before the Chancery, or Court of 
the Bifhop of Hildefheim, but fhould be deter 
mined and decided by a Confiftory of theit 
own, which was re-eftablifhed for that Pur- 
pofe, as the fame had been praétifed in the Year 
1624. 
© After all thefe Authentick Conventions it 
was believed, that all manner of Pretence to 
future Incroachments on the Rights and Liber 
ties of the Proteftants in that Bithoprick, wa 
fufficiently provided againit; but the World 
was foon made fenfible, that there is hardly 
any Barrier ftrong enough to reprefs th 
furious Zeal of a Blind Clergy: For they 
foon perfwaded the Regency of Hildefheim toitr 
fringe in numberlefs Inftances, as well the Peace 
of Weftpbalia as the particular Conventions 
forefaid, made in Confequence, and in Exec 
tion thereof, to deprive the Proteftants of thet 
Liberties. In order thereunto, contrary tot 
faid Treaties, they built Romifs Churches inte 
veral Places, where they had none in the Yea 
1624, while in others they feized by Fort 
thole of the Proteftants, and introduced the Po 
piih Worthip therein. They fore’d Proteftant 
who were Sick, to fend for and ule Popp 
Prieits, inftead of their own Minifters. They 
deprived the Proteftant Minifters and School 
mafters of their Incomes and Revenues: They 
compell’d the Proteftants to obferve the Pop! 
Holy-Days: They fold publickty to the hight 
. 10° 
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« Bidder, Curacies: They violated, or rather to- A: Cs 
tally fupprefs'd the Privilege of the Proteftant 17:1, 
Conliftory, by taking from them the Cogni- “Ww 
zance of fuch Affairs, as were to be brought 
before them, and commanding the Magi- 
ftrates to have no Regard to the Mandates of the 
faid Confiftory, and in a thoufand other Inftan- 
ces, which it would be too long to enumerate, 
they infringed the Treaty of Weftphalia, and 
the Conventions already mentioned. 
‘The Proteftants having complained of thefe 
Infraétions to Maximilian Henry, Ele&tor of 
Cologn and Bithop of Hildefheim aforefaid, that 
Prince promifed to redrefs their Grievances, 
and twas hoped he would have done it, had not 
the fame been prevented by his Death He 
was fucceeded by Fodocus Edmund, to whom 
the Proteftants applied themfelves, and re- 
newed their Complaints, but without any fuc- 
ce(S; fo that they were obliged to apply them- 
felves to the Imperial Chamber of WezJar, 
which having examined their Complaints, iffued 
feveral Decrees and Mandates in their Favour ; 
but the Roman Catholicks found means to evade 
the Effeét thereof, fo that the Cufe of the Pro- 
teftants grew worfe and worfe, and the Decrees 
of that Tribunal, were, it feems, made a Pre- 
tence to perfecute them in a more Arbitrary 
manner, without any Regard to the Peace of 
y ts and the Conventions aforefaid: 
* The Proteftant States of Hildefbeim having 
thus try’d to no purpofe to obtain the redrets 
of their Grievances. by means of their Appli- 
cation to the Bifhop and the Chamber of Wez- 
lar, and feeing no other Remedy, were obliged 
to have Recourfe to the Direétors of the Circle 
of the Lower Saxony, and in particular to the 
Houfe of Bruufwick, as being the chief Party 
concerned in the Conventions aforementioned 5 
but the Letters written by thofe Princes on 
that fubjeé&t to the laft Bifhop, and fince his 
Deceafé to the Chapter, having proved as infig- 
nificant as the Mandates of the Imperial Cham- 
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ber, the Houle of Branfwick, which was obliged

‘ This fucceeded accordingly, and the Chapter 
having aflured by Letters and Deputies fent to 
Hanover and Wolfemburtel, that the Grievances 
f the Proteftants fhould be redrefs’d, accord- 
mg to the Tenor of Treaties and Conventi- 
tions; and having made the like Declaration 
to the Proteftant States affembled in a Dyet, 
and the Emperor and fome other Roman Ca

a Couple of Banditti, whohad hid themiclys 
amongft the Bufhes. They ‘Hew upon me at 
once, with a hideous Noife, without giving me 
Time to put niy felf in a Pofture of Defence; 
and having thrown me down on the Grout, 
and drawn their Sabres, (or broad Swords) alter 
they had beat off my Hat and Wig, they gav 
me many Blows upon my bare Head uy Neck, 
Shoulders, Arms, and Hands, Ina Monient | 
was ailin Blood 5 but God gave me Strength 00 
get up upon my Legs, and deliver my feif out 
of th’i¢ Hands, by throwing my felf down 4 
Precipice, where I réceiv'd no Hart, neither by 
the ball, nox the ‘great Stones which tholt 
W'retches flung down after me. My Servants; 
who follow’d me, were unhappily incumber 4 

with my gage, and were climbing up ¢ 
fillata good Diftance from me, while Iw 
¢ affawlte 
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half dead to the Bati-houfe, where being drefs'd, 
the Surgeon found ten Wounds in my Body, five 
on the Head, and the reft on the Arms and 
Hands, befides feveral Contufions, Two of 
thofe on my Head, goas far as the Cranium, 
which isnot, however, thank God, affeéted. 
They give me Hopes that I fhall recover, with 
God’s Affiftance, whofe GoodnefS and Provi- 
dence J fhall, all my Life, acknowledge, with 
continual Thank{givings for fuch a miraculous 
Deliverance: 
*Tmuft inform you, magnificent and puiflant 
Lords, That there are but two Roads to this 
Bath, and that I have fince been inform’d, that 
a Gang of thofe Villains watch’d me in each, I 
know the Faces of the two who aflaulted me, 
whom I had feen three Days before in the Reti- 
nue of the Sieur Aferveilleux (the Count du 
Luc’s Agent) who came hither from Ragatz, a 
Village about two Leagues hence, and his ufual 
Place of Refidence, accompany’d by one Captain 
Davatz of the Country of the Grifous, under 
Pretence of vifiting a French Officer, but indeed 
to make me known to thofe Affaffines, left they 
fhould mifs me. So black an Attempt upon a 
publick Perfon in a neutral Country, in Viola- 
tion of all the Laws of God and Man, does I 
think, require that the neceflary Perquifitions 
fhould be made. I have heard that the Sieur 
Merveilleux was not afham’d, as he paffed through 
Zurich, the Day after I was aflaffinated, to own 
that the Thing was done by his Order. I doubt 
Not but you will’caufe Juftice to be done upon 
the infamous Authors of fuch a bafe and per- 
cious piece of Treachery, equally barbarous 
and unprecedented. 

Ms is, magnificent and puiffant Lords, all 
that I have judg’d neceflary toreprefent to you, 
GILT fhall receive the Orders of the Queen my 
Miftrefs, upon the Matter in Queftion., And in 
the mean time, | pray Almighty God, to fhower 
own his moft precious Bleflings upon your 1au-

At the fame time Mr. Stanian, as became his 
Charaéter of Her Pritannick Maijefty’s Envoy, ef 
pousd Mr. Afanning’s Cause with warmth, and 
wrote to the Dyet of the Helvetick Body th 
following Letter. 
Magnifient LORDS, 
I Doubt not but common Fame has inform’d 
* you of the impious Affaffination committed 
on the Perfon of M. Manning, the Queen’s Mi:

Defign, and had already given him Fight of 
Nine Wounds. 
© As for the Perfons of thofe Aflaffines, I car 
not tell yet their Names, nor whence they are. 
In the dangerous Condition in which M. Afar 
ning is, he only writes tome, That the two who 
attack’d him, came to the Bath of P effers, with 
the Sieur Aerveilleux. Secretary and Interpreter 
of France to the Laudable Leagues of the Grijam, 
and that he knew them very well when he faw 
them again. 1 have likewife heard, that the 
aforefaid M. Aferveilleux, as he was going thro

French Ambaflador in this Country, in the Bufi- 
nefs which befel him at Corre, can be capable of 
having any Hand in fo bafe an A€tion ; | confels, 
Msemficent Lords, that I am not able to refift 
the Force of thefe and many other Indications, 
which give Ground to believe, that the Sieur 
Merveillenx is not only an Accomplice, but the 
principal Author of that black Affaffination. 
‘Ido therefore apply my felf to You, Mag- 
nificent Lords, with the other joint Lords of the 
County of Sargantz, where that infamous Deed 
was perpetrated, to demand Juftice in the Name 
of the Queen my MiitrefS, againft the Author 
and Executioners of fuch an atrocious Crinie. 
And as the moft lively Colours and moft energic 
Expreflions can add nothing to the Horror, 
that the bare Idea of a Murder excites in the 
Breaft of every honeft Man, fo am I verfuaded, 
that I have no Occafion to make We of any, 
to incline you to grant me that Jultice which } 
demand, fo far as it depends on you. 

* The Example of fo black a Crime committed 
in your Country, the open Contempt of your 
Sovereignty, the Violation of all Divine and 
Humane Laws, will undoubtedly be Motives to 
excite you to punifh fuch enormous Criminals, 
according to their Demerits. This is what 
Juftice requires of you, though the Thing con- 
cern'd only a private Man; but with much mere 
Reafon, when the Law of Nations is violated 
in {uch a crying manner, and even the Honour 
of the Queen iniulted, by fucha deteftable At- 
tempt upon the Perfon of Her Minifter. 

* I do therefore befeech you, Magnificent Lords, 
to give without Delay, the moft rigorous Orders, 
and to make the ftricteft Perquifitions in the 
ieveral Countries under your Domination, for 
difcovering nd apprehending the Affaiiines, 
that they may afterwards be punifh’d, according 
to the Fnormity of the Fad Particularly, I 
muft intreat you to fummon the faid Sieur AZer- 
: K k 2 ceilleux 
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‘ veilleux to appear before you on a Day appoint. 
© ed, toanfwer concerning the Crime of whic, 
* he is fufpe&ted. If he has any Claim to Inno 
© cence, he ought to be glad of an Opportunity:

© But if he abfents, you need no more doubt wh 
€ js the Author of the Crime, and then proceed 
€ againft him, as ’tisufually praétis’d in fuch Cafe, 
© You ought not, Magnificent Lords, tu appre. 
© hend by thefe Proceedings, the Violation of the 
‘ Law of Nations in the Perfon of the Sieur Mer 
© veileux, fince befides that it grants no Exemption 
© for fach Crimes, he has no Right to plead that 
© Law, being no publick Perfon with regard te 
© You : And though indeed he were, you ought 
“ to be convine’d, That the Count d# Luc, under 
© whofe Direétion he aéts, has too much Honour 
€ to grant him his Proteétion, and to affift him to 
‘ fcreen him from a judicial Profecution, for 2 
* Crime, which ought to render him execrableto 
© all. honeft Men. 
© It is with no fimall Grief, Magnificent Lords, 
that I find my felf oblig’d to complain to you a 
fuch an ignominious A& ; but the Part which] 
muit take in every thing that concerns the Ho 
nour of the Queer, and the Security of Her Mr 
nifters, obliges me to it ; as 1 doubt not but on 
your fide the Honour of your Government, and 
the Impartiality of your Juftice, will incline 
you to procure me that Satisfaétion which L have 
Reafon to expeét in a Cafe of this Importance. 
In the firm Perfuafion of this, I fhall only aaa 
two Words, to defire you to inform me as foon

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Thefe Letters were read in the Dyet, but that 
Affembly did not think they had either Evidence,

Merveilleux before them, according to Mr.Sta- ‘1121 
man’s defire: And the Deputies faid only, that wy 
they would make a Report of this Affair to their 
Principals, that they might give further Inftru-

Mr. Manning was not murder’d. The ColdnefS 
- With which Monfieur the Bailiff has proceeded 
in this Affair, appears more particularly in thefe 

Three Circumftances. 
; Firft, in thar he has fuffer’d the Space of 

near leven Weeks to elapfe, before he made any

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Juridicial Inquiry,altho’, by the incumbent Duty 
of his Office, he was oblig’d to do it upon the 
firft Advice he receiv’d of what had paffed; and 
even without waiting for Orders from his Su 
periors, that the Criminals might not have Time 
to make their Efcape. 
‘ Secondly, in that he did not fo much as compel 
Locher and Rofencrantz to give their Evidente 
upon Oath, inftead of patting them to the Rack, 
as ‘tis praétis’d in Cafes of far lefs Insportance 
than this, and in which Indications are not fo 
pregnant as in this prefent Cafe. 
¢ And in the Third Place, In that the Bailiff, 
among the Interrogatories, or Queftions, he 
has put to thofe two Men, never bethought him- 
felf of interrogating them about the Names and 
Perfons of the two Affafiines, who are itill dif 
gnis’d and cloak’d in the Depofitions, under the 
Charaéter of Servants, or Soldiers of the Sieur 
Merverlleux, although the principal and fole 
end of thefe Inquiries was to difcover the Au: 
thors and Perpetrators of this Villany. 
‘ Inftead of proceeding in this Affair in the 
ufual way asin the ik@Cafes, and minding the 
effential Point, your Bailiff has delay’d making 
his Inquiries, until there was no Room to hope 
of feizingthe Criminals. -When he came to Ine 
terrogatories, he omits the moft important and 
the moft natural, dwells upon Trifles foreign to 
the Queftion, entertains you with the Jefts of 
the Town-Barber ; does all that in him lies to 
extenuate the Atrocity of the Crime, by the 
Turn he puts upon it: Ina Word, he endea- 
vours to give you a very difadvantageous Idea 
of Mr. Afanning’s Conduct; and even, if it were 
poflible, to lay the Blame at his Door. 
¢ I could make many other Obfervations on this 
Information, were it worth while: But as you 
give me to underftand, that you are not bett 
edified with it than my felf, and have order 
him to make a ftriéter; I fhall wait ‘till I fee 
what Effect your new Orders will have; and 
: whether he has a Mind to make up his Qmiffions, 
© by more real and ferious Inquiries. 
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‘your Bailiff may be, it nevertherlefs clearly 
appears from thence, Magnificent Lords, that 
this Aflaflination was committed by the Sieur 
Merveilleux’s Servants, or Men, and that they 
run away with him the next Day after the 
Attempt was committed. What need you any 
more to be convine’d, that the faid AZerveillenx 
is the principal A€tor of this Crime? I dare 
afirm, that you donot in the leaft doubt it ; 
and upon this Perfwafion, I come again to 
demand Juftice of you azainft him. Summon 
him to appear before your Tribunal, in order 
tu anfwer for the Crime with which he is fuffi 
cently charg’d by the true Information of your 
Bailiff. 
* [| have already told you, that the Ambaffa- 
dor of France will never grant his Proteétion 
to fuch infamous Criminals, nor has he a 
Right to do it. Jf the Sieur Aéverveilleux 
can either clear himfelf of the Crime of which 
he ftands fufpeéted, I fhall be glad of it: But 
if either he is found guilty, or makes his Ef- 
cape to avoid the Effeéts of your Juftice, I 
hope you will proceed according to the ufaal 
Form in Cafe of Flight, and not fufpend the 
ordinary Courfe of juftice, in Countenance 
of Crimes that tend to the Ruin of the Safety of 
Civil Society. 
‘This is what the Queen expeéts from your 
' Juftice, by punifhing the Crime, and from 
the Zeal you ought to fhew for the Reparation 
of Her Honour, which is wounded in the Per- 
fou of Her Minifter. I pray God to pour 
down upon you his moft precious Bleflitigs ;

they did accordingly, and on the’1e6th of Seprem- 
ber arrived at Portjmouth 3 and on board one df 
them Lieutenant Cole, with Letters from General 
Hill, and Admiral Walker. The Stern of the 
Chefter Man of War being defeétive, Sir Hovendon 
thought fit to fend her to Bofton ; and having on 
the i sth of dAuguft made the Signal of Separation, 
for thole Three Ships, ftood away for the River, 
and foon after, within 48 Hours, they had a ftedcy 
itrong Gale of Wind, and fair Weather. 

From this laft Account, which was given from 
on board the Devonfhire, it was hoped that te 
Fleet would foon after, have been in fight of Qu 
bec upon which Suppofition the Reduction o 
that Place was little doabted. But on Saturday, 
the sth of Oétober, Collonel Clayton arrived @ 
London, being tent Exprets by Brigadier Ail and 
Sir Hovenden Walker, with the melancholy News 
of their Difappointment.

‘following, with little Wind till the Afternoon, 
* when in an extream thick Fog it began to blow

‘then ina dangerous Circumftance, having nei- 
ther Soundings nor fight of Land to fteer any 
Courfe, or any Anchorage within 6o Leagues, 
and that not fafe; fo that the Pilots on board 
thisShip, being the beft in the Fleet, were of 
Opinion, the Admiral fhould make a Signal to 
bring to, which he did with our Heads to the 
southward, judging by that we might efcape 
Danger, and be driven by the Stream in the 
Midd Channel : But quite contrary, as we were 
with the Wind Eafterly, and our Heads to the 
southward, in two Hours we found our felves 
upon the NorthShore amongft Rocks and Iflands, 
where the whole Fleet had like to have been 
loft. The Men of War efcap'd, tho’ with ex- 
tream hazard; but eight Tranfports were caft 
away, with about 8e0 Men, Officers, Soldiers 
and Seamen ; and had not the Admiral made the 
Signal as he did, ’tis very likely that our Lofs 
would have been much greater. A French Pilot, 
who had made feveral Voyages up the River, 
inform’d us, that the fame is very hazardous and 
fubjest to Fogs; and believes, that if we had 
preceeded further, with the hard Gales that 
ave fince happened, many Ships had periih’c. 
He adds, that the Currents are fo uncertalt', 
that when People think they are upon the North, 
they are upon the South Shore, whielr we found 
true. He himfelf had beew caft away upon the 
North Shore.

England Ships which are to carry the Forces 
detached by the General to garrifon Annapolis 
Royal. The Men of War which are now ‘with 
us, are the Edgar, Swift fure, Monmouth, Wind:

Troops were landed: But on the 15th, the Ad- 
miral’s Ship the Edgar of 70 Guns, riding at Spit- 
head, did unfortunately blow up by Accident, a- 
bout Two of the Clock in the Afternoon; with 
above 400 Seamen in her, and above Thirty of 
the Inkabitants of Portfmouth, who went on board 
that Ship to make merry with their Friends : 
Which Lofs did very much aggravate the Difap- 
pointment of the Quebec Expedition. 

Though this ill Succefs was mainly owing to 
the foggy, ftormy Weather, and no Man ought, 
with Fiitice, to be made accountable for Mis-

A Letter to a Afember of the O&ober Club, few- 
ing, that to yield Spain to the Duke of Anjou by a 
Peace, would be the Ruin of Great Britain. But 
thongh the Generality of the Nation allow'd the 
Solidity of the, Reafons contaiu’d in thefe two 
Pamphlets, yet many were wrought upon by 
contrary Arguments. They were made to 
confider, that the Scene of Affairs being, in a 
great Meafure, fhifted by the Deceafe of the late

too potent; and not only deftroy the very End 
for which this War was undertaken, viz. the Pre- 
ferving a Ballance of Power in Europe, but allo, 
in time, occafion a new War to reftore that 
Ballance. Moreover, they were made to reflect, 
that one of the Reafons for wrefting Spain out of 
the Mands of King Philip, viz. its entire Depen- 
dance on France, was like to ceale, upon the Death 
of his Grand-Father ; when the Natural Antipa- 
thy between the two Nations, and the Jealoufies 
and Differences which often arife between Neigh- 
bour Kings, and are generally the fiercer among 
near Relations, would, in all Probability, break 
the prelent Unson of France and Spain. And ’twas 
obferv'’d likewile, that it was now impraéticable 
to reftore the whole Spanifp Dominions to the 
Houle of Aujfria ; that Monarchy being aétually 
di/membred, and part of it yielded to the Duke 
Of Savoy > and an Parts conquer’d by the Eng- 
li and Dutch, 
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Onthe other hand, the Landed Gentlemen hu. 
ving, by the Author of the Letter to the Exami- 


way ner, ‘been taught to believe, That we might have 


had # good Peace ever fince the Battle of Rameliies; 
and that from that time the War had been wantonly 
carried on to gratify the unmeafurable +Appetites of 
a few Leaders: It feem’d butcommon Prudence 
inthe Prefent Adinifiry, fo far to gratify the Party 
that was moit weary of the War, as to give him 
an opportunity to try the Experiment of a Nego- 
tiation, managed by Perfons in whom they could 
entirely confide: Elfe the Objeétion ftarted by 
the Author of the Letter to a Member of the 
Ottober Club, would be in every Body’s Mouth, 
viz. Jf a good Peace might have been haa ever 
jinee the Baitel of Ramellies, why have not the 
new Miniftry procured it, fince they have Jucceeaed 
tothe Powers of the Old ? 

Upon all thefe Contiderations, it is probable 
that the new Miniftry thought fit to hearken to

"Tis left to be confider’d, 
which is the fureft Way to put a fpeedy end to 
the War, whether by previoufly infifting on fuch 
Conditions from France, that nothing may re- 
main to be done in a General Affembly, but to 
give them the Form of a Treaty, or to open that 
Affembly upon Articles that are captious and ob- 
fcure, which leave an open Field for France to 
put in Praétice her ufual Intrigues and Chs- 
canes? 
‘ Nothing but a perfeét Union between the 
Allies, while the General Peace fhall be treating, 
and the mutual Guaranty they fhall give each 
other upon what fhall therein be concluded, 
can fecure them for the future. Without this, 
all Europe will fall into Confufion, and fooner or 
later into Slavery ; efpecially if Spain and the 
Indies be left in the Poffeffion of a Prince of the 
Houfe of Bourban.

* on, are, among many other Examples, Evidence 
* fufficient. ’Tis very certain likewife, that the 
“ King of France, who notwithftanding the Peace, 
* and his Engagements with King William Ill. of 
glorious Memory, acknowledged in his Lifetime 
another for King of England, as foon as he 
thought himfelf, by his Grandfon, Mafter. of 
Spain, willno fooner fee this Grand{fon of ’ his 
fettled on that Throne, but he will endeavour 
alfo to’ place his Creature upon that of Grea 
Britain, aud will accompliffr: it, having aug 
mented his Power with that of Spain, and his 
Riches by thofe of the Jndies. ’Tis eafy 
forefee the Danger the Queen’s Perfon would 
then be in, and what would become then oi 
the Liberty of Great Britain under a Maitet 
educated in the Maxims of France, and in Ha 
tred to the beft Englifimex who have abjured 
him according to Law: There would then, ip 
confequence, be an End of the Liberty of all 
Furope and of the Proteftant Religion, by 4 
League founded on Obligation, Neceflity, 4 

‘ Gratitude, between three Kings of an oppoiite 
Religion,and of fo great Power by Sea and Land, 
under the Dire&tion of that of France. Thele 
are Confequences in which his Eleétoral Higt 
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¢ nefs is too nearly interefted and concerned to 
¢ look upon them with Indifference. 

‘As to the Barrier in the Spanifh Netherlands 
it cannot be faid that the Security of the United 
Provinces only is concerned in it. On the con- 
trary, it isfull as much the Concern of Great 
Britain, which would find it felf in no lefs Dan- 
ger than the faid Republick, if France become 
Miftrefs of the Spans Netherlands. This Truth 
has at all times beemacknowledged by the Eng- 
lif, even in the Reign of Charles II, who not- 
withftanding his clofe Engagements with that 
Crown, would not fuffer it to conquer them. 
So that the Barrier which excludes that dange- 
rous Enemy fromthe Netherlands, is the com- 
mon Intereft of the two Maritime Potentates, as 
well as of the Empire of Germany 5 and belides, 
Great Britain has at prefent in lieu of her Gua- 
ranty of that Barrier, a reciprocal Guaranty for 
the Proteftant Succeffion. 

‘ Whatever be done, and whether the Affem- 
bly for Peace be forthwith opened, or deferred 
to another time, that is to fay, till France bas 
made more fatisfaftory Declarations, his Ele- 
ftoral Highnefs thinks, that it is abfolutely ne- 
ceflary not to be any way remifs in the Prepa- 
rations for the enfuing Campaign ; there being 
no hope of obtaining good Conditions of Peace, 
but by getting into a Pofture to purfue the War 
vigoroufly, and begin the Campaign early witn 
Conliderable Forces, feeing France on her Part 
is already making great Preparations for it. 
‘Tis with regard to this, that his Electoral 
HighnefS will not make ufe of the Permiflion 
which Her Majefty has had the Goodnels to 
grant him, in fofriendly a Manner, of taking 
this Winter fome of his Regiments of Dragoons 
Home to his own Country, having refolved to 
leave them all in the Netherlands: Notwith- 
ftanding which, his Eleétorat Highnefs will 
bear the fame Acknowledgment to Her.

Maijefty. But above all, it will be effentially ne. 
ceflary to avoid the Snare of a Ceflation of 
Arms, which ’tis very probable France will 
pofe, as foon as the Affembly for Peace él 
be opened ; which Ceffation keeping the Mark 
time Potentates in the Neceffity of making the 
fame Efforts, and the fame Expence for the 
War, for maintaining the fame Fleets, and the 
fame Armies, will deprive them of the means of 
making ufe of them, and ftop the Pogrefs of 
their Glorious Arms.

Orders, that I drew up my firft Memorial, to 
requeft Her Majefty to appoint Her Minilters 
to enter into the Particulars of it with me, 
at leaft, about the Affairs of Spain, in cafe the 
prefent Conjunéture could bear the continuance 
of the War. 

¢ In the Conference which I had afterwards the 
Honour to have with thofe Minifters, I gave 
a more particular Account of the Efforts which 
his Imperial Majefty is able to make this pre- 
feit Year 1712, both as to Men and and Mo- 
ney. I think it needlefs to re capitulate what 
what has pafs’d during the Courfe of this War, 
All the World knows, that it was the Houle of 
Auftria who began and maintain’d it alone for 
above a Year, with vaft Expence both of Men 
and Money ; and that when the Allies enterd 
into it, according to the Treaty of the Grand” 
Alliance, ‘his Imperial Majefty prolecuted it 
with the fame Vigour in Jea'y, having belides a 
confiderable Army in the Erapive ; and tho” 
the Affairs of Bavaria and the Rebellion of 
Hungary, carry'd the War into all his Heredi- 
tary Countries, he not only continued his 
Troops, and did all that lay in his Power for 
the Common Caufe, but even exerted himfelf 
fofar, that he had {carce a Garrifon left to place 
in his Capital, which was then threatned with 
aSiege, Therefore ’tis plain,no Prince in the 
World could have fhewn more Firmnefs and

the War. “A War very remarkable, with — 
A no 
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UYV not fo much to the Time it haslafted, as to the 


great and numerous Military Agtions which have 
paffed in it, and the advantageous Succefles (ex- 
ceeding even all Expeétation) which by the x 
ance of the Almighty have been obtained. For, 
though this War has already lafted longer than 
either of the two former againft France and its 
Adherents; though fince the Sword wa: draven in 
1702, very much Blood has been fhed, many Pro- 
vinces, Towns and Communities laid wafte, and 
an infinite Number of People in divers Parts 
brought to Poverty and Mifery , and tho the good 
Inhabitants of this State particularly, have for fo 
many Years together been burthen’d with various 
Taxes and Impofts (neceffary for {upplying the 
War) which by this time are become very grie 
vous tothem; as Years and Days are heavy and 
tedious to thofe who are under any Suffering, or 
whofe Hearts pine with long delay’d Hope ; yet 
due ReHe&tion ought to be made on the Natare of 
this War, which (as has formerly been fhewn at 
large) is abfolutely neceflary and unavoidable, 
and confequently the Arms taken up in it, are no

the Maxims and Methods of France, has begun to 
recover it felf from the Decay into which. after 
the Treaty of Vervins, it fell under the three lo 
Kings 5 that the Efforts of both thefe Crowns, for 
maintaining their Union in the Houfe of Bourbon, 
have been much more vigorous and confiderable 
than in the preceding War: that Spain has fent more 
Troops into the Field than in halfa Century before; 
and France, by extraordinary Levies, colle&ting 
Recruits by Lot from all the Generalities and Pa- 
rifhes, and compelling the unwilling to go into 
the Service, has madeits Armies more numerous 
than ever hefore , for maintaining which, fo ma- 
ny and various Taxes and Impofts under different 
Names have been laid on the reft of the People, 
that ’tis almoft impoflible, at leaft very difficult, 
to enumerate all of them: Particularly towards 
the end of laft Year, under very fpecious, though 
at the fame time fallacious Pretences, a Tax was 
impofed of the Tenth Penny on all Incomes, by 
Houles, Landes, Rents or other Profits 5 probably in 
imitation of King Fobn of France,who being redue’d 
to very great Streights by the Arms cf K. Edward 
the Third of England, and his Son commonly cal- 
led the Black Prince, was obliged to ask of the 
States of his Kingdom, and with their free Con- 
fent, colleéted a like Tax on all Revenues, whe- 
ther arifine from immoveable Goods, or from 
Offices and Benefices, and even from Salaries and 
Wages fur Service: In fhort, no kind of Tax, 
however unufual or ftrange, but has been laid in 
France during this War: A War in all re{peéts 
freat, and not without much Labour and Time, 
¢lides Miraculous Events, brought towards a 
good End. But happily fach is the prefent fituati- 
on of Affairs, as fhall be deduced at large in this 
Petition, that there is ground to hope it may eer 
long be aétually terminated, to the entire Satis- 
tisfaction of the Allies; even ina much fhorter 
time than other States, this Republick efpecially, 
have been obliged to contend for the Eftablifhment 
or Defence of their Liberty : For we need not in- 


tance, that in the laft Century the famons Ger-

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VW man War was not ended till after thirty Years, 


by the Treaty of Weftphalia , and as for this State, 
its Liberty was not compleatly eftablithed, till 
after a hard Struggle of no lef§ than feventy 
Years. 

But, High and Mighty Lords, very memorable 
have been the Occurrences of this War, whether 
we reflect on the bloody and glorious A&tions and 
Battles, which are much more in Number than 
ever happen’d in any other War of the like dura- 
tion, and particularly on thole of Schexenberg, 
Blenheim, Kamillies, Turin, Oudenarde, Malplac. 
guet, Almenara and Sarragoffa, befides feveral o- 
thers which were not of fo great and diftinguish'd 
Confequence as thefe, but which however contri- 
buted very eminently to the Acquifition and Main. 
tenance of the Slory of the Arms of your High 
Mightinefles and your Allies; or on the difficult 
Sieges ard Conqueft of fo great a Number of 
Towns and Fortrefles, particularly of Keyferwaert, 
Barcelona, Lifle, Tournay, Mons, Doway, Bethune, 
Aire, andlattly Bouchain, all taken in the fight of 
the Enemy’s Army, notwithftanding all their Ma- 
chination and Efforts to the contrary; or on the 
hazardous Paflages of Rivers, as in Jra'y the Adige, 
the Aincio, and the Oglio, and in the Netherlands 
(more than once) the Schelde, the carpe, and 
laftly the Savfer , or on the forcing of Lines and 
Intrenchments, as thole of Schellenberg, Lauter 
bourg, Walloon- Brabant, Comines, the Trouile, and 
Malplacqaet , or \aftly, on all the kinds of well 
concerted, daring and fignal Attempts and Enter- 
prizes, which Military Skill could invent, and 
which will ferve for Inftruétion to all Pofterity: 
To which Events (which as occafion has offered 
we have formerly fet forth more amply,and there- 

fore do but juft mention them now) we are obli- 
ged to add the laft Campaign, which the moré 
riety it is examined in all its Circumftances,will 
appear to be of too much confequence and weight, 
ever to fink into Oblivion. What has pafs’d in this 
War will always ferve for a Rule to the Allies at 
another time, as it cannot fail to keep them from 
ail Error and Miftake in what remains to be done 

| now : 
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now : But above all, it will ferve for an illuftrious —w~# 


Teftimony of the Blefling of God Almighty on 
the Arms of your High Mightineffles and of your 
Allies 5 and to infix both in you and them a firm 
Affurance, that if this Blefling be not flighred, but 
aright ufe made of the Succeflesand Acquilitions 
already obtained, it will, like aclear rifing Sun, 
as it advances m its Courfe, {oon bring on the full 
Day of a good and happy Peace. 

At the fame time it mut be acknowledg’d, that 
the Courfe of all thefe fo great and advantageous 
Events has not been equally twift, nor every Year 
of the War equally glorious and fuccefsful : That 
fometimes Battles have been loft, as that of Sp’er- 
bach, Calcinaro, Caftselione, and Almanza, (that 
of Villaviciofa may upon good Grounds be affirm’d 
to have rather increas’d than leflen’d the Glory of 
the High Allies); fome Towns belieg’d by the E- 
nemy have been forced to yield, but for the moft 
part have been recover’d again, and the Cam- 
paigns which followed thofe wherein great Vitto- 
ries were won, as for initance, thofe of Schelea- 
berg, Blenheim, and Ramellies, were not altoge= 
ther fo fuccetsful ; But befides that in general, ‘cis 
not in the Nature of human Affairs to be on all 
fides and always profperous, and even the Hea- 
venly Luminaries are oakgsiaaes darken’d in their 
Courfe 3 and that particularly the Almighty 1S 
fometimes pleafed more efpecially in Affairs of 
War, to manifeft his Superior Power, to fruftrate 
the Defigns of Men, and to mock their Confidence 
in the Spear and Sword ; we fhall take Notice of 
the two Principal Caules of this Variation of Suc- 
cefs: Firft, the great Power of the Enemy, who 
by the Efforts they had made, and the Defeats 
they had receivd, were indeed much fhattered, 
but not intirely broken; and, who far frona being 
difpirited and plunged into Defpair, were ftimu 
lated to fpare nothing, and to collet all their 
Strength and Refources for retrieving their Lofles ; 
thereby wiping off the old traditional Imputation 
which at all Times, even in thofe of Heathenilm 
had been beftowed on their Nation, ever adcictec 


to Arms, namely, that in Profperity and Succels 
A 3 they 
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Some’ they were more than Men in A@tivity and Cou- 


rage, but in Adverfity more faint-hearted than 
Women, utterly impatient of Fatigue under any 
reat Difafter of War. In the next Place ’tis to 
é oblerved, that the Enemy, even before this 
War broke out, having poffefied themfelves of all 
the Parts and Dependencies of the Spavifp Monar- 
chy and other aflociated Countries, made it their 
firit C are to fortify themfelves in what they had 
feiz'd by Ulurpation and Violence ; and when, not 
long after, the Arms of the Allies began to be {u- 
perior, the nemy chofe to aét moftly on the De. 
fentive, to {eck carefully all advantageous Situati- 
ons of Ground, Pafles, Defiles, Eminences, Mo- 
rafies and Woods; to poft numerous Armies be- 
hind unfurdable Rivers, and {trong fortified Line:, 
and in the Intervals between them. So that it 
would have been extreamly difficult for the Allies 
to make Conquefts, or to exteud further thofe al- 
ready made, (which yet more than once, aud pat- 
ticularly the laft Campaign, has been done with 
fucceis) had net thofe Precaution: and Meafares 
been eluded by the Dexterity, Skill, and other Mi- 
litary Virtues conftantly fhewn by their Generals. 
Belides all this, the War ha; been very difficult, im 
fome Parts byreafon of the backwardnefs and {hort 
duration of good Weather, in others becaule of 
their diftant Situation, and their being furrounded 
on the Land fide by the Enemy; fo that it has been 
ympoflible to fend Succours thither otherwife than 
by Sea, and thatin an expenfive and at the fame 
time uncertain Manner. Mean while the Enemy 
who by their Situation, border on the Dominions, 
of alithe Allies on the Continent; and in refpeét 
to fome, were poffefs'd (and ftill are in fome Parts) 
of the Advantage of Rivers, could eafily make 
War there, and in cafe of Lofs, re-eftablifh their 
Armies ; as in Spain they have often done ; and 
laftly in the preceding Year, after the Battle of 
Sarragofa: Add to this, that with Refpeét to the 
laft mentioned Kingdom, the faid Difficulties of the 
Allies were increas’d by the Difference of the Cli- 
maceand Food, the Sterility of the Country, and 
the multitude of Mountains, which of ald icived 
the 
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the Spaniards in their Wars againft the Afoors, ae ANS 


bove feven hundred Years together, for Places of 
Retreat and Defence, as they have done likewife 
fince in the Wars which from Time to Time have 
happen’d between the Caftillians and the Arragoni- 
ans: To all this is ftill tobe added, that why 
through want of Order or Difcipline, as well a 
the Slownefs of one or other of the Allies, or elfe 
through Diftra€tion and Separation of their Forces, 
either to quell Commotions in one part, or to 
prevent thofé which there was caufe to apprehend 
m others, the fore-mentioned Progreffes have 
fometimes been ftopp’d, or for a Time repell’d. 
But befides the Occurrences here fummarily ta- 
ken Notice of, very remarkable likewife, and on 
Account of the aforefaid Difficulties and Obftacles 
the more to be efteem’d, are the Advantages which 
have been gain’d in this War, and the manifeft 
likelihood of greater ftill, in cafe thefe be manag’d 
as they ought, and a right and good Ufe made of 
them. Thefe Advantages confift, firft ofall, in the 
Glory which the Arms of your High Mightinefles 
and your Allies have acquir'd, and next, in the ma- 
ny confiderable Conquefts gain’d from the Enemy. 
The Glory of thofe Armies cannot fail to pro- 
cure Refpeét, and ifduly maintained, will render 
the Peace which is to be made more firm and laft- 
ing: Hiftory fhewing, that States"and Nations by 
this fometimes, more than by orher Means, have 
preferved themfelves from foreign Infult and In- 
vafion, and confequently from the worft of Cala- 
mities, and that on the contrary, thofe who have 
negleéted or loft it, have liv’d in continual — 
etude and Danger, and in Time have fallen to 
cay, and even become the Prey of an Enemy. Some 
have therefore not unaptly compared the Glory 
of Arms to the Husk or Rind of Fruit, which con- 
tinuigy whole, the Fruit within is long preferv’d, 
but damag’d or ftripp’d off, the Fruit foon pe- 
rifhes. As to the Conquefts of the Allies, aad the 
Frontiers widely extended thereby, we muft ob- 
ferve (confining our felves to {peak only of what 
direétly concerns thefe Provinces and their Neigh- 
bourhood, haying on other Occafions, fpoken at 
A 4 large 
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large of what relatestoGermany, Italy and other 
Parts) that the Enemy, who in the Beginning of 
this War had extended themfelves on tke Frontiers 
of this State, and even clofe under its Eye, from 
Sluys in Flanders to the Waal and Rhine, are now 
driven very near within the ancient Bounds of 
France , that the Lower Rhine, which in the three 
Years Wars again{t France fince 1672. was con 
itantly the firft Scene of Aétion, as being the Part 
by which the Enemy thought they could with leaft 
Difficulty break into the Heart of our Country. is 
intirely wrefted from them; that the A/aecfe 
is in the Hands of the Allies clear up within a 
little of the Outlet of the Samibre, as is alfo 
the Scheld further than Tournay, which is further 
than any of the Allies have been poffeffed of it in 
forty Years before , and laflly, the Zys fo far as 
"tis navigable: That fo much of the Province of 
Geldeyland as by the Peace of A/nnfter was left to 
Spain, isreduc’d, as are alfo thofe of Limiboug, 
Brabant, Mechlen, Flanders, two thirds of Ha 
nault, Lifle, Tournay, and great part of Artes: 
That other more diftant Provinces are compelled 
to pay Contribution: That in the laft Campaign 
the War was carried up to the further fide of Ha- 
wault, and to the Source of the Scarpe and of the 
Lys, Rivers which by means of the Deule and its 
Canal, which has a Communication with the 
Scarpe and the Schelde, were formerly ferviceable 
tothe Enemy in their many, and fince the Year 
1665, almoft continual Invafions of the Spanifh 
Provinces of the Netherlands: That by the Armies 
on both fides, the Enemy’s Frontiers are eaten up, 
and coitequently it will be very difficult for them, 
whatever Exp: nceand Labour they are at,to bring 
dry Fo:age from their diftant Towns in mot Pro- 
vinces to their Frontiers and Places which lie moft 
i , ‘twill even be almoft impoftihle for them 
to Dring together fogreat a quantity as is requifite, 
for fubfifting there during the Winter an extraor- 
divary Body of Troops, efpecially of Cavalry, and 
taking the Field inthe Spring before the Grafs is 
Come up, with a great Army: That on the other 
Hand, your High Mightineffes and your Altes, 
y 
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by means of the aforefaid Rivers, which are in uy * 


your Pofleflion, can eafily form the neceffary Ma- 
gazines of Hay and Oats in the Towns and Places 
lying neareft to the Enemy, if the Sums neceflary 
be furnifhed in Time, and due Diligence uted 5 
and confequently you can maintain there da- 
ring the Winter a convenient Number of Troops, 
and earlyin the Spring prevent the Enemy in the 
Field with a formidable Army; when in very 
great probability, advancing as it. were at one 
Step from the neareft Frontier, and performing 
only one proper and good Exploit, this Army 
may penetrate to the Source of the Schelde, the 
Somme, and the Oyfe, and fo on to the Seine, and 
to the very Capital of the Kingdom, as formerly 
the Spaniards might have done after the Battle of 
St, Quintin, had not the felfifh Viewsand Paflions 
of fome Perfons prevailed above the plaineft Rea- 
funs of State. And as at that Time the French 
were oblig’d, for {upporting their tottering State, 
todraw together all the Force they had any where, 
even from the Kingdom of NV iples, and to lay a- 
fide all their Views and Pretenfions to foreign 
Dominions ; as notwithftanding this, they were 
con{train’d to fubmit to the famors Treaty of 
Peace of ChareaueCambrefis, by which they yield- 
ed up one hundred ninety eight Towns, in lieu 
of three only that Spain reftored to them in Pr 
cardy , fo now by the Means above mentioned,may 
the Fnemy in a fhort time be compell’d to aban- 
don the Kingdom of Spain, with its Dependencies, 
and to yield to a nole{s glorious than lafting and 
fafe Peace. 

After what has been faid of the foregoing Ad- 
vantages and Succeffes, it might not be improper 
to confider more attentively by what means they 
Were acquired ; that is, by what Efforts, Con- 
duét and Bravery, Vigilance and Zeal, Unanimity 
and Conftancy.the War has been carried on hither 
to. But all this having been fet forth pretty largely 
on former Occafions, it fhall fuffice here'to ob- 
ferve, That asa Foundation of this War mi r7ot 
the Grand Alliance was formed between the Ent- 
peror, Her Britannick Majeity and this _— 

whicl 
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Uwy~w which Alliance divers other Princes have fince 


enter’d; by it the feveral High Allies did refpe- 
tively engage to employ all their Force by Sea 
and Land, toform in effect a Counterpoife againft 
France, and particularly to procure all juft and 
reafonable Satisfa€tion to his faid Imperial Maje- 
fty, with refpeé to his lawful and well grounded 
Pretentions to the Spanifh Monarchy, which by 
the Death of King Charles U1, of Glorious Memo- 
ry, had devolved upon him, as alfo to procure for 
her faid Britannick Majefty and this State parti- 
cular and fufficient Security for their refpective 
Dominions and Territories, and for Commerce 
and Navigation of their Subjeéts, and efpecially 
that the Spanifh Netherlands might be made a 
Barrier to feparate and keep France at diftance 
from this State; and as the other High Allies 
came into the faid Grand Alliance, ’twas ~~ 
fated with them, that they fhould have juft Sa- 
tisfation upon all their Grievances and reafonable 
Demands, and fo the general Tranquility fhould 
be re-eftablifhed. “Iwas much in the fame man- 
ner that formerly, when theImperial Dignity and 
the Spanifs Crown, together with the Nerherlands 
and the Jndies were all in one Hand; and when 
France, ever unquiet, was continually infeftin 
Jralys divers Princes and States, to either 
whom fingly that Crown was fuperiour, formed 
Leagues together to balance that Power. That 
is to fay, when King Charles VIII of France had 
ona fudden and unexpeétedly over-run Italy like 4 
Deluge, the five principal Potentates there confe- 
derated together, and with united Forces refcued 
their Native Country; foon after which, King 
Lewis Xi was by the (f0 called) Holy League 0- 
bliged toquit the A4ilaneze, Tufcany and divers 
Neighbouring Provinces, which he had gained 
when Superior in Force. The Counterpoile was 
yet the more neceflary, when France, by the Bat- 
tle of Formigny, having reduced feveral confider2- 
ble Provinces, and foon after had annexed to 
‘Crown others of no lefS Strength, exal- 
ted herfelf more and more; fo that the King- 
dom of England (efpecially after the Difpates be- 
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tween the Houfes of York and Lancafter were end- ~~ 


ed) with the Houle of Burgundy, and afterwards 
that of Auftria, were obliged, for maintaining the 
common Liberty and their own particular Sic. 
rity, to Keep a vigilant Eye upon Her. King 
Henry VIII of England, being more jealous of the 
growing Power of France, and lefs parfimonious 
than his Father King Hemry VII, did more than 
once league himfelf with other Princes, to reduce 
that increafing Power within due Bounds. The 
Englifh Nation, reprefented by their Parliament, 
have always been no lef jealous and apprehenfive of 
fuch a Power than were their Kings ; fo that hard- 
ly one Example is to be found, when for curbing 
France a War has been judged neceflary, the 
Parliament did not readily confent and give libe- 
tal Supplies thereto; as indeed for above 220 
Years paft they have conftantly interpofed, to 
referve a Balance between the moft powerful 
rinces and Houfes in Europe. After i Death 
of Henry Il of France, during the time that Cathe- 
rine de Medicis had the Direétion of Affairs, and 
even long after, till the Minority of the prefent 
King, that Crown being almoft —— or 
plexed with inteftine Diflention and Wars, fell to 
fuch Decay and Weaknels, that the above-menti- 
ontd Precautions became lefs neceflary than before. 
But fince that time, and particularly after fome 
Succefles in War, made way for the Treaty of the 
Pyrenees, which was concluded to the Difadvantage 
of Spain, the Netherlands became more and more 
the Objeét of the Ambition of France, as formerly 
during the Reign of the Houle of Valois, Italy had 
been , And when after the Death of King Philip 
IV of Spain, France fell upon them; then again, 
as formerly, a Counterpoife was neceffary to_be 
form’d againft that Crown. To this End the Tri- 
fe Alliance would doubtle& have heen of great 
ffe&, had not the common Intereft been forced 
to give way to felfifh and blameable Politicks. Af- 
ter the ending of the firft French War, Endeavours 
were ufed again to form {uch a Counter poife 5 
but in the mean while the fecond War wale 
out, the Grand Alliance was formed 1689, aaa’ A 
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way the faid Crown, and inthe beginning of this War 


renewed to the End and Purpofe before men- 
tioned. 

The Enemy mightily flattered themfelves, that 
a League of fo many Potentates as are in the 
Grand Alliance, could not long hold together, but 
after the firft Efforts would diffolve ; that altho 
the High Allies are by common Intereft confede- 
rated againft the Power of the Common Enemy, 
fome Coldnefs or open Diflention would foon 
grow up between them, either thro’ Mifunder- 
Banding Jealoufy or Difference of Views; that 
even their Succeffes (whether good or bad) would 
breed Divifion and Difunion among them: More 
particularly, they imagined from the various 
Conftitutions of the feveral Dominions of the 
High.Allies, and from the Difference in thejr 
Forms of Government,) in which Refpeéts they 
always endeavour’d to reprefent this State odioully 
to the reft, as they did that of Venice in the time 
of the old Jtalian War, that the maintaimng a 
Counterpoife by their Union was impracticabie: 
And laftly, they fpared no Pains nor Arts to fow 
Diftruft among the High Allies, or to bring Trou. 
bles upon er excite Commotions in the Dontinions 
of one or other of them ; as King Lemis XI of 
France, to free himfelf from the great ftreights 
towhich he was reduc’d by the Houle of Burgum. 
dy and other Princes, being even in Danger © 
being infulted in his Ca itat City, applied him- 
felf (inftead of écpofing hie Kingdom to the lols 
of a Battle) to create Difnnion among the Princes. 
But tho’ he fucceeded, the Grand Alliance, not- 
withitanding all Intrigues and Artifices, fubfifts 
hitherto 5 as for maintaining the general Safety it 
muft neceflarily be continued, whether the War 
be {till carried on, or be foon ended by a good 
and wifhed for Peace : For as to War, the Allies 
are timely fenfible of what antiently the Princes 
and States of Jraly, and other Parts of the A fediter- 
ranean, came to’ comprehend too late, with refpe 
to the increafing Grandeur of Rome, that if they 
were to contend feparately with fo great a Power 
as that of France, they might ove after —_ 
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he overcome, and fo be all ruin’d: And as to Peace, ~~~ 


fhould it be made upon the very Terms and Views 
propofed by the Grand Alliance above {pecified, 
neverthelels France would have Force enough left 
to render it felf formidable to any one of the 
High Allies fingly. Befides, that Crown will be 
able to recover very fpeedily all the Strength it 
may lofe in this War, Experience having fhewn, 
that for almoft halfa Century Hance has needed 
no more than fix Years Refpite at the moft, to 
ftart afrefh and begin new Troubles. And befides 
the Arguments which might be drawn from the 
ever-reftlefs and buify Temper of that Nation, 
which for above 200 Years has made them fuch 
troublefome Neighbours; as alfo from the Maxims 
which France, for extending her Empire, has con- 
tantly purfued; Experience proves, how little 
Account is to be made of a Treaty of Peace which 
fhall feparate the High Allies: For not to menti- 
on what France, after the folemn Treaties of Weft- 
phalia and the Pyrenees, undertook againft the 
Empire and Spain at once in different Parts, that 
Crown, after the Peace of Nimeguen, which was 
not concluded wholly to the common Satisfaétion 
of the Allies, infefted at once the Empire, Italy, 
and the Netherlands, under moft ftrange and un- 
accountable Pretexts. So that neither Reafon nor 
Experience will permit us to hope, that tho’ this 
War fhould end inan advantageous Manner, the 
Peace will therefore be more lafting than were 
the former, unlefs both before and after the Trea- 
ty the High Allies keepand remain clofely united 
and combined, ina perfeét good Underftanding, 
by the continuance of their Alliance; and even 
in fome convenient Meafure armed, to affift each 
other reciprocally (if Occafion fhall require) to 
repel new Infults. All which will be the more 
neceflary, becaufe after the ending of the War, 
the violent Animofities, which have fabfifted for 
above thefe forty Years, and have broken out in 
three fucceffive Wars, with no long Intervals be- 
tween, will not foon be extinguifhed in the Minds 
of the Nations who have had fuch long and herce

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wv~— _ To inforce what has been urged to prove the 


Neceflity of continuing the Alliance after the 
Peace, we percersy High and Mighty Lords, to 
obferve, firit, That (as has often been reprefented) 
the great Aim of your High Mightineffes and of 
your High Alliesin this War, is the maintaining 
of the general Liberty and eftablifhing theSecurit 

of this State: A Defign no lefS lawfal than necel: 
fary, on which the Good or Ill of thefe Provinces 
depends. For without all Queftion, nothing can 
be to oppofite as an infecure and precarious Cone 
dition to the Profperity of States and Republicks, 
which like ours, have Commerce, Manufa&tares, 
and Navigation for their chief Balis and Support, 
and which are not only obliged to facilitate to 
their Subjeéts and Inhabitants, by all Methods 
imaginable, the Means of carrying on thofe Arts 
with Hope and Profit. but to iecure them in the 
quiet and cafy Poffeffion and Enjoyment of what 
they get or fpare. Doing this, the People are in- 
creafed, and with them the Power and Grandeur 
of the Prince, infinitely more, than by Conquetts, 
which, if numerous, are like abundance of Branches 
ona Tree, that draw out the Strength and Sap, 
weaken the Trunk, and render it lefS able to abide 
Storms and Tempefts. Nothing is more evident, 
than that Conqueits beyond what are neceflary for 
a Barrier to cover Frontiers, have always been de- 
trimental to Republicks which were not founded 
on Maxims of War, or did not feek to aggran- 
dize themfelves by the Ruine and Deftrugtion of 
their Neighbours : That Conquefts always bring 
more Charge than Profit, which drains t 

Strength, and confequently diminifhes the Sway 


and Influence of the Conquerors: For Proof of 


which, neither Ancient nor Modern Examplesare 
wanting. Secondly, that the aforefaid great Aim 
and Delign has not yet been poffible to be obtain- 
ed by any Treaty, wherein your High Mighti- 
nefles and your Allies could find their Security: 


And thirdly, that therefore there is nothing to be

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and beft difciplined Troops, and of many Coun- Ww 


tries and Provinces which at the beginning of this 
War fhe. pofleffed, as alfo in efpecial manner by 
the fallo’ publick Credit, is very much weaken’d 
and impoverifhed ; She has however, Strength e- 
nough left to give the Allies a thoughtful Concern : 
For, befides her ancient Domimons, which in 
themfelves are of great Weight and Power, as 
has formerly appear’d, She is {till predominant in 
Germany, on the Upper-Rhine, the Saar, and the 
Mofelle almott to Traerbach , She has Forts in the 
fight of the Smz/s,and by means of them a Commu. 
nication with Savoy, and can therefore eafily move 
to the Succour of her Frontier on either fide, and 
continually harrafs the Allies if they do not keep 
carefully on their Guard. The Datchy of Lorrain 
is in effe&t wholly in the Power of the Enemy, by 
means of their Garrifons in Nancy and other Places, 
and by the great and wide extended Roads which 
they have appropriated to themfelves: The 
Dutchy of Bar is likewife in their Hands, and by 
its Situation and the Revenues arifing from Wine 
and Salt, is of great importance to them. They 
are likewife {till poffefled in the Netherlands of 
feveral Provinces and Towns, which are highly 
neceflary for a good and fufficient Barrier to the 
Allies, and for eeping off France from the Fron- 
tiers of this State. But what is of the lait Con- 
fequence, they are Maftersof the /sdies, and of 
the greate{t part of Spain, as well as of the Ifland 
of Sicily, and other Territories on the Coaft of 
Tufcany, with the County of Nice and the Dutchy 
Of Savoy. Befides all thele Pofleffions, the Enemy 
have Refourfes which the Experience of fifty Years 
will not permit us to over-look ; which Refourfes 
are a€tually employ’d, and all —— Efforts 
ufed to defend their Poffeffions, and not without 
SuccefS this laft Campaign on the fide of Spas, 
ftalyand Geramany. “Fis likewife feen, how tena- 
cious they are of what they have in the Nether- 
lands, and that they not only ftrive to fecure them- 
felves from the Irruptions of the Allies, but to 
recover what they have loft: That to this End 


they fpare no Induftry, Diligence or aad 
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wv And therefore ‘tis of abfolute Neceflity to puth 
on the War againft them, by the fame Metnods 
with which the aforemention’d Advantages and 
Succefies were gain’d3 and to do it with all the 
Strength the Allies are able, with all poflible Ap- 
plication, Zeal, Unanimity, and ( onftancy ; in

Caufe ; and that if Men refle& duly on the great I 
and unexpected Advantages which by the afore- { 
mentioned Efforts have been acquried, they ought 
not only to be patient, but in all Reaion to be well 
content and fatisied. What other means are , 
there, High and Mighty Lords, but thofe already | 
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mentioned to have been ufed hitherto, for attain-A~\-\J 
ing a fpeedy and good End of this War? And 
how can Men expect any other than a very tras 
gical Iffue, if through Impatience and WearinefS 
under really burthenfome Taxes, or from other 
Motives and Views, they fhall fall off from that 
laudable Zeal which they have hitherto fhewn for 
rarrying on the War asit ought, and if the means 
eceflary for that purpofe fhould be negleéted or 
diminifhed ? Moft certain it is, humanly fpeak- 
ing, that fach Dimunition or Negle& will {top all 
Improvement or Augmentation of the Advan 
tages hitherto obtained 5 and when the Enemy 
{hall be no longer in Apprehenfion of farther Lots, 
they will harden them(elves in their Averfion to 
all good Terms of Peace. Then thall the Mo 
narchy of Spaia, with divers of its Dependencies, 
and the Jndies with their Treafures, be all left in 
one and the fame Houfe, which will weigh down 
the Ballance to their Side, and impower them to 
give Laws to all Europe 5 which they were aétu- 
ally about to do, and were far advanced towards 
t, when to prevent the Evil,it was found neceflary 
to undertake this War, becaufe it was impoilible

[reaty: Vhere will then be an End of the Glory 
of the Arms of the Allies, and of their Conquetts, 
fo dearly purchafed ; and we fhall fee things fink 
apace either to the Terms of a Defenfive War, 
Whichin feveral refpeéts is more heavy and dif- 
advantageous than an offenfive one , or of a very 
mean and {light Peace, which will be neither fure 
nor lafting any longer than France {hall pleaie 
hke thofe of the Pyrenees, of Aix la Chayelle, uf 
Nimeguen, of the twenty Years Truce, and of 
Ky/wick, every one of which, not long after they 
Were made were broken by France, and in elicet 
lerved only to give that Crown a little Refpite to 
recruit its Force, and then to andertake afreth 
ome new Defign againft one or other of its Neigh- 
bours. But furely Affairs are now advanced too 
far and too profperoutfly, for Men to feint and give 
out. To all the Conquefts of the Allies no more 
Is wanting than a Hand's Breadth of Ground, a 
R ol 
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wy one may call it, to penetrate into the very Heart 


of FE ance, and to oblige that Crown to agree to 
wifhed for reafonable Terms of Peace. °Tis now 
about 150 Years ago that the Viétory of St. Quin. 
ten (as was laid before) opened fuch a Paflage to 
the Spaniards. We are come within a very little 
of it, and in a much better Condition than King 
Philip wasthen. Yeta very little time, yet one 
gvod Exploit more, and with God’s Afiiltance 
we may get over what remains to be done; But 
how can it be anfwered, High and Mighty Lords, 
ifthe great End and Defign of this War, whichis 
a fafe and good Peace, for obtaining which fo little 
is Wanting, fhall not be perfeétly fecured but left to 
Hazard ? If all the Taxes and Impofts given for 
that End, fhould be fo long endured in vain ; and 
the Blood of fo many brave Men {pilt for nothing ; 
only becaufe People could not be incited to exert 
their utmoft Efforts for a very little time longer ? 
DoubtlefS fach Condu& as this would no lefs de- 
ferve to be laughed at, than of old that of the 
King of Syria was, who having vanquithed his 
Enemy thrice, made a fudden Stop in the Career 
of his Victories, and fo loft the Opportunity 
of Subduing them. Doubtlefs this would be to 
acquit our felves very unworthily of the Ac- 
knowledge ments owing to Heaven for all the Vi- 
tories obtained ; nor would it better confift with 
Right Reafon and Common Prudence, to ftand 
ftill unfeafonably, and lofe all the Fruits of thole 
Vidtories. We have heard an Inability to fupport 
further Taxes allede’d ; but asthat Arguments 
generally found to proceed rather from Impatt- 
ence under the Burthen of Taxes, than to be 
jult in itfelf and true in Faé&: { it is not to be 
imagined, that fuch pretended Inability can be of 
that Nature, asthat a laft Effort cannot be made 
tor fo fhort a time, and in fo advantageous a Chri- 
fis of Affairs as isabove mentioned.

In fhort, the State, that is to fay, all the Pro- 
vinces, is no lefs obliged to fupport, by the 
ftrength of the Country their Inhabitants and 
Subjeéts on the Sea, the Merchants, their Ships 
and Goods, than it is to fupport the Traders and 
others who live on Commerce or otherwile at 
Land, or to protect (as is done daily) the open 
Country from Invafion, and the payment of Con- 
tributions: And as, when Parties of Enemies 
happen to penetrate into one or other Part of this 
Country, to make Booty or do Mifchief, by Mi- 
litary Execution, and carrying off Hoftages, all 
Zeal and Diligence is ufed to fave and defend the 
Villages which lie moft expofed ; fo is it full as 
reafonable, and rather more neceffary, to ufe all 
imaginable Care for the Proteétion of Commerce, 
Fithing and Navigation; becaule the Lofies fuffer- 
ed during this War by thofe concerned at Sea, 
anid itill daily fuffered, are very confiderable ; and 
often the Ships and Goods taken, as lately thofe of 
the Eisbon Fleet, are of greater Value than the 
Contributions of whole Provinces and Diftriéts a- 
mount to, 

Tis therefore contrary to Reafon and the Fun- 
damental Union of the Provinces of this State, as 
alfo to the Aim and End of this War, the grand 


Alliance, and the fubfequent Treaties, that fome 
4 Pro- 
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Provinces have for along time fo little regarded the 
Experice of the Naval Forces, as to cait, if not 
the whole at leaft Part of that Expence, on the 
Shoulders of two of their confederated Provinces, 
Hence it proceeds, that the Naval Forces have 
not been tent out fo compleat nor fo timely, as 
to be able to obtain any great Advantages over 
the Enemy: That the Colleges of the Admiralty 
whofe Concern it is to look to the fitting out of 
the Squadrons, and who have done it upon Pro- 
mile of the Subfidies which have not been paid, 
are loaded with Debts, and thereby difabled 
from making further Preparations, unlefs the fe- 
veral Provinces do furnith refpe€tively the requi- 
fite Sums 3 in Default of which, the Naval Forces 
now propofed cannot be duly fitted out, to the 
great Damage of the Publick: For preventing 
which, the Council do intreat, with all the Ear- 
neftnels which the Importance of the Affair re- 
quires, that the Provinces will weigh maturely tbe 
Reafons and Confiderations abovelaid ; not at all 
doubting that they will have more Effeét than for- 
merly to induce the Provinces to apply themlelves 
cordially to fo necefflary a Work, and make good 
their Enagements by a fpeedy Confent to_ this 
Petition, and by andvancing good Part of the 
Money of their refpe&tive Quota’s; to the End 
the Colleges of the Admiralty may caufe the 
Squadrons propofed to be compleatly fitted out 
and put to Sea by the Time prefixed, and em- 
ployed to that great Aim and Defign for which 


they are (as is above-mentioned) intended. |

ALETTER toa Friend concerning 
the Publick Debts. pa ttcularly that 
of the Navy. Suppofca to be written by 
Robert W -le E/a; 


- IE Reports of A/'finanazement, Mifapplicats 
on and Embezzlement of the Publick Money 
have fo generally prevail d in the-Nation, that I do 
not wonder you fhou’d defire to be inform’d of the 
feveral Faéts from which thefe Charges are drawn 
again{t the late Minifters, Nor was | more fur- 
priz’d to find that the Debts of the Kingdom, 
with the Caufes and Methods of contra&ting them, 
were made the chief Subjeét of Complaint and 
Cenfure ; fince no greater Crime can be impu- 
tedto any Miniftry than a corrupt Management, 
or Profufion of the Publick Treafure. In order 
therefore to anfwer your Enquiry, and to fet 
this Matter in a true Light, | will examine the 
leveral Articles that make up this great Debt ; 
fetting forth, at the fame time the extraordinary 
Expences which have been made, and the particus 
lar Services which have been perform’d. By this 
View of the whole, you will beable to judge how 
fir thole Expences and Services were occafioned 
by ibfi lute Net effity, ana the & ca of the Publick 
oF requir’d by the Authority of Pa liament, and 
conleguently how far the late Adminifiration can 
be juftify’d. ; 
You know, Sir, the Debt of the Nation confilts 
of feveral Parts: Bur becaule Thar of the Navy 
amounts to the greateft Sum, and is fuppoled to 
have chiefly affeéted the Credit, I will firft pre- 
fent you with a State of that Article, and fubmit 
it to your impartial Confideration. And | pro- 
mife you that nothing fhall be mention’d im this 
plain Account, that is not grounded upon Mat- 
ters of Faét,or upon authentick Certificates, called 
for by the Houle of Commons for their Informatt- 
n, and laid before them by the proper Omer. 
u 
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Uy Bot before T enter upon the particular Exami 


nation of this Debt, as it now ftands, I beg leave 
to offer fome general Confiderations for the better 
explaining this Affair : And thefe jhall relate 
chiefly to the Afanner in which the Parliament 
grants Money for that Service, and to the feveral 
Heads of Expence that have occafion’d the increafe 
of this Debr. 

Firlt, It is very well known, that in the Com- 
mittee of Supply, the Method of giving Money 
for the ufe of the Navy is different from the man- 
ner of providing for the Land-Service. In the 
Jatter Cafe exaét Eftimates of the whole Expence 
are given intothe Parliament, according to thole 
Eftimates the refpective Suis are gramed ; and 
purfuant to them Eftablifhments are made, regu- 
lating the whole Expence of the Army,and fubject 
to no Alteration or Enlargement. But the Annual 
Provifion for the Navy is made by granting a Ge- 
neral Sum, not adjufted or limited by any parti- 
cular Eftimate, but by Computation. For 1: 
fiance, It is fuppofed that Four Pounds a Month 
for every Man will anfwer all the Expences upou 
the feveral Heads, except what is call’d the Ordi- 
nary of the Navy: And the Money given ismore 
properly to be underftood in the Nature of a Sum 
granted upon Account, than as a Sum fix'd and lr 
mited, which is not in any Inftance to be exceed 
ed. For though what is Annually given fhould be 
the the Rule and Meafure of that Year's Ex- 
pence, as far as it can poffibly be compl a with 5 
yet it will appear, upon Confideration, utter'y 
impracticable to make the Expence exaétly anfwet 
to the Provifion made by Parliament. . 

The Sums granted for the Navy, during this 
War, have not been every Year the fame, though 
the Difference has not been great; But in order 
to ftate the Method of computing the Annual 
Charge, it will be neceflary to fix upon one cer- 
tain Sum: And what has moft frequently been 
granted, is, To ALili n Two Hundred Thoufana 
Pounds, for maintaining Forty Thoufand Men in- 
ploy’d in the Sea-Service, including Eight Thou- 


fand Marines. This Provifion 3s made at the ” 
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f Four Pounds a Month for every Man: And ad 
the Proportions luppos'd to be allotted to each 
particular Head of | Xpence, are by Computation 
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By the Nature of thefe Services, it appears im- 
pollible, at firft fight, to fix and afcertain the ex 
act Expence upon any Head except that of Wa- 
8: kor how can it be forefeen that rhe Lofs or 
Jamage of Ships by Storms, or by the Enemy, 
fhall be juft fo much in one Year, and no more, 
and that to rebuild or repair them fhall not ex- 
ceed the Sum given ? This laft Article of Expence 
can never be fix’d, unlefs it were in the Power of 
the Parliament to fet the Price upon all Naval 
Stores, and even to lower it asthe Demand fhould 
be greater. And the fame thing is to be oblerved 
upon all kinds of Viétualling and Neceflaries for 
the Ordnance. For this reafon the Provifion 1s 
made in Parliament by Computation, and not by 
Eftimate , becaufe the Charge and Expence is fup- 
pofed to be uncertain: Butit is ftill to be regulated 
by agood and frugal Management, and to be kept 
within Bounds as much as is poffible. And there- 
fore it muft be agreed on all Hands, that if no 
more than Forty Thoufand Men had been em- 
ploy’d on Board the Fleet during the whole Courle 
of this War: And if no extraorcinary Services 
had been perform’d, which were not included in 
the Eftintates of the Navy, and for whichno other 
Provifions were made; the Perfons, who diave had 
the Care of the Navy, had been guilty of great 
Mifmanagement, in fuffering the Debt to run . 
o 
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Va fo great a height, and they had juftly deferved the 


fevere{t Cenfure. 

And this brings me to confider, in the fecond 
Place, the feveral Heads of Expence that have oc- 
cafion’d the Increafe of this Debt. 

Firft, it muft be confefs'd that more than Forty 
Thoufand Men have been Annually employ'd on 
Board the Fleet for nine Years laft paft. The Per- 
fons moft converfant in thefe Affairs are of Opi- 
nion, that we have maintain’d in that Service near 
Three Thoufand Mena Year above the Forty 
Thoufand ; computing at a Medium of al) the 
Years : And the Charge of thofe Three Thouland 
Men extraordinary muft needs have amounted in 
nine Years to a very great Sum, 

Secondly, We ought to confider the Nature and 
ExtenlivenelS of this War: The great Fleets that 
have been fent into the Mediterranean, and kept 
abroad the whole Year : The Wear and Tear that 
a Winter Campaign mult occafion, beyond what 
is fuffer’d in the Summer Seafon only: The Ex- 
pence of all Naval Stores for refitting and viétu- 
alling our Ships in the foreign Ports of Portugal, 
Spain and Italy. Thefe and many more Reatons 
might be given, to fhew that the Computation of 
Four Pounds a Month for every Man, which was 
taken and fetrled from the Praétice and Experience 
of former Wars, is by no means a full and ade- 
quate Provifion for the Services perform’d jn this. 
Efpecially if we refle& that it was impoflible to 
profecute the War in Spain with fo much Vigour 
as the Nation and the Parliament requir’d, with 
out keeping a conftant Superiority in the Afear 
revranean. 

Thefe general Obfervations heing made, | will 
now proceed to lay the Faéts before you. 

The Debt of the Navy now to be accounted for, 
is the Debt as it ftood at Asichaelmas 171°: 
Which by the Committee of the Houfe of Con 
mons, appointed to ftate and examine the Publick 
Debts, ‘was reported to be Five Millions One Hun- 
dred and Thirty Thoufand Five Hundred Thirty 
Nine Pounds, Five Shillines and Five Pence, & 
clufive of the Regifter-Office. But — your 
nquiry 
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Inquiry has refpeét only to the late Afinifters, and Vanes 


you defire chiefly to be inform’d how far they are 
anfwerable or blameable for this Debt, it will be 
reafonable to deduét from this great Sum, what 
was due andincurr’d before their Adminftration. 
It is well Known that the Debt of the Navy is made 
up and flated but once in every Year, which is 


. always done at Afichaelmas 5 and that the preateit 


Part of the Money granted for the Service of each 
Year, is generally iffued and expended about the 
middle of it. For this reafon, {ince the late Lord 
Trealurer, who is blam’d for this great Debt, 
enter’d upon his Office about the middle of the 
Year 1702, by which time moft of the Mo- 
ney given for that Year’s Service had been 
ilued, wemuft, in Juftice to his Lordihip, begin 
this Account from Afichaelmas 1703, which was 
the firft time that the Debt was ftated after he 
had the Care and Management of the Revenue. 

The Debt then of the Navy at Atichaelmas 
1702, asit was given into the Houfe of Commons 
by the Commifiioners of the Navy, was Ove Adil- 
lion Eight Hundred Forty Nine Thoufand Four Hun. 
dred and Six Pounds,Five Shillings and Eight Pence: 
But then we fhould dedu& the Debt of the Regi- 
fter Office as it then ftood, which was One Hnu- 
dred Twenty Six Thoufand Seven Hundred Twen- 
ty Seven Pounds, and that brings the former Sum 
to One Million Seven Hundred ‘Iwenty Two Thou- 
i ind Six Hundred Seventy Nine Pounds, Five Shil- 
lings and Eight Pence which being incurr'd be- 
fore he was imploy’d, ought juftly to be deducted 
from the grof$ Debt. 

In the next place we fhould confider, how much 
has beeniffu’d fhort to the Navy of the Two Mil- 
lion Two Hundred Thouland Pounds, which I have 
faid was near the Sum Anually voted for that Ser- 
vice: And we fhould alfo examine how fuch De- 
ficiencies did arife. and how far it was neceffary 
or prudentto letthem fall upon the Navy. 

Firft, It muft be obferv’d, that whatever 1s vo- 
ted more in the Committee of Supply, than is 
afterwards rais’d in the Committee of Ways and 
Means. or whatever is receiv’d lefS in the Exche- 
quer 
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roam quer than the Sum at which the Grants are effi. 


mated in Parliament, proves a Deficiency that 
muft fall upon fome part of the Publick Services 
intended thereby to be provided for. And I mug 
inform you, that an Authentick Account of the 
Sums that have been voted, addrefs'd for, or enatted 
Since her Majefty’s Reign, with the Grants for an- 
fwering the fame, and the Deficiencies thereupon, 
has been deliver’d into the Houfe of Commons: 
By which Account’ it appears, that after the De- 
duétions of fuch Sums, as were made good by 
fubfequent Parliaments, the real Deficiency of the 
Funds in nine Years did amount to One Afillion 
Eight Hundred and Sixty N ue Thoufand One Hun- 
dred Eighty One Pounds: And that One Million 
Four Hundred and Eleven Thoufand aad One Pounds, 
Nine Shillings and Nine Pence Halfpenny, did fall 
upon the Navy. And it mutt be allow’d by all 
Perfons that this Sum is to be deducted out of the 
Debt of the Navy, becau(eif it had been duly fup- 
plied, the Debt would have been really fo much 
lefs. 

Secondly, It muft be confider’d how far it was 
prudent or neceffary to let fo great a Proportion 
of the whole Deficiencies be plac’d upon the fingle 
Headof the Navy. And here I cannot but enter 
fo far into the Juitification of the late Minittry, 
to confefsto you freely, that in my humble Op 
nion, thofe Deficiencies could have fallen no where 
elfe fo well. You need not be told, that far the 
greateft part of the other Publick Services admit 
of no Credit at all: Nor could any other Credit of 
any kind have been had at fo eafy Termsas in the 
Navy, or have fo little affeéted the Publick. It 
is needlef§ to fay thar theArmy can give no Credit, 
and after the happy Effe€ts we have feen of an 
Army daly paid, every Body muft approve that 
part of the Management, who does not repine at 
the conftant Succeffes, which we mutt all allow 
were obtaii’d under the late Miniftry The Sea- 
men, who have Victuals and all things neceflary 
lupply’d for them on Board, can bear to wait fome 
time for their Wages ; but the Soldiers can never 
want their fubfiftance. The Pay alfo of the Fo 
reigu 
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reign Troops in Her Majefty’s Service muft be VARY 


pundtually anfwered, and the Subfidies to Confe- 
derate Princes mult be duly remitted, or the 
whole Alliance had been diffolv’d. Bulls of Ex- 
change mult be exaétly comply'd with, or there 
would have been an End of Foreign Credit. And 
even at Home the Guards and Garrifons muft have 
their Pay, or the Country would foon have felt 
the Effects of Free Quarter. It was therefore im- 
poflible that thefe neceflary, immediate and. una- 
voidabie Services could bear any part of the Defi- 
ciencies. And if deficient Talleys had been ftruck 
and iffued for them, the Difcount upon thofe 
Talleys, and confequently the Lofs to the Publick, 
would have been much greater than was known 
in the firft nine Years of this War. At the fame 
time it muft be admitted further, in juftification 
of the late Minifters, that the placing thefe Deft- 
ciencies chiefly upon the Navy, affeéted very lit- 
tle the Credit for many Years : Large Sums were 
conflantly advanc’d, and almoit fore’d upon the 
Government 4t five or fix per Cent. at the highett : 
The Navy Bills carry'd but fix per Cent. Intereft 5 
and as long as the Courfe of the Navy was held 
to be facred, and no new Diftinétions were flarted 
between National and Parliamentary Credit, the 
Difcount upon thofe Bills was only in proportion 
to the RemotenefS and Diftance of their Courle 
of Payment, And I muft here obferve one thing 
more in Juftice to the late Miniftry, That if any 
Man will take the Pains to trace the Difcount 
upon Navy Bills, from the beginning of this Wat 
to November 1709, the time when that infamous 
Sermon was preach’d at St. Pauls, he will find 
that the Difcount upon Navy Bills was never till 
then fo high by ten per Cent. as it is now, when 
we are told that the Credit is reftor'd, and that 
effe€tual Provifion is made for paying the Debts of 
the Nation. = 

I muft needs therefore own to you my Opinion 
upon this Head, That fince there was a real Det- 
ciency in the Parliamentary Grants, which mufl 
fall fomewhere, the late Minifters fhew’d good 
Management in placing it upon the Navy, W “ 
I 
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wnyn— it leaft affeted the Publick Credit, as 1 have al- 


ready prov'd. This makes the Deduétion above 
mention’d, of One Afillion Four Hundred and 
Eleven Tho: fand and One Pounds. Nineteen Shillings 
and Nine Pence Haifpewny, to be juit and reafon- 
able, 

This, with the Sum before deduéted, reduces 
the Debt to One Afillion Nine Hundred Ninety Six 
Thoufand Eight Hundred Fifty Seven Pounds, Nine 
teen Shillings and Eleven Pence Halfpenny. 

The Sum lait meution’d is properly the Debt 
that was incurr’d by the late Muniitry : And | 
will now goon to fhew you how much of that 
Debt was occafioned by extraordinary Expences 
or Services, for which no Provilion was made; 
but which were underf{tood by every Heule of 
Commons to be abfolutely neceflary , and mott of 
them were direéted by fome Addreis or A& of 
Parliament. 

The firft Inftance that I fhall give you of a cer- 
tain and known Expence, for which no Provifion 
was granted, isthe Jntereft that has been paid upon 
Navy Bills. And though this was very low for 
fome time, asl obferved before, yet it has in nine 
Years amounted to the Sum of Tivo Hundred and 
Forty Tivo Thoufand Tivo Hundred Sixty Five 
Pounds, and Vivelve Shillings : The like Intereft 
has been paid upon Viétualling Bills for the fame 
time, amounting in the whole to the Sum of Tivo 
Hundred and Nine Thoufand Two Huidred Thirty 
Nine Pounds, Twelve Shillings amd Six Pence: 
Thefe Interefts have been conftantly paid, together 
with the Bills, and were known all the while to be 
paid out of the Money granted Annually for the 
current Service of the Navy: But no Provilion 
was ever made to anfwer this additional and grow- 
ing Charge. 

Some Expences have alfo been made by the Au- 
thority of A&s of Parliament, though no parti- 
cular Provifion was given for them: And of thefe 
we muft not difpute the Neceflity, though they 
happen to be Exceedings of the Parliamentar 
Grants. Of this kind are firft the Rewards an 
Premiums mention’d in an Aét, 3 C 4 Ants 

or 
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for encouraging» the Importation of Naval Stores,t_~\/ 
from seule; and direéted to be paid by the —s 
Commiffioners of the Navy tn particular Bifs 

made out, and to-be paid in Courfe. This has 

coft the Publick Eighteen Thoufand Pounds, Six- 

teen Shillings and Six Pence. 

Secondly, a Bounty to the Officers and Seamen 
of the Fleet, of Frve Pounds a Head for all French 
Prifoners, given by an Act 6 Anne, 

This was likewife charg’d on the Coarfe of 
the Navy, and has amounted to the sum of Thirty 
four —— one hundred fiftyfive Pounds. 

Thirdly, Av Encouragement for railing Sea- 
men inthe Year 1706, granted by an Aét 4 & 5 
Anne. 

Purfuant to which there has been expended the 
Sum of Four thoufand feven hundred twenty nine 
Pounds, ten Shillings and Five Pence. 

Other Expences have been occafion’d by Ad- 
drefles of the Houfe of Commons, and it mutt 
alfo be allow’d that thefe were neceffary and una- 
voidable. 

On the Firft of December 1703, the Houle of 
Commons addrefs'd her Majefty, That fhe 
would pleafé to give Orders for recruiting the 
Ships loft in the great Storm: And on the 3d of 
November following, an Account of the extraor- 
dinary Expence upon that Head was prefented to 
the Houfe, amounting to the Sum of One hundred 
thirty four theufand two hundred and thirty two 
Pounds. 

On the fame Day another Addrefs was made, 
That Her Majefty would be Gracioufly pleafed to 
beftow fome Charity upon Widows and Relations 
of the Officers and Seamen who perith’d in the 
Storm : Which wasaccordingly direéted, and a- 
mounted to the Sum of Fifreen seniens one fun 
dred fifty eight Pounds and eleven Pence. 

On Ke a of November, 1704, an Addrefs was 
made to the Queen, that the would be pleas’d to 
give fome particular.Bounty and Rewards to the 

fficers and Seamenof the Fleet ander the Com- 
mand of Sir George Rooke, for their good Services 
againft the French in the Adediterranean: And 
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Uy™ that Bounty coft the Nation the Sum of Thirty 
thoufand feven hunared feventy fev-n Pounds, thir. 
teen Shillings and five Pence. Though thele Ex- 
pences were made in purfuance of i Addrefles 
of Parliament, yet no Provifion was ever granted 
for them, 

There were fome other Expences, for which no 
Money was given by Parliament: And yer they . 
muft be confefsd to have been neceffary Con- 
fequences of the other Parts of the Service. 

The One hundred and twenty thoufand Pounds, 
prented Annualfy for the Ordinary of the Navy, 
vas never anfwer'd the ftanding Charge upon this 
Head, which has exceeded that Sum by at leaft 
Twenty, and fometimes Thirty thoufand Pounds a 
Year; as appears by Accounts that have been eve- 
ry Year laid before the Parliament. And here it 
is very oblervable, that though this be the only 
Eftimate that és given in of any part of the Navy 
Expence, yet the Parliament never made a full 
Provifion for it; whichis a new Inftance that the 
Navy Money is to be underftood, as I faid before, 
only in the nature of a Sum given upon Account. 


And this is ftill more evident, when we conlider 

that in the Year 17>4, no Sum at all was given 

for the Ordinary of the Navy; yet it could not 

be luppos'd that nothing was to be expended 
i 


upon that Head, unlefS the Admiralty and Na: 
vy Offices, with every Branch of them, were to 
fiand ftill for one Year, or the Officers were all 
to ferve withont Salaries. Upon this Head there 
fore, it muft be confefs’d moft reafonable to make 
the ufual Allowance of one Year, which is One 
hundred and twenty thoufand Pounds. And though 
the other Exceedings have been Annually fo high 
as I juft now mentioned, yet becatife | will i 
every Article keep within due Compas, I will 
compute them but at the rate of Fourteen thoufand 
Pounds per Annum, which in nine Years amounts 
to the Sam of Ove hundred and rwenty fix thoufand 
Pounds. 

In the Years 1 702, 1703 and 1 TOL, no Provili- 
on was made for the Tranfport Service ; but when 
fuch large Sums had been granted for — ces 
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3§ 
ferving abroad, it was doubtlefS a necefjary Canfe-\oy~e 


guence that the Men, Arms and Horfes ihould be 
tranfparted, though the Parliament had given no 
Money to that ule, For this Service therefore, 
in thole three Years there was iffued out of the 
Navy Money, Eighty four thoufand five hundred 
and fifteen Pounds, twelve Shillngs and eight 
Pence. 

The extraordinary Charge of the Marine Re- 
giments ferving on Board the Fleet, is likewife 
an Expence of the fame nature. Every Body 
knows, that thofe Eight thoufand Men are inclu- 
ded in the Forty thoufand for which the Annual 
Provifion is made in Parliament ; and confequent- 
ly their Pay is fuppos’d but equal to the Wages o f 
fo many ordivary Seamen. Butitisas well known 
that the Marines are officer’d and form’d into 
Companies, and are upon the fame foot of Ex- 

ence as all other Regiments. And there has 
Oe iffu’d out of the Navy Money, fince this 
Reign, the Sum of Nine hundred and rrelve theu- 
jm tro hundred and eight Pounds, fourteen Shil- 
lings and eleven Pence for the paying thele Regi- 
ments. But their Wages as ordinary Seamen, 
fuppofing they had been bight thoufand Men com- 
pleat for eight Years paft, which is about the 
time they were firft rais’d, would have amuunted 
to but Seven hundred and ninety two thaufand five 
hundred thirty three Pounds, fix Shillings and eight 
Pence. So that the extraordinary Expence in this 
Particular, has been, One hundred and nineteew 
thoufand fix hundred fiventy five Pounds, eight 
Shillings and three Pence. This is another Proot 
of what I haye fo often mentiou'’d, That Parlia- 
mentary Provifion is by no means fuppos'd to be 
equal to the Expence upon each Head. 

The Charge of the Office of Sick and Wounded 
Seamen, and for maintaining Prifonersof War, 
may be alfo reckon’d very jultly a meceffary Expense 
of the fame kind. This Charge bas been all along 
born by the Navy, three Fifths of it out of Wa- 
ges, and two Fifths out of the Victualling Ma- 
ney. But when it isconfider’d, that more than 
Forty thoufand Men have been employ’d in this 
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Uv™ Service, and thst all the Species of Vidtualling-have 


been at high Rates, with an Intereft and Difcount 
upon the Bills, I muft leave you to judge, whether 
thefe Heads could poffibly bear this extraordinary 
Expence, for which no other Provifion was made. 
And there has been iffued for this Service the Sum 
of One hundred thoufand two hundred twenty eight 
Pounds, fourteen Shillings and fix Pence. 

There has been another extraordinary Charge 
upon the Vittualling of abfolute Neceflity, and 
peculiar to this War, which is the Hire of Mer- 
chant-fhips to carry out Vidtuals and all other Ne- 
ceflaries for fupply of the Men of War m_ the 
Mediterranean, in Portugal, aad in the Weft In- 
dies. It was impoflible for many of the Ships to 
receive or ftow Provifions fufficient forthe time 
that they have been kept abroad: Nor could feve- 
ral Species of the Viétualling be preferv'd fo long 
good and wholfome. This Article of Freights an 
Demurrages to Merchant-fhips has amounted in 
this War tothe Sum of Que hundred and forty five 
thoufand five hundred ninety eight Pounds, fever 
reen Shillings and three Pence Farthing. 

[ will trouble you but with one Article more 
I mean that of furnifhing Provifions for Land 
Forces fent to Spain and Portugal, and for the 
Garrifon of Gibraltar, And fince fo much ftrets 
kas been laid uponit, I beg leave to give ita pat- 
ticular Confideration, 

Every Body allows, that all Vidtuals neceflary 
for the Land-Forces fent abroad, mutt be furnifh’d 
at the Expence of the Government, and that no 
Money is granted by Parliament for this Ufe. But 
then it is objeéted, that no part of this Charge 
has been re-affign’d te the Viitualling, nor any De- 
duttions made trom the Pay of thofe Forces, to re- 
imburfe.the Publick. Now | confefs, Sir, it does 
not appear to me out of what Money thofe Re- 
aflignments fhould have been made, when none 
was granted for that ufe, without a greater Mi 
application than that which is complain’d of. It 
remains therefore only to be conbde’a, how far 
it was advifeable to have made thofe Deduétions 
from the Soldiers ; and how far all the aw 
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that could have been deduéted from them, —\—~# 


would have made good the Expence of the Pub- 
lick. 

For the firft, I have been frequently inform’d, 
that it was a Matter duly weigh'd by the pro- 
per Officers 5 and that they always thought it 
expedient to continue to the Men their Pay, 
which became due whilft they were on Board, 
And to deal plainly with you, Sir, I cannot 
help being of the fame Opinion my felf. For 
it had been too great a Difcouragement to thofe 
Regiments, whofe hard Fate had allotted to them 
the Service of Spain and Portugal, if, upon their 
Imbarkation a ftoppage had been put to their 
Pay, which was their only Comfort and Retief 
under the Apprehenfion ofa fevere and hazardous 
Expedition. The great and endle(S Delertions 
which have ftill been the confequence of al! Or- 
ders of Imbarkation for thofe Countries, were 
fuficient Warnings to the Government, not to 
add any new Hardfhips to that Service. For the 
Men, efpecially thofe who were new rais’d, were 
infuch fear of the long and dangerous Voyage of 
the unavoidable SicknelS occafion’d by clole ttow- 
age on Board, of the lamentable Mortality which 
they had reafon to dread upon their firft landing 
in a new Climate, and being expos’d to the fharpe 
Colds of a Camp, from the intollerable Heats of 
crowded Tranfports, that I have often heard it 
was difficult for the Officers with their utmoft 
Care, to get on Board two thirds of a Regiment. 
What then muft have been the confequence, if 
they had known at the fame time, that they 
were to receive no Pay all the whi'e they uns 
derwent thefe Hardfhips and Dangers at Séa : 
Efpecially confidering that the Marines on Board 
the fame Fleets, and order’d for the fame Service, 
had not only the whole Allowance of Vittuals, 
whilft the Land-Forces were kept at fhort Allow- 
ance, which is fix Men to four Mens Meat, but 
were entituled likewife to receive their full Pay 
and Subfiftance. Such different Ulage iu the fame 
Body of Men would have created fo much Dil- 
order, Mutiny and Defertion, that it would have 
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wey been impoffible to carry on the War in Spain: 


So that, upon the whole matter, 1 fhould rather 
have thought it reafonable, to have given fome 
further Encouragement to thefe poor Men, than 
to have made thofe Deduttions from them 4 which 
arifing to a fmall Sum, whilft they were on Board, 
gave them new Life and Spirit upon their Landing, 
and enabled them to buy frefh Peovilicns, and o- 
ther neceflary Supports. 

In the next place it muft be own’d, that thefe 
Deduétions would have avail’d very little towards 
making good the Expence of the Publick. The 
ufual Stoppages were firft to be made, Teuts, 
Kettles, and all the Field and Camp Fquipage, 
were to be provided; and thefe the Men were 
now oblig’d to buy for themfelves out of their 
ae whereas, in the praétice of the Army, 
a Fund is rais’d for anlwering thefe Expences, by 
what is ujually call’d the Winter-Stoppayes ; thats, 
by ftopping fo much out of every Man’s Pay, 
whilft the Regiments are in Winter Quarters, 
or in Garrifon, as is fufficient for this purpofe. 
And whenever it has happen’d, that any Regiment 
order’d to Flanders, has been oblig’d to rake the 
Field without going into Garrifon, the Charge 
of the Camp-Neceligties has been always born by 
the Publick, and made good to the Regiment by 
Contingent-Warrants But this has been con 
{tantly faved to the Publick in the Regiments fent 
to Spain: And if an exaé& account could be had 
of the whole Charge upon this Head there, where 
no Winter stoppage could be made, it would be 
found that all the Deduétions that could have 
been taken from the Men during their Paflage, 
would have exceeded very little 
buying their Field-Equipages. 

atif, notwithitanding what has been fiid,it be 
admitted, that Deduétions fhould have been made, 
let us then confider, what would have been the 
Amount of the whole and how much would have 
been faved to the Publick. The Sum of Six bur 
dred and fix thoufand eight hundred and fix Pounds, 
Jeven Shillings and feven Pence, which is the whole 
of this extraordinary Charge, is not an Account

Computation of the Charge, as the Commi{lioners 
of the Viétualling have ftated it; reckoning at the 
rate of ten Pence or twelve Pence a day for every 
Man, aud taking in the whole Lofs by Diicount 
of the Bills, the high Price of all Provifions, tht 
Freight for carrying them oat, and all other 
incident Charges. Let nus now fee how much 
the Soldiers could have paid towards this ten 
Pence or twelve Pencea Day. The Subliftance of 
a private Man is but five Pence a Day, after the 
Deduétion of Off Reckonings, and the weekly 
Stoppage for {mall Accoutrements, authoriz’d by 
A& of Parliamerf : So that if the whole hid been 
ftopp’d, it had not anfwer'd half the Expence. 
But it is very well known, that the Land-Forces 
were always kept at S/ort-Allowance, whilit they 
were on Board, and by the fame Rule, that the 
seamen, when at fhort Allowance, réceive what 
is call’d Short-Allowance- Money, inftead of the 
whole Vidtualling, the Land-Forces always re- 
ceiv’d, whilft they were on Board, two Pence a 
Day for every Man out of their Subfiflance, to 
buy Brandy and Tobacco, and fuch other Retrefh- 
ments as were neceflary to fupport them at Shert- 
Akowance. This reduces the Subfiftance ofa Man 
to three Pence a Day; which computing the 
Charge at a Medium, between sen Pence and 
twelve Pence a Day, would have anfwer’d little 
more than a Fourth, not neat a Third of the Ex- 
pence. And therefore, if all had been done that 
is pretended to have been neceflary, near Four 
_ hundred and fifty thoufand Pounds had remain’d 

asa part of the Debt unavoidably incurr’d, and 
for which there had been no reafon to blame 
the late Adminiftration. And when the other 
part is thorowly weigh’d, I believe you will 
think, as I do, that it would have been extream 
hard to pinch fo many brave Men, who every 
Day ventur’d their Lives for their Country, 
to fave only Twenty or Thirty Thoufand Pounds 


a Year. 
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The fame Reafoning will in great meafure hold 
for the Provifions furnifh’d to the Garrifon at 
Gibraltar, where the Men are likewife kept at 
Short- Allowance, Nothing can there be got for 


Money from the Country; and all fach Provifi. Paid 
ons and Refrefhments as are brought into the it 
Town by fimall Boats, are twice as dear as in rs 
other Places. The Price alfo of Shoes, Stockings, 3 
and all fimall Accoutrements, is fo very high, Pai 
that Tirelve Pence a Week there, will not go n 
fo far as the uiual Stoppage of Six Pence a Week f 
does here. And as this Particular has almoft t 
every Year been enquir’d into, it has ftill been For 
found expedient and neceffary continue to the Men 
their Pay.

fwaded you will be much furprifed to fee the ex 
traordinary Services and Expencés come fo near 
to the Debt that has been incurt’d ; efpecially if 
you confider that in this Account no Allowance 
is crav'd for the high Rates upon all kinds of Na- 
val Stores and Viétuals, which have been occali- 
on’d by the Difcount upon the Bills, nor for the 
Number of Men that have exceeded Forty Thou- 
fand , becaufe I was refolv’d not to infert any 
thing that depended fo entirely upon Calculation, 
as to admit any Doubt or Uncertainty. If bya 
moderate Coniputation there had been an Al 
lowance made upon thofe Heads, the extraordi- 
nary Expences would have exceeded the Debt to 
be accounted for. But then it mnft have been re- 
m-mber’d, that at the beginning of the War the 
Fleot was ina much better Condition than it can 
pollibly be in at this time: And the Magazittes 
were fall of all manner of Stores, which are now 
exhaufted. And how much it will coft to put 
the Fleet into the fame Condition again, and to 
replenifh the Magazines, cannot be computed till 
the War is ended, and their Condition can be 
known , but it muft be admitted that this has 
been an Eafe to the Service, and has prevented the 
further Increafe of the Debt: 

I moft likewife obferve, that there have been 
no Appropriations in this War of any particular 
Sums to any particular Services 3 but one general 
Claufe only, appropriating the Sums granted éach 
Year to the Service of that Year 3 in which a la 
titude was always given of applying the Money 
granted for the Navy, as well to Services already 
perform'd, as to be perform’d, whichis a faffic 
ent Authority for the Methods praétis’d there. 
And thougha great deal of Induftry has been usd 
to periwade the World that an undue Preference 
and Partiality has been fhewn to the Service im 
Flanders, and that all other Services were poft-

not any one Article in which the Navy- Money 
wasapply’d to that Uie. Nor have the Enemies 
of the late Minifters pretended to givean Iniiance 
where that Service ever receivd out of the Publick 
Money, more than its due Proportion, granted by 
Parliament. ie 

| muft make one Obiervation more to you, 
That asthe Debt of the Navy has Annually in- 
creasd, an Annual Account of it has been laid be- 
fore the Houle of Commons, who were conftantly 
inforni'd how far the Provition nade for the pre- 
ceding Year had fallen fhort of an{wering the Ex- 
pence. But being fenfible that the more prefling 
Supplies were as much as could well be rais’d with- 
inthe Year, they ftill thought it more advifeable 
to leave the extraordivary Charges as a growing 
Debt, than to increafe the prefent Burden upon 
the People by enlarging the ufual Provifion for 
the Navy. And in the Parliament before the laft, 
a particular State and Account of the Navy-Debr 
being cali’d for, tle late Minifters were fo far 
from being blam’d upon this Subjeét, that‘after a 
full Confideration and long Debate about the 
Caules and Methods of contraéting that Debt, 
the Houfé came toa Refolution in their favour, 
and went as far in approving their Conduét and 
Management, as any fubfequent Parliament has 
gone in cenfuring them. And when the Juftice 
of two differing Parliaments comes to be the 
Queftion, I will not take upon me to determine 
between them; but will only make this fhort

Was long fince inform’d, That in many parts 

of the Country, our People were taught to 
think they had been plunder’d of Tharty five 
Afillions. \ beliew’d for fome time, it was need- 
leis to difprove this Report, which I thought was 
' uulikely 
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fame Rumour continues, I have at length refoly'd 
toenquire into theGrounds and Reafons of it. 
Yet before I enter ages this Examination, I can- 
not help declaring how much I am furpriz’d, 
That {uch wild Reports fhould find credit in the 
Kingdom. Iam fenfible, the Printing the Votes 
has beets now fo long in ule, thar the People do 
not only claim, as their Right and Privilege, to 
have a daily Account of the Proceedings of the 
Houle of Commons; but they think they are 
competent Judges of whatever is tranfaéted by 
their Reprefentatives. And they conceive them- 
felves {ufficiently entituled to debate and reafon, 
to cenfure or approve all Things and Perfons that 
at any time come before the Parliament. I am 
alfo fenfible, that he who has but read the Votes, 
takes upon him te determine as peremptorily as if 
he were fully inform’d not only of the Faéts, but 
of all the Reafons and Motives that induc’d the 
Houle to come to fuch Refolutions. Nor am I 
ignorant what ftrange Conclufions are often drawn 
from hence, and what grofs Mittakes pals upon 
the World. This muft needs be evident to every 
Man that hears the common Notions and Opint- 
ons which we find are generally receiv'd; and 
which would appear to us moft unaccountable, if 
we were not determin’d wilfully or ignorantly to 
e(poufe and maintain whatever is thought necefla- 
ry for the fupport of a Party.

Firft then it is obfervable, That a time is eX 
prefs'd when the Accompts in quefti'n did detet- 
mine, which wasat Chrifimas i710. And tho 
no Accomptant is oblig’d by the Courfe of t 
Exchequer to render Fis Accompt ander fifteen 
Months, nor fome under eighteen, yet this Vot® 
takes in all Accompts to the firft meeting 
Committee. Rut there is no mention made from 
what period of time they did commence ; which 
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the Houle of Commons would not have omitted, Wapwy 


ifthey could have fuppos’d that fo unreafonable 
a Conftruétion would have been made of their 
Vote, as to charge the whole upon the late Mi- 
niftry. To have been particular in every refpeét, 
was too much for the compa{s of a Vote. We 
muft therefore upon this occafion have recourf 
to the Report above mention’d ; and there we 
fhall find; that Lord Falkland’s Accompt begin in 
December 1 682, and ends in Afarch 1638-9* Lord 
Ranelaugh, ’tis very well known, was Pay matter

Agd it is in the Power of every Accomptant fo 
far to Render an Account of what Money has 
been iffued to him, as to prepare and lay his Ac- 
compts before the Auditors in a reafonable time; 
though from the Nature of fome Services ’tis ut- 
terly impoflible to do it within the time limited 
and requir’d by the Courfe of the Exchequer: 
And when Accompts are thus Render’d, and 
Vouchers for every particular Sum deliver’d to 
the Auditor, without which Accompts cannot 
properly be faid to be laid before him ; the Pub- 
lick is ina great Meafure fecur’d by feeing and 
knowing the Diftribution and Expence of every 
particular Sum, though the Accompts are not 
attually pafs'd 5 which then feems chiefly neceflary 
for the Intereft and Security of the Accomptant. 
Bat though he be fenfible of this, and defirous to 
Pafs his Accompts, yet it is not always in his 
Power to get over the Difficulties and Delays 
which he meets with for want of Form only, the 
common Courfe and Praétice of Payments in {eve 
ral Offices being inconfiftent with the Rules and 
Methods eftablith’d in the Exchequer for Paffing 
Accompts. Several Inftances of this 1 fhall give 
you ~ I conclude, but what I have faid is at 
sreient fufficient to make good the Diftinétion 

tween Paffing and Rendring Accompts. And this 
Diftin&iion tke Houfe of Commons had very 
clearly intheir View, when they faid, Fur a Great 
Part whereof no Accompts has been laid before the 
Auditors, by which they manifeftly fix the blame 
upon Accompts not being Render’d, or, which 1s 
the famething, wot laid before the Auditors. 

I come therefore now to confider how much 
of the Thirty five Millions has not, in this fenle, 
been accounted for.. And though ’tis faid in the 
Country, that the Whole is un accounted for, ‘ts 
almoit ridiculous to endeavour to difprove that, 
unlefs one could fuppofe that 2 Great Part can be 
by any Body underftood to mean the Whole. But 
how much this Great Parr, for which nu Account 
has been Render'd, amounts to, may eafily be -_ 
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by any Perfon that will give himfelf the trouble PAA 


to look into the Report - where he will fee that 
the Commiitee from Certificates of the Auditors 
of the Imprefts have ftated the Accompts of the 
feveral Accomptants therein mention’d under the 
Heads of Charge, Difcharge, and Remains to be ac- 
counted for. The Charge contains the whole 
Charge of all Moneys receiy’d by the Accomp- 
tants out of theExchequer or otherwife: The Dif 
charge,as well Accompts that lay before the Auditors, 
as Accompts atluaky pafs'd + and a Ballance is then 
ftated at the foot of each Accompts which Bal- 
Jances being added all together, amount to but 
Seven Millions five hundred fifty feven thoufand five 
hundred and thirteen Pounds, .wo Shillings ana 
exht Pence, 

What then can be more unaccountable than the 
common Error which People have entertain’d of 
his Matter ? The Houfe of Commons has been 
careful to fet itin a true Light, by publifhing the 
particular State of the Whole, and fetting down 
in exprefs Words, how much under each Head 
remains to be accounted for 5 which wanted no skill 
but common Addition for any Man to be inform’d 
of: And yet the Country is amus’d and impos'd 
upon, bya groundlefs Noile of Thirty five Villt- 
ons not accounted for, in direét Contradiétion toa 
Report publifh’d by Order and Authority of the 
Houle of Commans. 

By what I have now fhewn, it appears, | That 
of the Thirty five Millions, &c. there ought no 
lels to be ftruck off, than Twenty feven M.uilons, 


feven hundred forty four thoufand five hundred nine-

ty four Pounds, fixteen Shillings and a Penny 5 
already reduces that immenfe Sum to feve 
tions and a half, &c. asis before-mention’d. 
laft Sum is all that remains to be accounted for, I 
mean, all for which ne Accompt has been ref- 
der'dat Chriftfmas1710. But then it mult be ad: 
mitted, that all the Accompts are not aéfually pajs d 
for the other Part, though they have been duly 
render’d. ‘It will therefore now be neceliary 0 


nquire 1 fons and Al ions that have 
€niguire intothe Reafons and Allegations that “sve 
{) hinder¢ 
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Uy hinder’d or delay'd the Paffing feveral of them, 


and how far thofe Reafons can be juftified. 

I will take upon me to affirm, That all the 
Accomptants have been as expeditious as they 
pofiibly might have been, in pajfing their Ace 
compts: And it may well be thought ftrange, 
that twenty Years, or indeed half that time, has 
not been found fufficient to finifh divers of them. 
But asthe chief End and View of thofe who have 
been moft induftrious to infinuate this wrong 
Conftruétion through the Kingdom, has been to 
blacken and load the late Miniitry, it does not 
feem neceffary to my prefent purpofe, to enquire 
how far the Officers employ’d in former Reigns 
have diicharg’d their Duties. Ifany Irregularities 
in Payments, or improper Diftributions of the 
Publick Money, have prevented or delay’d the 
Paifing thofe Accompts, there can be no Reafon 
that this fhould be charg’d upon the late Admini- 
{tration. The Accompts of former Reigns are no 
farther to be confider’d than asa Burden tranf- 
mitted down to fucceeding Minifters, who are 
obliged from time to time, to give fuch Orders 
towards the pafling of them as become neceflary 5 
and they are no farther blameable, than as thofe 
Orders fhall upon Examination he found to be ill- 
grounded or unwarrantable. 

Many Inftances might be given, in which the 
—e of Accompts is only obftruéted by fome 

rregularities or unneceflary Delays: And that 
the Houfe of Commons was fenfible of this, ap- 
pears from the Order of Reference, when a on 
mittee was firft appointed to enquire, Hom far the 
feveral Impreft Accomptants had pafsd their relpee 
élive Accompts: Wherein it was direéted That 
the Committee fhould not only Con/ider of Methods 
for the more effeitual and [peedy compelling At- 
comptants to pafs their Avcompts, but likewile, 
To obviate all Irregularities and unneceffary Delays 
im the fame. The Houle of Commons therefore 
was convine’d, that feveral Difficulties and Ob- 
ftruétions which attend the paffing of Accompts, 
are not in the Power of the Accomptants tO 
remove but want to be carreéted and obviated by 
t 
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the Authorlty of Parliament. And thisis fuffici- 


ent to prove in general, that it is not always in 
the Power of an A ccomptant to pas his ccompts 
within the time requird: Therefore the not fi- 
nifhing or not aétualling paffing Accompts, is not 
to be imputed as a Crime, when they only are 
delay’'d by the Forms and Niceties of Offices ; 
or for neceffary Realons arifing from the Nature 
and Renvotenefs of the Service : or from an Impof 
fibility of complying with the regular Courfe of the 
Exchequer. ; 

This being premis d, I will now confider the 
Reafons and Allegations of the feveral Acco. ip 
tants, and how far they may be juftifyd. The 
Report indeed fets forth, That though the princi- 
pal Accomptants, avd all that were {ummon'd by 
the Committee, did offer Reafons in their own 
Vindication, the Committee did not think fit to 
examine them; For that they were not empowered 
by the Heufe fo todo. The Reafons therefore ha- 
ving never been before the Houle, they could not 
enter into them 3 nor could do mere than barely 
{tate the Faéts. But yet, whoever will look into 
the {aid Report, will find, That the chief Delays 
have arifen either From the want of Privy Seats ; 
or from the Nature of the Services performd 3 Ot 
from the Remotene{s of the Places where the Pay- 
ments were made or from the Atethod and Pra- 
itice of Paying and Accompting, which ts peculiar (6 
the Navy Offic e. . 

The Paffing Accompts by Privy Seals, has for 
merly made a great Noife in Parliament, and 
had once a Cenfure in fuch ftrong and general 
Terms, that 1 believe it has very much obitruct- 
ed the obtaining Privy Seals, and has occafion’d 
fucha Nicety in granting them, as if always t- 
fifted on, will make the paffing feveral Accompts 
utterly impra@ticable, and furnifh the Accomp 
tants with an Excufe that may cover any wilful 
Delay or Negleét.’Tis as needlefs as it is difhicult,to 
mention all the Inftances where Privy Seats are not 
warrantable, and ought not to be granted: But ts 
certain, that in fome Cafes they are not « nly re ui 
fite,but that they ought not in Juftice to be refus¢ 
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wevy™ Several Difallowances may be made to an Accompt 


in the Exchequer, for want of regular Vouc hers, 
when it is evident by Receipts and fuch other 
Proofs, as the Service was capable of fupplying, 
that the Money was expended to the proper 
Ules for which it was granted. And nothing but 
a Privy Seal can fupply this Defeét, which in- 
deed isonly a Defe& in form. 

The Rules of the Exchequer are very ancient, 
and were certainly in their Original well con- 
triv’d for the Service and Security of the Publick; 
but it is not to be fuppos’d that Rules and Or. 
ders of fo long a Date, when the Receipts and 
Iffues were very much lefs, and the Money gene- 
rally expended within the Kingdom. can be {trict 
ly adapted to the Services and Occafions of the 
prefent Times. The Annual Grants and Expences 
do fo far exceed any thing known in thole Days, 
and are of fuch infinite variety. that Cafes mutt 
every Day arife which were unforefeen, and con 
fequently could not be provided for. And this 
makes it neceflary either to alter or new model 
the Courfe of the Exchequer, that it may tuit 
better with the Incidents of the prefent Times 5 
or if the ancient Courle is to be preferv’d facred 
and inviolable, to have a Dilcretionary Power 
lodg’d fomewhere, that may difpence with the 
ftriét Rules for the Accommodation of the Publick 
Service. This Power is now in the Privy Seal, 
and ought in Juftice to be exercis'd ; but with 
that Care, and under fuch Checks and Limitations 
as may beft fecure the Revenue, and prevent any 
Fraud or Lofs to the Publick. <A few Inftances 
that concern the prefent Queftion, will, I think, 
fully clear this Matter. 

The Payments to Foreign Princes for Subfidies, 
and to their Tro yps in Her Miajeity’s Service for 
their Pay and Extraordinaries, are always made 
as to Treaties and Eftablifhments. Thole 

cing the Conditions upon which the Foreign 
Forces are ftipulated for, and taken into the Ser- 
vice, the Payments can be made upon no other 4 
and this is likewife agreeable to the Grants of 
Parliament, which are always founded re the 
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Treaties. But the Courfe of the Exchequer re. ye 


quires likewife Mufter Rolls, and Signs Manual, 
for all Payments made by the Pay.Mafter of 
the Forces, which in this Cafe cannot be had . 
and therefore the Accompts for fuch Payments al. 
ways have pafs’d, and muft always pals by Privy 
Seals. And this happens even in the Service of 
Flanders, where °tis very well known, the Pay- 
ment, have been made with all poflible striétnefs 
and Regularity. 

But he that expects the fame Method and Fx 
aétnels in Spain or Portugal, mult be very little 
acquainted with the Nature of that Service : For 
there a Moiety almoft of the Money granted An- 
nuaily, has been expended for the Pay of Foreign 
Troops, and their Embarkations from / a/y, for 
the Pay of the King of Spain’s own [roops 5 for 
the Support of his Houfhold and Civil Litt, which 
every Body knows cannot be regularly allowd 
in an Army-Accompt; for Regiments of Spam 
ards, that have been form’d, redue’d, and pet 
haps rais’d again in the Compats of a Year. § 
the Face of Affairs has alter’d; and for infinite 
Continvencies and FExtraordimartes of the War, 
for which no Provifion could be made but upon 
Accompt. And whoever confidersthe Nature of 
thefe Services, the long Marches backwards and 
forwards of thofe Armies, the alternate good an 
bad Succefs of that War, and the Remotenets and 
Diftance of that Country, which made it tmpel- 
fible to fend Orders from hence upon any Emer- 
gency, or every new Occafion ; will, 1 believe, 
not much wonder that the Accompts of that War 
are not eafily pals'd - For how Is it poflible, that 
Payments made in fuch remote Parts under the 
Care and Direétion of different Perfons, anc la 
ble to fo many Accidents and Dilorders, fhould 
be adjufted with fo much Regularity and Dilpatch 
as Affairs of the like Nature here at Home ¢ Or 
how can it be fuppos’d, that a great many oft 
thofe Payments, which could not be aul Ww d 
without the Authority of a Privy Seal, thould ever 
be p fs'd without one ? Yet an Accompt of the — 
ceipts and Payments for that Service May be 
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wey ~made up, as may plainly fhew, that the Money 


was apply’d to the proper Ufes, tho the Vouch- 
ers may not be fo regular and perfeét, to enable 
the Auditor to pafs the Accompt. 

Another great Inftance of the Neceflity of Privy 

Seals, is, The Method of pajfing the Accompts of 
the Treafurer of the Navy , upon whichthe Com- 
mittee obferves, “* That though this is an Ac- 
“© compt of the greateft Sums of Money, and of 
« the greate{t Confequence to the Kingdom ; 
“ vet itis pafs'd in a Method quite different from 
any other Accompt, the fame being brought to 
the Auditor in Volumes, fign’d by three Com- 
miflioners of the Navy, without any Vou- 
chers, which the Auditor is empowered thus 
to pafs by the Authority of a Privy Seal. 
By this time } queftion not but both the Ju- 
fticeand Neceifity of Privy Seals appear evident 
in fome Cafes; and I fhall only add, That I would 
not be thought to contend here for Privy Seals, to 
fupply the want of Vouchers or Receipts for 
Money, but only to make gocd any defect in 
Form or Regularity, occafion’d by the Neceflity 
of the Service, and which by the ftriét Courle of 
the Exchequer could not be allow’d. 

Fut farther, to demonftrate the Security of the 
Publick, I muit obferve, that Privy Seals are ne- 
ver granted till the Accompt and all the Vouchers 
produe’d to fupport it, have undergone the ftrict- 


eft Examination, and the Privy Seals themifelves 
have been referr’d to the Auditors, whereby the 
fame Perfons in whom, by the Law and Rules of 
the Exchequer,the Power of Fxamining and Judg- 
ing of all Vouchers is lodg’d, have the Re-exa- 
mination of all fuch Vouchers as appears irregular 
or deficient , and if they fhall be found reafona- 
ble to be allow’d upon the Report and Opinion of 
the Auditors, the Warrant goes for directing the 
Privy Seal to pafs the Accompt. 

And this furnifhes me with another Argument 
to thew, That the rendring or laying an Accompt 
before the Auditors, is, in a great Meafure, the 
chief Satisfa@tion that is given to the Publick 5 or 
at leaft, that when the Accompt with all the 
Vouchers 
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Vouchers its laid betore the Auditors, the Accomp- ~~ 


tant has done all that for fome time. is in his 
Power to perform. The firft Examination of the 
Accompt, the Re confidering it upon the Dif- 
allowances, and all the Forms and Steps through 
the feveral Offices that are neceflary to perfeé? 
Accompts of fuch large Sums, as are now chiefly 
under Confideration, are Works of Time; and 
moit certainly make an Accomptant very excufa- 
ble, that has render’d his Accompt, and deliver’d 
in his proper Receipts and Vouchers, although his 
Accompt be not aétually pa{sd. 

Tobring then this Matter to a conclufion, ’tis 
plain, Thatas Accompts have been readred for all 
tre Thirty five Millions, &c. except for Seven, 
&c. fo we find by the Report. that the principal 
Accomptants alledge and chiefly infiit on the want 
Of Privy Seals for their Juftification, which be- 
came neceflary by the Nature of the Services, and 
which only could enable them to comply with the 
prefling Occafions of the War. 

It isnot my Bufinefs to confider the particular 
Defences of each Accomptant, any farther than is 
necellary to my prefent Purpofe, but fome few 
Obfervations may not improperly be made upon 
them. | 

In the Earl of Ranelagh’s Accompt, as ftated 
by the Committee, we find, Thar all hw Accompts 
even to hes final Accompt, lay before the Audico 
with a Ballauce only to be accompted or, of On 
thoufand feven hundred feventy one Pounds, eight 
Shillings and Sixpence: Bur that upwaras of jix Mi- 
lions was depending for want of a Privy Seal, which 
2s reckon’d into the Thirty five Aillions: That of the 
Difallowances which had been made to lis Accompt 
for want of regular Vouchers, a Privy Seal ajter a 
firitt Examination had been diretted to difcharge 
him of near Four Millions 5 and that we was 
plying to be difcharg’d of the Kemainaer im we 
(ame manners and that bts Sinal Accompt wer a 
lay'd only for want of thefe Privy Seats. Ups os 
which I fhall only oblerve, I hat till . is ICE Aad 
fitively determin’d for what Difall wances It 1S 
reafonable to grant him Privy Seats, ane tor wh . 
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—v~ not; and till fuch as are found reafonable are 


difpatch’d, it .will be impoffible to know what 
Ballance is really due, and ought juftly to be 
charg’d upon him at the foot of his Accompt. 
And aslong the Privy Sea!s are ftopt for fuch Al- 
lowances as have been judg’d reafonable, as well 
a$ for thofe which have not yet pafsd Exami- 
nation it farnifhes him with a very plaufible 
Excufe for not pafling his final Accompt, which 
mutt wait the Fate and Iflue of the preceding. 

In Mr. Bridges’s Accompt, as {tated by the Com 
mitte, wefind, That hu Accompts were fo far deli- 
ver'd in, aso leave at the time of the firft Meeting of 
the Committe, a Ballance to be accounted for above 


fix Millions, but that above eight Millions were 


yeckon’d into the Thirty fives for which the Ae. 
compts were cither then fully adjufted, or lay before 
the Aud.tors : And that bis Accompts deliver'd in 
at that tin e, contain’d his whole Accompt for the 
Service <f Flanders to December 1709. ard for the 
Service im Spain and Portugal.te December 1707. 


* But lam very credibly inform’d, [hat when the 


Reportcame from the Committee, and this Mat- 
ter was debated in tke Houfe, Mr. Bridges in- 
form’d them, and very much to their Satisfaction, 
That he had farther detiver’d in his Accompts to 
the Auditors, for the Service in Spain and Portugal 
for the Years 1708 and 1709, by which he has 
rende,*d an Acc ompt of Three Afillions two bun- 
drd tm nty feven thoufand, three hundred feventy 
eight Pounds two Shillings and fix Pence, which be 
ing deduéted from the former Sum of Six Atl 
tiows three hundred twenty thoufand and feven 
Pounds fix Shillings and eleven Pence, reduces the 
Sum to be accounted tor, to Three Millions ninety 
two thoujand fix hundred twenty nine Pounds four 
Sh.lings and five Pence which is no more than 
one Years Accompt only. And if ’tis enquir'd 
how it comes to pafS, that in fix Years that Gen- 
tleman has a€tually pafs’d but one Accompt, it 
will be found by the Report, That the Privy Seal 
which after due Examination was diretled by Her 
Maryefty’s Warrant for his Accompt ending at Chritt- 
Mas 1706. mas kept back, and that put afull fop,not 
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only to that, but to hi s Jubfequent Ai Compts. Pot _\v / 


of which have been fome time adjufled and ready for 
Declaration, and the reft deliver’d into the Auditors 
but none of them can be declard be ore the preceding 
Accompts are paged. Aodthat Privy Seals are juftt 
and neceflary for Money; iffued to the Services of 
Flanders, Spain and Portugal, | think is already 
prov'd. Or if a Precedent were wanting for it, 
we find in the Report, That Mr. Fox his Prede- 
ceflor did pafs his Accompts by the help of fuch 
Privy seals. But if it be obje&ted, That Mr, 
Bridges’s delivering in his Accompts fince the Meet- 
ing of the Committee, may reafonably be fup- 
_ to be occafion’d by this very Enquiry; I 
eg any Man to confider how it was poffible for 
him to prepare Accompts of that Nature for 
above Three Afillions 5 or even to tranfcribe them 
ifthey had not before been inthe greateft forward- 
nels imaginable. 

It would be too tedious to enter into afl the 
Particulars, and would {well this Paper beyond 
my prefent Defign ; I will therefore mention no 
more but Sir Thomas Ltrleton’s Accompt, as it was 
{tated by the Committee: Where we fthall find, 
That (including what was paid over to his Scceff r) 
above Ten Millions and a half ave reckon'd into the 
Thirty five + for which his Accompts either lie he. 
fore fhe Auditors, or under the Examination of the 
Navy Board. But the Method of accounting by 
the Treafurer of the Navy, is known to be fo 
very voluminous and tedious; and at the fame 
time, his whole Accompt is under luch ¢ hecks 
ad Regulations, that as it is impoffible for hifla 
todo more than revder his Accompts within the 
Time limited, and the Publick m the mean while 
is effe&tually fecur’d ; fo it would be very unjuft 
to blame him for unavoidable Delays. But I 
think it needlefs to fay any more upon this Head, 
and fhall only infert a Paragraph out of the Ob- 
fervations of the Commiffioners of the Navy which 
I find in the Report, very full to my prefent pur- 
pole, in thefe Words: * And fure no Man ‘can 
€ think it reafonable that any Trealurer of the 


“ Navy fhould have any trouble given him for 
| vot 
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yw “ not pafling his Accompts, whilft they are kept 


open only for the Accommodation of the Ser- 
vice 5 or can there (in our humble Opinion) 
be any Colour for it whilft fach exa@& Ac: 
colmpts are kept in this Oilfice, as that at any 
« time it may be known toa Penny what Mo- 
neys remain in his Hands, which is never con- 
«€ fiderable ? he Neceilities of the Service and 
the Care of this Office drawing it away as faft 
1S he receives it, excepting remote Tallies fome- 
times lodg’d in his Hands by Orders from the 
Treafury, until they can be made ufeful for one 
Head or other , of which the like Accompt is 
kept, and can at any time be given. 

Chefe Inftances in the great and_ principal 
Branches of the publick Revenue, I hope are 
futficient to give any Man fo clear a View into tie 
Nature of publick Accompts, that I need not ae 
teend to any more Particulars. 

But 1 muft add one thing more in Juitice to 
ve late Miniftry, That they took care, through 
x¢ whole Courfe of this War, not only to iflue 
he Money for the proper Services, but likewile 
» dee thatit was duly apply’d to them = [his 
ppears by the Certificates, which were conftant: 
fy requir’d, and every Week or Fortnight delle 
merd by the chief Paymafters of their relpective 
ceceipts and Payments, and the Remainders in 
xeir Hands; So that by this means rhe Lord 
Freafurer Was always inform’d what Money had 
been adtually expended, and what fill was left 
to be apply’d to {uch Ufes as the Occafions of the 
Government requir'd. Andif it is not to be doubt- 
ed but thofe that had the Care of the Reve- 
nue were fully inforny’d of the Nature and Ne- 
ceflity of all thefe Services, and had fo far seen 
aod known the Diftribution of the Money, as ©. 
be fatisfy’'d in general of the due Application of 
t, I would be glad to know with what Reaton 
or Juttice they could permit the Rigour of the 
Law to be executed againft Accomptants, who 
they had reafon to believe had not defrauded the 
Publick, but had done all they could to pafs their 
Accompts- Belides, | mutt further obferve, a 
th 
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the Treafury is not concern’d in the Procefs of aon 


the Exchequer, more than to grant Warrants for 


flopping Juch Procefs, when, upon application of 


the Accomptants, they fhall be found juft and rea 

fonable. “Tis the proper Bufinefs and Duty of the 
Exchequer to compel Accomptants to pals their 
Accompts, and there that fole Power by Law is 
lodg d 5 and it is fo effeRually provided for, that 
the Auditors are oblig’d every half Year to return 
Certificates to the Remembrancer of all Accomp 

tants that are in Arrear, and Procefs is iflu'd 1) 
courfe againft them. And if any Accomptant, by 
Memorial or Petition to the Treafury, fets forth 
his Reafons why his Accompts are not pafs’d, and 
humbly prays a Warrant toftop the Procels this 
Memorial is always referr’d to the Auditors, and 
a Warrant is never granted but upon their Report 
and Opinion of the Cafe; nor is the Procefs ufu- 
ftop’d but till the next Term only, and then it 
iffuesagain in courfe, without further Order. But 
1 know not any Method of making this Matter {0 
plain, as by inferting here a Copy of a Taeafury 
Warrant for {topping Procefs , by which not only 
the Form, but the Purport and Effeét of all fuch 
Warrants may very ealily be conceiv’d. I will in- 
ftancein a Warrant granted toftop Procets againtt 
the Earl of Ranelaxh.

By this one Example every Man may judge of 
the Nature and Subjitance of all thefe Warrants, 
which yary only as the particular Cafes, Circum- 
ftances and Allegations of the feveral Accomp- 
tants may differ, but are all grounded upon the 
fime Foundations, and pals the fame Steps and 
Forins before they are obtain’d. 

And now let any Man, who will give himfelf 
the Trouble to reHe€&t upon what has been faid, 
tell me in which of the Cafes above-mentioned 
rt had been juft or reafonable to have refuled 
the ftopping ProcefS. Was an Extent to go 4- 
gainft the Paymafter of the Army, becaule his 
Deputies in Spaim or Portugal had not returned 
him all their Vouchers from thofe diftant Coun- 
tries, ftri€tly within the time limited by the 
Courle of the Exchequer for Payments made at 
Home ? Or was he to fuffer for paying the Subfi- 
dies, and other Extraordinaries to Foreign Princes, 
purfuant to the Treaties, and out of Money grant- 
ed by Parliament for that very purpofe, becaule 
he wanted Mufter-Rolls and Signs Manual, and 
could not obtan a Privy Seal to fupply that una- 
voidable Defeét ? Should the Procefs of the Exche- 
quer have gone out againft the Treafurer of the 
Navy, when it was impoffible for him within the 
Time limited to adjuft his Accompts ? When eve- 
ry Page of his Leidger muft be examin’d by the 
Navy-Board, and fign’d by three of the Commil- 
lioners? When the tedioufnel§ of this Examina. 
tion, 
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tion, and of making up the Ship Books, with the 
Maltiplicity of other BufinefS, muft needs hin- 
der that Board from difpatching the Treafurer’s 
Accompts ? And he is therefore fure to be every 
half Year certify’d by the Auditors to be in Ar- 
rear? Should his Eftate then have been extended 
for not having done what he never was able to 
perform ? Every Body knows what vaft Sums of 
Money are paid by Treafurers of the Navy upon 
impreft Bills 3 and yet he cannot be difcharg’d of 
that Money till per/eé? Bills are made out, though 
the Money nas been actually paid according to 
the Dire€tion of the Treafury, and by Order of 
the Commiffioners , and though he has all the 
Receipts and Vouchers for Payment of it. Thefe 
In{tances furely are fufficient to thew of what Ufe 
and Neceflity Warrants are for ftopping of Pro» 
ces, and with how great Juftice they may be 
fometimes granted 5 whichis a Matter fo very 
evident, that | may venture to affirm, the 
Houle of Commons did not make the ftopping of 
Procels any part of their Charge or Imputa- 
tion. 

This I think may very reafonably be concluded, 
if we confider that the Houle of Commons on 
Wednef{day the 26th of April, did order that the 
proper Officers fhould lay before the Houle an 
Account of all Warrants that had been granted 
for {topping Procels, and the Realons for them ? 
and that no Return was made to this Order till 
Twefday the firft of Afay. But the Houle did re- 
fume the adjourn’d Confideration of the Report 
on Saturday the 28th of April, and came then to 
their final’ Refolutions, without waiting for the 
Return of the Warrants for ftopping Procels, or 
having any Papers or Accompts relating to that 
Matter before them. How then can we tuppole 
the Houfe of Commons, that was to jult to call 
for thefe Accompts, in order to be fully informa, 
not only of all the Faéts, but of the Reafons and 
Grounds that occafion’d or jaftify’d thofe Pr 
ceedings, would come to a Determination, | and 
judge or cenfure any Perfons when fuch ,vidences 
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~~ =were not before them, as they knew to be necel 


fary for their fully underftanding the Queftion ? 
And this fufficiently clears the Houle of Commons 


from all fuch Infinuations, as fuppofe that they, 


cenfur’d or condemn’d the granting of Warrants 
to {top Procels, fince *tis apparent they had no 
fuch Warrants before them when they came to 
their Relolutions, and confequently it cannot be 
imagined that they gave aly Opinion concern: 
ing them. 

But as the Nature of the Services, and the re 
mnotenels of the Places where the Payments were 
made, have chiefly occafion’d the Delays in fome 
Accompts, and the Applications for a ftop of 
Procefs ; fo ’tis very obfervable, that where the 
Accompts have not been fubjeét to fuch Difficul- 
ties, there is no Complaint at all, An Inftance 
of this we fee in thofe of the Paymatter of the 
Guards and Garrifons, whofe Accompts have all 
along been pafs’d and profecuted with all poflt- 
ble Difpatch 5 which as it is juft to oblerve 
for his Credit, fo it fhows, that due Care has 
been taken for pafling Accompts, when the 
Nature of the Service did not make it necetlas 
fary to difpence with the common Rules and 
Forms. 

1 will trouble the Reader with nothing more, 
but an Abitraét of the Accompts of feveral Ac- 
comptants, as {tated in the Report, and of Mr.

High and Mighty Lords, 

HE Earl of Albemarle, General, artiving 
here Poftfrom Adons on Sunday Night latt, 
the Garrifon of this Place marched out at three 
inthe Afternoon on Afonday, witha Train of 
Artillery of twenty Cannon or Mortars, and 
three hundred Waggons with Ammunition, 
We paffed the Scarpe at Vitri, the Morafles of 
the Senfet at Sailly, and arrived at Day-break 
near the Cenfe de Courteboy, where we were join'd 
by the Garrifons of Lilleand Bethune, and after- 
wards by that of Tosrnay. The Diipofitions 
were immediately made for opening the Tren- 
ches before Arras, and in lefs than three Hours 
after Day-light, they were finifhed. The E- 
nemy had no Notice of our Approach till the 
opening of their Gates.

¢ Thatin the Ninth Article ‘tis (tipulated, that 
all theRevenues of thePlaces.to be yielded up by 
France, which did not belong tothe Crown of 
Spain at the time of the Death of King Charles Il. 
fhall be given to this State,towards maintaining 
the Barrier, except only fo muchas is neceflary 
for the Civil Government of the faid Towns, 
Places, and Caftellanies, as alfoa Million of 
Guilders yearly cut of the cleareft Revenues 
of the relt of the Spani/h Netherlands.

tifh Nation, has been declar’d difhonourable and, ww 
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A C. © long in good Policy. That thereforethe Offers 


which Her Majelty now made by him the Earl 
of Strafford, in Quality of Her Ambaflador and 
Plenipotentiary, were Her ultimate Refoluti- 
ons: And that this was the laft time fhe would 
addrefs her felf to their High Mightinefics, in 
cafe they fhould form new Delays, and not 
an{fwer Her Majelty’s good Intentions for this 
State’s own Interelts. 

‘That inthe mean while Her Majefty had or- 
der’d him, the Earl of Strafford, in Teftimony 
of the intire Confidence which She has in their 
High Mightinefs’s, to reprefent, That Her Ma. 
jetty had judg’d Herfelfoblig'd, not only in good 
Policy, but hkewife in Confideration of the 
great Services which the Duke of Savoy has done 
for the Common Caufe, and of the Danger to 
which he was expos’d by his frm Adherence 
thereto, to take Care not only for his Security, 
but likewtfe for his Grandeur, by procuring 
for him Sicily and the Tracts of the Country on 
this fide the Alps, which are neceflary to fecure 
Exilles and Fenefrelles, and to cover Piedmont. 
That his Succeffion after that of King of Philip 
is acknowlede’d, ‘by the Renunciaeion. That 
Her Majelty defired the Concurrence of this 
State in all that has been promifed to his Royal 
Highnels; and that Her Majefty defir’d likewile, 
that this State fhould joi with Her to oblige 
the Emperor toa Neutrality for Ztaly, and to 
withdraw his Troops from Catalonia: And that 
Her Majelty was refolv’d to make that Neutra- 
lity a Condition of tranfporting the faid Troops 
which Her Majefty would doat Her own Ex- 
pence; feeing without that Neutrality, the 
Emperor might difturb all Jtaly, and particu: 
larly the Duke of Savoy, on Account of his 
Treaty of the Year 1703 3 one of the Imperial 
Minilters having already threatned a Minifter of 
the Duke of Savoy therewith, which would 
certainly engage the Queen and this State in tlie 
Troubles and Wars of Jtaly. Then the fard

© The faid Earl of Strafford further reprefented, 
That Her Majetty being inform’d of the prefent 
Diforders tn the Spanifh Netherlands, had fent 
over the Earl of Orrery hither to redrefs them, 
to concert thereupon withthe Deputies of this 
State, and to refume the Adminiftration in 
common with their High Mightinefles Depu- 
ties, and to keep the fame, till the Emperor 
fhall accept the faid Netherlands on the Condi- 
tions which the Queen and their High Mighti- 
nefles fhall agree upon for yielding them 
uptohim: Adding hereto, that the Earl of 
Orrery had Order not to do any thing in this 
Athair, but according ashe fhould find a Dif- 
pofition here to actin concert with the Queen. 
© After this the faid Earl of Strafford repeated 
briefly the Subftance ot his Difcourfe, prefling 
for a fpecdy Relolution, whether this State ts 
willing or not to fign the Peace joyntly with 
Her Majelty immediately and without any De- 
lay ; for otherwife Her Majelty would be ob- 
ligd to Sign Her Peace, without waiting for 
this State to coine into it longer thana Fortnight 
or Three Weeksat furthelt. That Her Majeity, 
affuring Herfelf this State will not delay to con- 
clude the Peace with Her, will procure 7oarnay 
for them, which, with many other Places, 
were not to be expected from France 1f the Queen 
fhould fign Her Peace feparately.} That the 
Plan of Peace was very near the fame with that 
contain'd in Her Majelty’s Speech : Adding 
thereto, Phat Her Mayelty had judg’d it neceflary 
for the better Security of the Barrier, that this 
State fhould havea Garnfon in Adons, as well 
asin other Places of the Barrier. 
© That Her Mayjelty had endeavour’d to prevail 
with France to yield up Condé, but that Herc 
© Efforts to that End had proved ineffectual. 
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© That as to the Empire, there would be no 
Alteration in what was contain’d in the faid 
Speech relating thereto 3 nor in any thing with 
re{pect to the Emperor, only that Sardinia (hall 
be given to the Elector of Bavaria 5 and that the 
Duke of Savoy fhall have Sicily, Thar Her 
Majelty is very defirousto have the Concurrence 
of this State 1n all that relates to that Duke as 
well as to the Elector of Bavaria, and to oblige 
the Emperor to confent to the Neutrality of 
Italy, and to withdraw his Troops from Caralo- 
nia. 

© That She farther defired, That the Plenipo- 
tentiaries of this Stateat Utrecht might be fur- 
nifh’d with Ful’-Powers,to conclude forthwith 
the NewTreaty of Barner : And that aboveall 
Her Majefty requir’'d their High Mightinefs’s 
fpeedy and pofitive Refolution and Anfwer, for 
bringing this great Negotiation to an End, fet- 
tling a Goodand Firm Peace, and renewing a 
perpetual Friendfhip and Union between Her 
Majetty’s Kingdoms and this State. 

* In Conclufion, the faid Earl of Strafford gave 
into the Hands of the Regilter Fagel, a Copy of 
the Project of the New Treaty of Succeffion and 
Barrier, mentien’d in his Propofitions, faying, 
That though he was commanded to communt- 
cate it joyntly with the Lord Bithop of Brito 
to their High Mightinefs’s Plenipotentiartes at 
Utrecht, yet he was willing to deliver it here, 
that thereby Time might be fav’d, and thit 
their High Mightinefles might the dooner give 
Tnttructions to their Plenipotentiaries there- 
upon. 
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A Report of this important Conference haviitg 
been laid hefore the States-General, their High 
Mightineffes came toa Refolution, That a Copy 
of it,and of thePlan of Peace be forthwith commu: 
nicated to the States of the refpective Prowinces > 
which being done accordingly, the Membeis & 
thofe Aflemblies were varioufly affected by the 
Earl of Straffird’: New Overtures ; but all were 
equally perplex’d what todo in this critical Jun 
étures 
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Sure. The States of Holland having met onthe A C, 
rath of December N.S. there appeard to be age- 1712. 
neral Difpofition to reject the New Plan; and unr 
tho’ fome Meiwbers urg’d the Neceffity of putting 
an end to this heavy and expentive War, yet 
Monfieur de Dayvénvoorde,of the Body of the No- 
bility, {poke with that Vehemency again(t fuch 
a Peace as was now propos’, that be drew many 
to his Opinion of adhering tothe Plan, which 
the States General had fome time belore tranfinit- 
ed tothe Court of Great Britain: But, however, 
the Majority thought fit proceed with the utinoft 
Cautionin fo arduous an Affair ; and to defer 
their final Refolution till they had receiv’'d New 
Inftruétions from the refpeétive Towns. In the 
mean time, Count Sinzendorf difpatch’d an Ex- 
prefs to the Imperial Court, with an Account of 
what pafs’d asthe Hague; and ou the other Hand, 
the Earl of Strafford repair'd on 15th of December 
N, S. to Vetrechr, where the next Day, he receiv’d 
Vifits from molt of the Plenipotentiarics, parti- 
cularly of thofe of France: After which his Ex- 
cellency, together with the Lord Privy-Scal, was 
in Conference at the Baron de Randwick:, with 
Metlicurs Buys, Vanderdujlen, de Ren{woude, and 
Goflnga. li wasobterw’d, That there appear'd to ew 
be a greater intimacy than before, between the oad: 
Earl of Strafford and Monfieur Bays, Penfionary Negersation 
of Amiferdam, who din’d ther7th with Count 4 Useecht 
de Denhof, together with Mr. Whinvorts, the 
Queen of Great Britain’s Envoy Extraordinary to 
the Gzar of Adufcovy, who being lately recall’, 
took Utrecht in his way to England. Onthe18th 
in the Morning Meffieurs Bays, WVanderduffen, 
de Renfwounde, and Goflinga, went to the Hague ; 
and “twas given out that the Earl of Strafford, | 
whio fet out the fame Morning from Usrecht, took 4 Priests 
alfo the fame Route, but his Excellency repair’d ee 
sncognitoto Am/terdam, where he had feveral Suc- 
cefsful Conferences with the Leading Magiltrates 
of that Great and Wealthy City,whote Refolutions 
are generally follow’d by the States of the Pro- 
vince of Holland, asthe Latter’s are by the Srates 
General.

the Spanifh Netherlands, as alfo that the faid 
Deputies fhould be inftructed to declare in the 
molt folemn and refpectful manner, the deep 
Senfe that Province fhould always have of the 
Queen of Great Britain’s greatGoodnefs to them, 
and her Gencrous Care of their Interelts.’ It 
was the 29th of December N. S. before the States 
Of Holland and We/t. Friexland came to a Refolu- 
tion about the New Plan cf Peace; by which 
time the other Provinces had tranf{imitted their 
feveral Opinions to the States General on the fame 
Sulyect, All of them were Unanimous in one 
Point, viz. to comeinto the Queen of Great Bri- 
tain’s Meafures 5 but then every Province, that 
of Utrecht only excepted, gave Her Confent with 
fome Refiri€tions : Some of them infilting to have 
Condé either yielded to the States, or at leat De- 
molifh’d 5 others upon fome other Terms in rela- 
tion to the Barrier or Commerce 5 and all, in 
general, upon the Ceflion of the Upper Gelder 
sand to their Republick. 

The States General, having maturely weighd 
the Sentiments of the refpective Provinces, did 
the fame Night (Thur fday December 2gth N.S.) 
write the following Letter, direéted,

fettle a Good, Firm and Latting Friendthip and 
Corre{ponde:.ce for Your Selfand for Your Suc« 
ceflors, with our Republick. Thefe Afluran 
ces have been extreamly acceptable tous, fince 
we only with for fuck a Peace,as may be enjoy'd 
by all Ewrope by the Refioration of the Security 
of its Repote : We having nothing in View for 
our State, but the Prefervation of our Rights 
and our Safety, without any other Increafe ox 
Acceffion of Strength, than what is neceflary 
for the faid Prefervation and Security, And 
fince, above all TRings, we have nothing to 
much as Heart, as we have formerly expref.’d it 
often to Your Mayefty, and {till repeat here, as 
toKnit as faltas poiliblethe Ties of good Intel- 
ligence, Friendfhip and Union between Your 
Majelty, Your Succeffors, and this Republick, 
1n order to render the fame indiffoluble and per- 
petual, we thought we could notgive a more 
Solemn and Solid Proofof it, than by declaring 
as we do hereby declare, That we are refolv’d to 
join with Your Majefty, to enter into the Mea- 
fures You have taken for the Peace, and to con 
clude and {ign it jointly, and at the fame Time 
with You, ag allo to enter into New Enpage- 
ments with Your Majefty about the Succeffion 
and Barrier} to make a New Treaty of it 3 
and to conclude and fign it beforethe Peace. 
© We doubt not but after this folemn Declara- 
tion Your Majefty will be convine'd of the Sin- 
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cerity of our Intentions, both with refpec

How- 
ever, we hope, Madam, You will allow of 
jome Obfervations and Remarks we have 
wade, bothon the Projeét of the New Trea- 
ty otf Succeffion and Barrier, and on the 
Conditions of the enfuing Peace, which we 
think oeceflary, the one to explain foine 
Things, and the other to make the Peace 
Solid and Lafting, and for our own Sccu- 
rity. We have order’d our Plenipotentia- 
ries at the Congrefs of Utrecht to communt 
cate our Obfervations and Remarksto Your 
Majyelty’s Minifters to confer with them a- 
bout them ; and to adjuft the Matter with 
them as far as they can. But as it may 
happen that Your Majefty’s Plenipotentiaries 
be not fufhciently inftructed or authoriz’d to 
determine, in fuch manner as we defire, all 
thofe Points upon which we ‘have made 
our Remarks, and which we think necefla- 
ry; and as in the mean while we have a 
Mind to fave Time as much as_poflibie, 
and, to act, in all.

. Your Majefty, we thought we could not do 


better, than to fend our Obfervations and 
Remarks upon this whole Matter to the Sieur 
de Borfelen, our Envoy Extraordinary, both 
that he may have the Honour to commu: 
nicate the fame to Your Majefty, or to fuch 
Commiffioners as You fhall pleafe to pon ; 
and that Your Majelty may be perfwaded, 
that we, by no means, defign to delay, 
much lIefs to hinder the Conclufion of the 
Peace, by f{tarting Difficulties. And that, 
at the fame time, we may fhew the great 
and entire Confidence we repofe in Your 
Majelty, we fubmit our Sentiments in thele 
Affairs, how important, and of what Conle-

Before we conclude this Annual Hiftory,we muft 
take notice of a confiderable Event that happend

rich and Bern had for many Years complain‘d of 
the Incroachments of the Abbot of Sr. Gall, upon 
the Civil and Religious Liberties of the Inhab:- 
tants of the Country of Tockenburgh, and fome 
other Articles 5 and that Prelate had from Time 
to Time promis’d, at leaft never plainly refus‘, 
to radedls thofe Grievances till the Spring of the 
Year, 1742. Upona fond Belief that the Chief 
Proteflant Powers were effectually divided by the 
Intrigues of France, and would foon be at Vatt- 
ance 5 and upon the Suggeftions of a rafh and n- 
confiderate Minilter, the Abbot openly deny'd 
giving the Tockenbarghers Satisfaction ; and his 
Emiflaries rung the Alarm Bell at Rome and 
the Courts of Popifh Princes, as if there werea 
Religious War intcnded againit Popery, and 
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theCantons of Bey2z and Zurich were to begin A. C. 
thefame. On the other Hand,the Teckenburghers, 1722. 
both Roman Catholicks and Prote!tants, 1m- “wed 
plor’d the AMfiltance of thofe Two Cantons, who 
laving try’d in vain all friendly Means to per- 
fwade theAbbotto do them Jultice, were, at lat, 
obli’d tohave recourfeto Arms.

and which having been biefled by a Pope, that 
fuperffitious People, were more fenfible of that 
Lofs, than the Lucerneze were for the Lofs of 
their Great Banner, which was taken in the fame 
Aion. The Troopsof Bern and Zurich refolv’d | 
to follow their Victory, and entring the Coun- 
tries of the Four Cantons, they foon forc’d them 
to fue again for a Peace. _ Hereupon the Deputies

Bur tho’ it be impoffible that the faid Refolutions and 
Addre{s thou \ fail of n vaking a Dil advantageous Imprefhion 
of the Spates pon thole who have not an exad Knowl dge 
Se lalrs, yet th y mult lofe very much of their Force, when 
1S COr ifider’ d that the Refolutions an sane were formed 
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and the States General fo pofitively Condemned by them 
Without having any Opportunity direétly or indizedly to 
make known what they had to fay on this fubjeé, or the 
leaft Knowiedge of the £.ftimates, or Lifts, upon which thot 
Votes were founded ; in fhort, without having any way left 
them toremove, by Explanation and neceffary Informations 
tue Prejudices that the Houle feems to have entertain’d a. 
gainft their Conduét 3 which certainly isnot confiftent with 
the Rulesot Equity and Friendfhip. 

But as we have receiv’d, fince thofe Refolutions were 
formed, a Copy from private Hands, of the Eftimates laid 
before the Honfe, which probably gave accafion to the faid 
Refolves, and being thereby, in fome meafure, informed ot 
the Grounds on which they were founded, we are ina con. 
dition to make fome Remarks upon them, which we be- 
lieve will be fufficient to take off all the bad Impreffions 
which may have been given of the Conduct of the State; 
Genera}, and to juftify them entirely as to the Charge againft 
them in the abovementioned Votesand Addrefs thereupon 
prefented to the Queen. Our Remarks may be conveniently 
divided into Four Heads, according tothe Eftimates or Lifts 
taid before the Commons, and according to the Order ob- 
ferv’d in their Addrefs, wherein they advance that the State 
has not aniwer’d their Quota of the Charge of the War in

Before we enter upon the Difcuffion of each of thofeHeads, 
isis neceflary to lay downas a Foundation, That after the 
King of France had feiz’d the whole Spanih Monarchy for 
his Grandfon, and by taking poffefion of the Spanijb Nether: 
Jands had wrefted from this State her Barrier, and that he 
had acknowledg’d the Pretended Prince of Wales for hing 
of Great Britain, all Europe finding themfelves threatned 
with intolerable Slavery, his Majefty the late King of Gress 
Britain aod their High Mightineffes, where oblig’d in 702 
for feverai known and lawful Reafons, but chiefiy for tne 
Detence of their own Liberty and that of the High Allies, 
to take up Aris with them, and enter into a War agaiaft 
France, Thatthe Alliances, and particularly thwt of tne 34 
of March, 1677-8 made with the late King Charles IId, that 
of the isth of November, 1701. made with the late King 
suis LI] 1, that of the eth of Fune 1792 by which tne 
ave 
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Two preceding ones are conhrmed and renew’d, and which 
was cancluded with her prefent Majefty; and laftly, 
the Treaty of the Grand Alliance, made the 7th of Sep- 
tember, 3701. oblige her Majelty and the States General, 
ana every one in particular, to cmploy all their Force by 
Sea and Land, in order to obtain the End which was pro- 
fed in making the faid Alliance, without ftipylating 
ether in them, or in any Other Treaties now ia being 
or fubfifting, and fix’d Proportion, according to which 
each of the High Allies of Great Britain and the State 
fhou’d carry on the War, and regulate their Efforts, 

Tis true that by the 4th Article of the Grand AI- 
liances, and that by tbe &rh of that between the State 
and Great Britain, both made in the Year 1701, it was 
thought proper that fome Number of Forces fhould be 
mentioned, but aftarwards this Agreement was dropp’d 

ithout being put in Execution, either becaufe it was 
found to be attended with too many Dithculties, or 
that it was reckoned f{upérfiuous, becaute all the Alliances 
imported, that each of the Confederates fhould make 
War with all their Forces by Sea and Land, and that 
‘twas believed they might rely upon one another’s Fi 
delity, 

This Foundation thus laid, viz. That according to 
the Alliances, Great Britain and this States are obliged 
each to employ all their Force in the prefent War a- 
gainft the Common Enemy, and that the Quantum which 
cach ought to furnifh, ic not determined neither by the 
fid Alliances, nor by an Agreement and particular Con- 
vention, it follows neceflarily, and inconteftably, that the 
only Rule of this Quantum ought to be the Power of 
each, and that no other proportion between Great- Bri- 
tain and this State ought to be inquired into, or alledg- 
ed than that of their Ability; but that which foever 
of thefe Two Potentates can prove, according to .that 
general Proportion, or abfolutely without making any 
Comparifon, that ic has employed all its Force in the 
prelent War, for the Advancement of the Common Caufe, 
the faid Potentate muft be allowed to have fatisty’d all 
his Engagements, and cannot be charged to have been 
Deficient therein. 

_ Now’tis evident, that the Strength of Great Britain is 
incomparable greater than that oS this State, To be con- 
Vinced of this. one need only confider the Extent of the 
Countries, Poffefions and Commerce of Great Britain, with 
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the Number and Wealth of its Inhabitanis, and in a word, 


every thing which can contribute to make a State Power. 
full. 

This isalfo the reafon why in all the Treaties which have 
been made between England and this State, not only for. 
merly in the time of the SpanifhWar, but alfo fince, except 
in fome particular Cafes, ’twas always obferv’d in men. 
tioning the Number of Forces, fo to proportion the Sup- 

lies of Troops on both fides, as that thofe of England, 
frould be greater than thofe of the State, They have been 
often regulated on the foot of two Thirds or three Pifths 
for England, againft one Third or two Fifths for the States 
And accordingly by theTreaty of perpetual Alliance of the 
3d March, 1677-8. England promifed a Supply of a 10000 
Men againft 6000 which were to be furnifh'd by the State, 
This plainly proves, that tho it fhould be granted that 
Great Britain has contributed much more than this State 
to the prefent War, it will, by no means, follow that the 
State has not fulfil’d her Engagements, fince her Forces 
are not equal to thofe of Great Britain, and that it is upon 
this foot the Proportion ought to be regulated. 

Befides, every one knows that the States General have 
abundantly anfwer’d all that could be expeéted from good 
and faithfull Allies, whether the Efforts be compared with 
thofe of Great Britain and the other Allies, or confider’d 
in themfelves without any fuch Comparifon. Certainly 
Pofterity will fcarce believe that a State which maintain’d 
a very fevere War in 1672, which fhe could not get out 
of but by very extraordinary Efforts ; and without having 
time to recover her Strength, was oblig’d to carry on a 
fecond, by which the ftill remains charg’d with very heavy 
Debts; we fay, it would feem incredible that fuch a State 
being again engaged in athird War, fhould be able ftill to 
make fuch great Efforts, and to continue them fo long. Be- 
fides the Inequality ef Strength, we have juft now mene 
tion’d, there is this difference between Great Britain and 
the Strate, That Great Britain neither felt the Burden nor 
the Calamites of the firft War againft France: That im 
time of Peace fhe keeps very few Troops on Foot; and 
that after the Peace at Ry/wick the disbanded moft of thole 
at that Time in her Pay, which was a very great Eale to 
her: Whereas this State was obliged to maintain above 
40000 Men . Another confiderable Difference is, that i 
1702, the Dominions of the State, being the Seat of the 
War, fuffer’d very much by it; one Part of their Country 


was overflow’d by breaking in of the Sea, another pert 
was 
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(1) 
gts aid under Water to defend it againft the Enemy ; not 
tomention the large Contributions we pay them annually, 
tonone of which Inconveniencies Great Britain is fubjeét. 
This being confider’d, together with her great Power, 
enables her co contribute much more to the War than this 
sate. Befides this, if we make due Refleétion on the Taxes 
of all forts which are rais’d on the P-rfons and Eftates of 
our Subjects, which Taxes are more numerous and more 
heavy than in her Majefty’s Kingdoms, or in any other 
Stateof the World: Then if we confider the immenfe 
Sums which this State was obliged to borrow each Year 
inthe two laft Wars, and particularly in this, it will be 
qwa’d that nothing but an extraordinary Love of Liberty, 
and an inviolable Affeétion to the Common Caufe, could 
oblige them thus voluntarily to charge themfelves till they 
are ready to fink under the Burden, Nor is there need 
ofany other Evidence to prove that the States General 
have fully and faithfully anfwer’d all their Engagements, 
nay, and that they have contributed abave their Strength 
tothe Charge of the War. 

In genetal, this is fufficient to remove all the Prejudices 
that appear in the Refolves and Addrefs of the Houfe of 
Commons, and to efface all the Difadvantageous Impreffions 
waich they might make on others, For tho’ all the De- 
ficiencies they charge upon the State were fully prov’d, 
and tho’ it were certain that the States General had cone 
tributed much lefs to the Clsarge of the War than her 
Britifh Majefty, it would neverthelefS be true, that ac- 
cording to their Treaties they have employ’d all their 
Strength in the prefent War, and by confequence, that in 
proportion to their Power, they have done as much and 
more that any of the Allies, Great Britain herfelf not ex- 
cepted. Therefore the Commons have wrongfully, and 
without any Foundation, charg’d the States with not hav- 
ing anfwer’d their Engagements, and furnifh’d their Quota, 

We fhall more particularly prove this, by examining 
one after another the Four principal Points of the Addrefs 
andRefolutions of the Houle of Commons; but in the firft 
place we think our felves obliged to make fome furtherRe- | 
Marks on that Addrefs They acquaint her Majefty, 
when they enumerate the Motives which induc’d the late 
King tilliam to enter into the War, that according to the 
Treaty oftheGrand Alliance, thofe Motives were co afiift 
theEmperor in his Pretenfions to the Spanifh Monarchy, and 
the States Genera] in recovering their loft Barrier, They 


atterwards add, That in all reipeéts the Allies are equally 
in- 








interefted with Great Britain in the Suecefs of the Wary 
and for moft part a great deal more. Yet this very Treaty 
of the GrandAlliance on which they ground their Pro 
fition, fets forth exprefly in the Preamble, that the Englj 
and Dutch were in imminent Danger of lofing the Liber 
of their Navigation and Commerce in the Mediterranean: 
the Jndies, and othet Pacts; and that France and Spain were 
more and more united to trample upon the Liberties of 
Europe, and to ruin the Commerce 3 Matives which cons 
cerned Great Britain {o dire&tly and fo nearly, that ’tis eafie 
to infer fram thence, that fhe carries on the War as much 
for herfelf as for the Emperor, the States, or the other 
Allies. This appears yet more plainly from the feparateAre 
ticle concluded the 12th of April, 1702. between the Empe.- 
ror, the Queen of Great Britain, and the States General 


which ought to have the fame-force as if it were inferted: 


verbatim in the principalTreaty. For the Affrent put upon 
the late King William, her prefent Majefty and the whole 
Britifh Nation, by owning the Pretended Prince of Wales 
for King of England, Scotland, and Jreland, being exprefly 
fet down in this Article among the Motives of the War, 
as well as in her Majefty’s Declaration of War; which 
Motive could not have been inferted in the Addrefs of the 
Houfe of Commons without too much weakning thea¢ 
bove-mention’d Propofition, viz. That the Allies are on 
al Accounts equally concerned with Great Britain in the 
Suecefs of the War, and for moft part'a great deal more, 
Indeed, it can’t be conceiv’d upon whatPrinciple thisPropo- 
fition could be founded, nor in what Senfe it can agree 
with the Demandsof Great Britain fora Peace. Her Ma- 
jefty demands, That the Moft Chriftian King fhall ac- 
knowledge her; That he likewife own the Succeffion in the 
Proteftant Line of the Houfe of Hanover, as it is eftablifh’d 
by A& of Parliaments That he refufe all manner of Aid 
and Afiiftance to the Pretender; That he make a Treaty 
of Commerce with Great Britains; That he demolifh the 
Fortifications of Dunkirk, and fill up the Harbour, and, That 
he’ yield to her Majefty the Iflands of St. Chriftopher and 
Newfoundland, with Acadia, and other Countries in North- 
America, Now *tis plain that thefe Demands are not of 
fuch a Nature, that they concern the other Allies as much, 
or more than Great Britain herfelf, 

As tothe Commerce in the Mediterranean, it cannot be 
faid with the leaft colour ofReafon,that all the Allies have 
an equal Intereft in it with Great Britain, fince tis known 
and inconteftable, as wel] with regard to Commerce 18 

general 
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neal, as partigularly to the Vent of Woollen Manufa- 

ures in Spain, the Ports of the Mediterranean, and elpes 
ciallyin Turkey, that Great Britain is much more interefted 
init than the States, the only one among all the Allies 
yhich the Commerce in the Mediterranean moft concerns, 

We come now to examine thofe Articles by which ’tis 
pretended, that the Srates General have not furnifhed their 
Quota towards the Charges ofthe War. The firft relates 
tothe Sea Service. On this Head, ’tis advanced, that for 
fome Years the States General have furnifhed two Thirds, 
and generally not half their Contingent for that Service, 
This is a very general Propofition, and another general 
one to the contrary might perhaps be fufhcient to anfwer 
it, after which it might be left tothe Judgment of thofe 
who know the prefent Pofture of Affairs, which of thofe 
two general Propotitions is the moft probable. It wou’d 
allo have been very difficult to anfwer it otherwile, if 
there had not been imparted to us by private Hands,aCopy 
of the Paper deliver’d into the Houle of Commons, by 
the Commiffioners of the Admiralty of Great Britain, in 
which are {pecify’d the Ships of the Line that were fur 
uilh’d Year after Year by her Britifh Majefty and on the 
part of the States General, to a& jointly in the Channel and 
the Mediterranean, °*Tis inferted at the End of this Me- 
morial, and marked No. I. and "twas doubtlefs on this Pa- 
per, that the Refolutions of the Houfe of Commons are 
founded. 

‘Tis there laid down as a certainty, that the Quota of 
the Stares in Naval Armaments with refpeét to Great Bri- 
tain, is three to five, and they found this on the Agree- 
ment on the 27th of April, 1689, But on this occafion it 
muit be obferved, that the 7th Article of the Treaty of 
the oth of Fune, 1703» by which the faid Agreement was 
renewed, imports, that the entire Quota of $hips of Wat 
which each were to furnith by virtue of that Agreement, 
hall be regulated every Year, and that the Rendezvous 
as well as the refpeétive Statiens appointed for the faid 
Ships, fhould likewife be agreed upon at the faid time. In 


| purluance hereof, her Majefty the Queen of Great Bri- 


tain thought fit to fend hither one of her Admirals almoft 
every Year. The neceffary Conferences were held with 
them, in which the Number of Ships to be fitted out, and 
the Places where to be employed, were the chief Points 
Confidered, Upon this it commonly happen’d, that the 
Projeéts exhibited on the part of her Britifh Majefty, pro- 
bled a greates Number of Ships than thofe of the sam, 
‘ 





and much more Regard was had to the Security of the 
Channel than to that fof the North-Sea. °Tis likewife to 
be obferv’d, that the Paper of the Lords Commifhoners 
of the Admiralty, does not fay a Word of the Ships ems 
ployed in chat Sea, which is partly the Caufe why they re. 
ckoned the Quota furnifhed by the State fo low, The 
Sentiments of the States General upon this Subje& have 
always been, that the Number of Ships which were to be 
equipped every Year in Common, ought to be regulated 
according to a reafonable Eftimate of the Enemies Force, 
and of the Ships which he could fend into the Mediterranean, 
the Channel or the North-Sea, fo that there was always a 
moral certainty that the Fleets and Squadrons of Great. 
Britain and this State, whether they atted in Conjunétion 
or feparately, wou’d be fuperior to thofe ot the Enemies, 
The Terms in Conjunttion or Separately were uled, becaule 
’cwas ever the opinion of the State, that the Ships of her 
Majefty and the States Genera} which thould be fent to 
Portugal and the Mediterranean ought to aét in Conjunétion; 
that the Security of the Channel ought to be left to her Ma- 
jefty’s particular Care 3 and that of the North-Sea to the 
States General. The Reafons affign’d for this, were be 
caufe Great Britain had a greater Intereft in Point of Com- 
merce, in the Channel, and could, by its fituation and the 
Conveniency of its Harbours, fend and keep Shipsthere 
more eafily than the State. And on the other hand the 
State, for the very fame Reafons, could fend and keep het 
Ships in the North-Sea with more Conveniency than Great- 
Britain. But cafes of Neceffity were always referved, in 
fuch manner, that if the Enemy, contrary to all expeé 
ation, fhould make any extraordinary Armament, and fend 
any Fleet or Squadrons into the Channel or North.Sea, 
then theSquadrons on both fides fhou'd join,in whole or in 
part, in the Channel or in the North-Sea, as occafion fhould 
require. It was not believed, that for fome Years paft, 
it was neceffary to keep a Squadron before Dunkirk, Expe- 
rience having fhewed us oftner than once, that there was 
very little Advantage to be reaped by it, and that ‘twas 
almoft impoffible fo to block up that Harbour, as to hindet 
Ships from getting out ef it, Befides, the laft Year, moft 
of the Duntirk Ships having failed to other Places, there 
was not enough left there to form a Squadron. 

As thefe Sentiments were well founded, they were for 
the moft part follow’d, and with good Succefs. The Proo 
of chis is evident ; for fince the LofS fuftain’d by France at 
rigo in 1702, and that which fhe fuffer’d in*the Sea — 
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quit Malaga in 1704, fhe has not been in a Condition to 
ytany confiderable Fleet to Sea; the only one they had 
hace, was in the Mediterranean, Anno. 170§, to fupport 
the Siege of Barcelona; but fo inconfiderable, that they 
setir'd upon fight of the Confederate Fleet, without dare 
ingto hazard a Battle, 

after having thus {hewn on what Foundations this State 
did annually regulate their Naval Equipments, it is pro- 

rto examine if it has furnifh’d its Quota in proportion 
tothat of her Breétifh Majefty, which certainly it has not 
done, if we may believe the Paper of the Commiffioners 
ofthe Admiralty Of Great Britain. But in the firft Place, 
uppefe there were nothing to be objeéted to the Lift of 
the Ships which they fay were furnifh’d by her Majefty, 
and that we take it on Truft as they have fet it down in 
their Paper 3 yet we mayask, Whether all the Ships which 
they fet down as employ’d in the Mediterranean and the 
Channel, were really needfull there? A Queftion which 
would not be altogether improper ; for there were fome 
Years wherein the Number of Ships employ’d for that §er- 
vice did very much exceed what her Majefty herfelf did 
propofe. For Inftance, they reckon 74 Ships for 1704, 
and 79 for 1705. yet the Propofals made by Admiral Mite 
cel tor thofe Years demand only 24 Ships from the State 
toanfwer 60 of her Majefty’s, both for the Service ofthe 
Mediterranean, the Channel,and the North-Sea. How comes 
it then that the Lords Commiffioners of the Admiralty 
donow reckon for her Majefty’s Quota 74 and 79 Ships 
for the Service only of the Mediterranean and the Channels 
and that they demand as the Quota of this State 44 Ships 
forone Year, 47 for another? We leave ittoevery Mans 

udgment, whether this Number of Ships would not have 

“én too great for theService we were to expeét from them, 
andto the Force which the Enemy could then put to Sea ? 
The Sentiments of the States were, that 24 Ships on their 
part, and 4e@ on that of her Majefty, would have been e- 
hough for the Service of thofe Years, 

It muft be obferv’d further, That of all the Ships which 
the State has furnifhed, there’s no notice taken in this 
Paper of any but fuch as jointly ferv’d with thole of 
her Maje fty in the Mediterranean orChannel,and not the leaft 
Mention of the North-Sea, the Care and Security of which 
Were lett alinoft intirely for fome Years to the States. We 
ae not to wonder after this, that the Number of Ships 
farnith’d by the States General appears fo fmall in the Pa- 
bet of the Lords Commiffioners of the Admiralty, when 
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compar’d with thofe of the Queen of Great Britain, Gince 
they cut off all chat ferv’d in che NorthSea, and mentiog 
only fuck as aéted in Conjunétion with her Majefty’s Ships 

This Omiffion, no doubt, gave occafion to thofe inw. 
rious Refolutions of the Houfe of Commons; and we have 
reafon to think they would never have come into ’em had 
they known the Reafons of the Stares; We may judge of 
this by the following Lift, that contains the true Number 
of Ships which the States have imploy’d during this Wag 
for the Common Caule in the Mediterranezn, the Channel; 
and the North-Sez. They areall Ships of the Line, withe 
out reckoning Frigats, or other Icfler Ships, did

ation, that they charge the State with not having furnith’d 


its ta for the Sea-Service. 
Th Secon Head relates to the Troops in Flanders, as to 
which {tis complain’d that the States General have not 0d» 
ferv’d the firft Proportion of Three to Two, which they 
agreed upon with the late King William ; That they have 
furnith’d 20,837 Men lef than their Quota; And that they 
have not fulfil?d the Condition for prohibiting Commerce 
and Correfpondence with France, on which the Troops of 
Augmentation were granted in 1703. For clearing of this 
Head, we thought ic would not be improper to fubjoin to 
this Memorial, theEftimate(mark’d No, IL) of the Forces, 
as well of the Queen’s as the St2tes General, that was de- 
liver’d intothe Houle of Commons, and upon which, a3 
far as we can judge, they founded their Refolutions. 

Our firft Remark on this Eftimate of the Forces is, That 
here they confound in a general Article the 44,992 Met 
which the States kept in Pay after the Peace ol Ry/wicky 
with the 34.866 Men whom they took again into their 
Service immediately after the Deash of King charles Ils 0 
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Suit; And that in the Year 1702, they have likewife mix'd 
the Troops which the States took into Pay that Year, with 


_ thofe they hired from feveral Princes the begigning of the 


Yeat before. Had not thefe things been confounded, it 
would have clearly appear’d, that the States had augmented 
their Troops with §0000-Men, long before Great Britain 


, made any confiderable Augmentation; which certainly 


ought to have been allow’d for in the Account, confider- 


ing the Expence the States had been at in maintaining, 


many Troops alone, 

We fhall not infift on other particular Miftakes in the 
fid Eftimate, but content ourfelves to fhew, that it doés 
noway prove what they pretend to prove by it. For Ex- 
ample, It does not thereby appear tkat the States turnifhed 
2,837 Men too few,or that the Queen of Great Britain 
had 13,892 too many for the War in Flanders. °Tis cer- 
tinly very furprizing, that fuch a Conclufion fhould be 
drawn ‘from an Eftimate, by which, on the contrary, it 
ippeats very plain that the States of the United Provinces, 
tho’ much inferiour in’ Power and Strength to Great Bri- 
tain, did not only turnifh and keepin Pay from the begin- 
ting of the War to this prefent Time as many Troops as 
that Crown, buta great many more. From hence we may 
eafily perceive, that this ftrange Conclufion was not ma- 
trally deduced from the'Premifes; but that to make ‘it 
out, they were forced to fuppofe Propofitions. 

I. That at the beginning of the War, the States obliged 
themfelves to furnifh in Flanders 60000 Men for the Fie! 
*%ainft 40000 to be furnifhed by Great Britain, and that 
e States fhould over and above maintain 42000 Men’ in 
Garrifon. 

Il, That theStates were obliged to contribute according 
this Proportion of 60 to 40, or 3 to 2, towards the Ex- 
Puce of the Troops which have fince been taken into the 

ice of her Majefty of Great Britainand the States. 

ut we cannot {ee by this Eftimate of the Trcops on 
What it is they pretend to found the fecond Propofition. 
As to the firft, I¢ feems to be founded on a Verbal Mef- 
age which King Willizm of glorious Memory fent to the 
arliament in 1702, by Mr. Secretary Vernem, and inthe 
Addrefs of the Houle of Commons, they fuppof: that aa 
Agreement was concluded on that Head, and we prefume 
that they nretend to draw the fecond Propofition as a Con- 
Gafion from the firft. 

Tis Certainly very ftrange, that they fhould make no 
tuple to charge the States without firft hearing them, 
With fo confiderabl« a Deficiency, and upon no other Proots 


faa a Verbal Meffage oc an Agreement, which is fup- 
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pofed to have been concluded, but without any Grounds 


themfelves having owned a little before, that *was never 
yet ratifiy’d. °Tis true, the States” were obliged to hold 
their Peace, tho’ Great Britain at the beginning of the 
War furnifhed no more than 40000 Men in the Nether. 
lands, which was fo greata Difproportion to what was fur- 
nifhed by this State, but ’tis no lefS true, that the States 
were obliged to fubmit to it, not by virtue of an Agrees 
ment or Convention, or becaufe ’twas reafonable, but be- 
caufe the Parliament: did not grant any more, The Rea. 
fons of which are known to all the World, and feveral Per. 
fons may ftill remember them. This Difproportion was fuf- 
ficiently complained of by the States, but they were obliged 
to have Patience and to comfort themfelves with Ho 

that if che War continued, it would be afterwards redreffed. 


But now to fhew that thefe two Propofitionsare very ill | 


grounded, we fhall only fay that we are very well affured 


itcan never be proved on the part of Great Britaza, that | 


the States General obliged themfelves to maintain 60000Men 
in the Field, and 42000 in Garrifon, nor that they own’d, 
which is the Effential point, that Great Britain would an- 
fwer all her Engagements, by furnifhing only 40000 Men 
for 102000 furnifhed by the State, nor that in fhore they 
ever agree to obferve this unequal Proportion for the Time 
to come, in maintaining the Tooops with which the Army 
in the Netherlands might afterwards be reinforced. 

Nor was there indeed -the leaft Reafon for this, Great 
Britain and the States are equally obliged by the 6th Ar 
ticle of the Treaty of the 3d of March 1678, and by the 
7th Article of the Treaty of the 11th of Nov, 1701, to 
afaft one another mutually with all their Strength and all their 
Forces by Sea and Land, and by the 4th Article of the Treaty 
of the Grand Alliance, they are likewife engaged to Sup 
port one avother with all their Strength. Great Britain was 
then as fhe is at prefent, beyond all Contradiétion much 
more Powerful than this State, and fince fhe could not ia 
the beginning of the War make good in Spain or in hal, 
what was wanting of her Troops elfewhere, as fhe has bees 
able to do fince, it isevident, that in order to fulfil the 
abovementioned Treaties of the 3d of March 1678. ofthe 
sith of November 1701, and of the Grand Alliance ; fhe 
ought neceffarily to have agumented her Troops in Flande 
coniiderably, and to have maintained an Army there fat 
more numerous than that of the State. It was the onf 
Place then where the Two Potentates had Armiés, am 
they would have obferved any reafonable Proportion, Out 
was the Place where it ought to have been dune, y 
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Asto the Nature of this Proportion, if they would have 
flowed by Land that which was eftablifhed by Sea, and 
ghich had aétually been obferved in the Number of the 
Troops mutuelly ftipulated by the faid Treaty of the 3d. 
of March 1578, in the firft {eparate Article, it ought tu 
‘fave been five to three ; that is to fay, that Great Britain 
gughtto have furnifhed 170000 Men againft to2c00, which 
itis pretended the States obliged themfelves to maintain 
in Flanders, for the Field andin Gatrifons, When we {ay 
i000 Men, we comprehefd the Guards and Garrilou 
neceflary in Great Britain, otherwife the Proportion might 
bye been reduced to 100000 Men, againft 600c0 of the 
State, which they pretend ought only to be reckoned in 
the Proportion, tho without any Foundation, as we fhall 
fe afterwards, but if they would follow the Proportion of . 
two thirds, which has been done on feveral other Occations 
during the War. In that Cafe Great Beitain fhotild have 
brought to the Field 120000 Men againft the {aid 6coo0, 
orrather fhe ought to have furnifhed 204000 Men againit 
102900 of the State, including the Guards and Garriions. 
In fhort, if inftead of feeking for the Proportion in the 
Augmentation of the Troops of Great Britain, with rela. 
tion to thofe of this State, they had rather chofe to feck it 
in the Reduétion of the Troops of the-State with relation 
to thofe of Great Britain, it witt-he found that the Stazes- 
General were not objiged to furnifh onthe Foot of three te 
ive, any more than 24000 Men, and on the Foot of one re 
two, only 200¢0, which would have fully anfwered cheir 
Proportion to the 40000 Men of Great Britain; whereas 
according to their own Eftimate faid before the Houle of 

mmons, they did tot furnifh only 6cooo Men, but in« 
deed 68,242 Men, befiders the 42000 for Garrilons. By 
which ’tis evident, that the Seate had no Reafon to fubmit 
t0a Propofition fo unreafonable as that befurementioned, 
orto be fatisfy’d with it. 

Suppofe now that the Statetonniving at fuch arn excefiive 
Difproportion, had engaged, as is pretended, at the begins 
hing of thé War, tofurnifh in the Netherlands 60000 Men 

ir the Field, and 42000 for Garrifons againft gc0co fur- 
nifhed by Great Britains it will by no means follow from 
thence, that fhe ought to fubmit to the fame Diipresortion 
with relation to the Troops wherewith the Two Poten- 
Mates have fince thought fic to Atgment their Forees in 
eder to puth on the War with more Vigour in Flandsrs. 

On the contrary, one would think that Great Pritarny, 
fonlidering the Fxcefs of this Difproportion, and the Good 
Will of the Srate to make the greareft Efforts at firft, in 
der t5 snittote others by her E24 nple, would have bred 
2 Bb ite 
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induced Voluntarily to take upcn her{tif the fole Burden 
of {uch new expences as might be judged neceffary for the 
Advantage of the Common Caufe, whether with re{nedt 
to the Nerderlands, or other Countries, till thac Difpto- 
portion had been entirely made up. 

And tho’, when "twas refolved to augment the Army in 
the Netherlands with 20000 Men, in the fecond Year of the 
War, Great Britain would not be prevailed with to take up» 
on herie'f the whole Charge of that Augmentation, yet the 
never pretended either then or fince, that the State was 
obliged to bear more than a Moyety. 
The Diftinétion made between the 60000 Men, which 

pretended fhould have ferved in the Field, and the 
42000 applied to Garrilons, well deferve a particular Re- 
mark. ’Lis pretended, that the 60000 Men only, ought 
to be confidered in the Proportion to be obferved between- 
the Troops of her Britifh Majefty, and thofe of the States 
General, asif the keeping of 42000 Men was only a pti- 
vate Charge, which ought not to be computed among thole 
of che War, 

But what is more unreafonable than this Pretenfion? 
fhe States was in a manner block’d up, at the beginning 
0! che War, by the Troops of France, which put her ta- 


Se! 


1 y a Neceflity of reinforcing her Garrifons, as is fap 
p ted, to 42000 Men, while Great Britain, by her happy 
Situation, could do with a far lefS Number, Where i 
there any Ground, whatReafon is there to pretend that the 
Stare fhould not bring their Troops into the Account with 
thole of her Britih Majefty? If notall of them, orat leaft 
fo many of them, as exceed the Number of Guards and 
Cjarrifons in Great Britain. Jt cannot be denyed, that when 
Two Allies of equal Power, engage to make War in Com- 
mon with all their Forces, osaibus virtbus, and that for 
Inftance, when one of the Two finds occafion for 2000 
Men more than the other, for his Garrifons, in this Cale 
*‘cwould be neither reafonable nor pofhible, that the one 
fhould take the Field with as many Troops as the other. 
How much lefs then when this Cafe falls out between Two 
Allies of wacqual Ability? And when he who has need o! 


20000 Men more for his Garrifons,is very much igferiout 
the other in Power? : 
But tuppole that che Garrifens of the Places belonging 


he State-ought not to be fec dowa, neither 1a whole 
or in part, in the Lift of the Troops furnithed againtt 
‘cwould ftill be a great Miftake to comptt 
them at 42ooMen for every Year of the War. "Tis tilt, 
that che Litt of the Garrilfons which is made. out early 
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m4ooco Men; but ’tis very wel) known, that as foon 3s 
ge Army was formed, immediately part of the Garrilons 
dthe Places which it cover’d, was drawn out; and that 
the reft, excepca few Regiments, were always order'd to 
ie in a readineis to March at the firft Command,to replace 
fych Regiments, as fhould fuffer moft in Sieges and Battles, 
ghich has been the Cafe almoft every Year: $0 that their 
High Mightineffes have heen obliged to be at the Charge 
ofkecruits and Waggons for a great part of she Regiments 
that were in Garrifon as wellas for thofe that were in the 
field. 

Itisas well known, that until the Reduétion of Brabcnt 
and Flanders; that isto fay, till 1706, a Flying Camp was 
form’d anually in Flanders out of the neighbouring Gar- 
tions which empty’d all thofe Garrifons in general above 
afull third part of their Men: That this Camp obliged 
the Enemy to keep a much greater Number of Troops in 
te Country of Wzes, and along the Canal of Bruges; and 
that fince 1706, it is fo far from being true, that che Gar- 
tilons of the States took up above 42000 Mea, that they 
never amounted to the third of ’em: All the reft are fent 
tothe Field, and this was the caufe why the Dominions 
ofthe Scate were invaded oftener than onces which would 
tothave happen’d, had their Garrifuns been ftronger. 

“Tis true, that part of the States Troops have been em- 
poy'din the Spanifh Garrifons; but fo have thofe of her 
Majefty ; and there they now aétually ferve as well as thofe 
ofthe StatesGeneral. And if fince the reducing of Lifle,. 
Turnay, and other Plices that have been conquer’d in Frenh 
Flanders;, and Artois, we have been obliged to put Gar- 
tifoas into them, thofe of the Spanifh Netherlands, which 
they now cover, have beenconfiderably leff-n’d Belides, 
the Eenemy has been thereby reduced to a Neceffity, for 
the Security of his Frontiers, to double his Garriloys in 
thole Places, and to extend them as far as the Soamme. It 
Ss wrong then to pretend, rhat the Army was weaken’d by 
Putting Garrifons in the conquer’d Towns 3 but e{pecially 
0 affirm, as the Commons have done, That the Srates 
€0 at this very time employ above 42000 Men in thoie 
Garriions. 

From all this’tis eafy to judge who is moft in the right, 
thofe who alledge, that during this whole War the States 
have had 29,837 Men too few in the Netherlands, and that 
“reat Britain has furnifh’d 13.892 too many ; or thole whe 
Malatain on the contrary, that Great Britain has not tur- 
nith'd the Money of what fhe ought to have done in the 
Netherlands, even tho’ it fhould be granted, as ’tis nor, 
atthe 42000 Men which are fuppos’d to be employ’d in 
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Garrifons, are not to be allow’d a place in the Accoung. 
The former go direétly againft the Treaties of the Third 
of march 1678, and of the 11th of November 1701. of the 
Grand Alliance, The latter ground themfelves upon thofe 
Treaties, and follow the Litteral Meaning of ’em: The 
former reject the Proportion heretofore receiv’d, and the 
latter abide by it : The former have no regird to the Dif. 
fere ce betwixt the Strength of the two nations, and the 
latter believe that according to the Tenour of the Treaties, 
their Strength isthe Rule of Proportion. The former, 
in fhort, ground themfelves upon a meer Verbal Meffage 
fent tothe Parliament, without the Knowledge or Confent 
ot the States; and the latter abide by the Treaties, and 
by what Reafon and the Strength of the one and the 
other State do plainly diétate, 

We agree that the Queen of Great Britain has, except 
in the Netherlands, and particularly by Sea, in Portugal, 
Spain, and Jraly, made greater Efforts than thofe of the 
States-General ; but we deny that therefore Great Britain 
has reafon to accufe the States of not having performed 
their Engagement, at leaft till fuch time as they prove to 
us, that theie greater Efforts elfewhere have exceeded 
their Deficiencies in the Netherlands, . 

And fince the Ear! of Strafford, Ambaffador Extraord+ 
nary and Plenipotentiary of her Majefty of Great Britain, 
has notify’d, That as to the Troops by which the Army in 
the Netherlands has been augmented fince 1703, her Ma 
jefty expeéts that the States General fhould reinforce their 
Quota to the Proportion of the Fifths egainft the 15,128 
Men fhe has aétually there in Pay, or that otherwife fhe 
will leff2n the Number af ’em to the proportion of t#0 
Fifths againft thofe of the State: We have thought pro- 
per, for the better underftinding of that matter, to 10) 
_ here the following Accopnt of the State of thole

Men was granted in 1703. In order to confute this Ob- 
jection alio, i¢ will be futhcienc to premife, that before it 
can beafhrmed, asisdone, that the States has been defici- 
ent in chat pterended Condition, it muft be proved that 
fhe accepted it, which fhe can never be proved to have 
done longer than for one Year. The State contented to 
that Prohibition, notwithftanding the Hardfhips they

There is alfo in the Addrefs of the Commons an Affer- 
tion int Faét, which might give occafion toa great Miftake, 
fit was paffed by without an Anfwer. They therein 
ifert, That by the War in the Netherlands the State has 
nade great Acquifitions, as well in Revenues, asin Terri- 
tories and Dominions, That out of the Revenues of thofe 
fich conquered Provinces, fhe might raife and maintain a 
confiderable Augmentation of Troops againft the Common 
Enemy,if they were duly apptyed for thatEnd ; but that the 
State inftead of employing 'em for that Ufe as they ought, 
laddiverted themto her own Eale,and for the maintaining 
her Quota, as the fame was regulated from the Beginning, 

Allthe World knows, and it cannot be unknown in Fag. 
land, that fince the Battle of Ramelies, French slanders and 
Anis have been the Theatre of the War; That Two 
Armies far moré numerous than thofe of any of che pre- 
ceding Years, have aéted and fubfifted there. That the 
Enemy continually raifed Contributions from them, and 
that the open Country is fo ruined by Foragings, raifing 
of Pioneers, Waggons, Horfes, and ftill more by Ravages, 
Plunders, demolifhing of Houfes, felling of Trees, ‘che 
Flight and Mortality of Men and Cattle, c. that twill 
require a very long Time to reftore it to a tolerable Con- 
dition. The Inhabitants of the Towns have alfo their 
fhare in all ¢hefe Calamities. They are oppreffed with nu- 
merous Garrifons, to which they are obliged to furnifh 
Lodging, Fire and Candle, Inftead of making any 
Proft by their Lands, they are obliged to maintain 
their Peafints at their own Charge, becaufe otherwife they 
would ftarve with Hunger, or abandon the Farms. The 
Commerce and Manufaétures, which were heretofore the 
principal Riches of Lifle and Tourmay are quite loft, the 
Workmen lay down their Employs, or are obliged by their 
extreme Poverty to lift themfelves in the Army. A Coun- 
tty {9 micrable muft be very unable to furnifh the State 
wherewith to maintain a yreat Numbers of Troops againft 
the Common Enemy, efpecially if we reckon the ordinary 
and indifpentible Charges, fuch as the repairing of Forti> 
ications and Buildings ruined or very much damaged by 
Sieges, and the tilling of Magazines exhaufted by the long 
Defence of Places, and other the like Charges at the Ex- 
Peace of the State. i 

But no’ to dwell upon general Arguments, it will be 
proper to take notice, that from the Year 1706, that is = 
ay, fince the taking of Wenin, the States have omer 
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thofe Conquefts (which ’tis pretended brought them in 
much Wealth) no more than 1,590,916 Livres; a Sum f& 
{mall in Comparifon of the Charges which they were o- 
bliged to be at for nee the Fortifications, and filling 
up the Magazines of Mentn, Lifle, Tournay, Doway, Be. 
Fn Aire, St. Venant and Bouchain, andtor the other Re. 

rations made within fix years time, to all the Places 
Forts and Cittadels of thofe Countries, that certainly 
none can affert with Juftice, that the fame has not been laid 
opt in that Country, 

*Tis plain that in England they have conceived fuch an 
Idea of the Revenue ot the Conquefts in Flanders, as is 
very remote from the Truth. The Town and Chaftellany 
of Lifle, with Doway, @rchies and its other Dependencies, 
is without Contradiétion the richeft Conquéft that has 
been made in the Netherlands. Yet the moft Chriftian 
King never raifed fromit, in Time of Peace, above 3 or 
400,000 Livres Flemifh Money, (which is 12 per Cent. lef 
in Value than that of Holland) whether under the Name 
of Aids, Domains, Fortifications or other ordinary Im- 
pofts, except only the Duties of Import and Export, of 
which, tho” a juft Eftimate cannot be made, becaufe they 
are included in the general Farm of the conquered Coun. 
tries, yet "tis certain they are at prefent upon a very indif- 
ferent Foot. The extraordinary Subfidies and the Capi- 
tation by which the Revenues of the King of France have 
been augmented to {upport the War, did not bring himin 
400,000 Livres per Annum Flemifh Money, from the Be- 
ginning of this Warto 1704. about which time it was aug- 
mented with $2,540 Livres per Annum, but under an ex- 
prefs Condition on the part of the States, and a promife on 
the part of the Court, that for this Augmentation, the 
Province fhould be free from all other kind of Impofts, 
and that the fame fhould ceafe as well as the Capitation 
and other extraordinary Aids, the yery Day the Peace 
fhould be proclaimed. This was all that the King of 
France could raife continually out of the Country. Not but 
that at feveral Times he has a€tually drawn feyeral other 
confiderabie Sums from it, by the Creation of a great 
Number ot Officers very burthenfometo the Eftates, Ma: 
pees and Communities or the Country, foafe having 

een made Hereditaries, and others redeemed again by 
the Eftaresand other Communities. But without examine 
ing whether fuch. Means be lawfully ufed in a Country 
where the Sovereign can levy no Money without the Cor- 
ent ot the Eftates, ir will be fufficient to fay, that thole 
Methods can be but once madeuleof 
we 
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We may fee by this, whether th, Houfe of Commons 
had any Ground to fuppofe in their Addrefs, that the 
Sate drew from her Conquefts in the Netherlands, fuch an 
Augmentation of Revenues as could maintain a great 
Number of Troops but that fhe applies it for her own Eafe, 
toward the farnithing her Quota, 

The 3d Article is no better founded than the Two pre- 
ceeding ones. They therein complain, that the State has 
not furnifhed what it ought for the War in Spain and 
Fortugal, and give Eftimates thereof, which are fubjoyned 
atthe End of this Memorial, and marked No. 3 and 4. 

If they have the leaf Equity, and any ways canfider the 
great Efforts, abovementioned, which have been made by 
the Stave in the Netherlands, they willagree no doubt, that 
itwas not reafonable to pretend that the States-General 
fhould ftill contribute to this other War, an equal fhare 
with her Britzfh Majefty, and that indeed it is not poflible 
for them to do it, Great Britain being much more powerful 
than this State, and fhe having neverthelefs contributed a 
great deal more than Great Britain to the War in the Ne- 
therlands, it was but reafonable and juft that Great Britain 
hhould make fome Compenfation elfewhere. If then fhe 
has contributed more than this State to the Affairs of Por- 
twaland Spain, this overplus ought to be confidered as a 
Supplement to make up what was wanting on her part to- 
wards the War in the Netherlands, and not as a Deficiency 
of the States towards the War in Spain or Portugal. 

By the Treaty concluded in 1703, the States obliged 
themfelves to fend thither, and to maintain there 4009 
Men, being the 3d part of 120¢0 promifed by that Treaty. 
They a€tually fent them thither, and kept them compleat 
till 1706. that the Theatre of the War was changed, and 
tranfported from the Frontiers of Portugal to the Kingdom 
Ot Valencia and Catalonia, This Change was made without 
the Knowledge of the State, and the only Share fhe had 
in it was the doubling of her Expence, to fend the Rein- 
forcements that were defigned for Portugal ta Spaz. The 

umber of Troops which the States have fent to Portugal 
Or Catalonia, fince the Treaty was concluded, amounts to 
1§,724 Foot, 3120 Horle, and 4563 Recruits, inall 23,807 

en as appears by the Lift hereunto annexed, and marked 
No. §. The Recruits which have been fent from hence 
to the Troops of the State, and thofe which have been 
levyed in the Country, by Lifting Flemings, Walloons and 
Germans that Deferted from the Enemy’s Army, were io 
Confiderable, that the Troops of the State were generany 
more compleat and fitter for §ervice thaa any of che other 
_ We 


Allies, 
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We agree, That byghe Treaty,Grest Britsin was nos 
obliged to furnifly above one Third of thofe 12000 M 
and that the Emperor was to make good the other Third. 
but itisknown, thatfrom the Beginning her Britih Maje. 
fty.took upon herfelr the Emperor’s whole Quota without 
any Concurrence on the part of this State: So that it is 
contrary to Reafon, thatthis Arricle fhould now be brought 
into the Account againft the States among the Efforts 
which her Majefty has made out of the Netherlands, The 
Freaty with Portugal obliges the States General only to 
one Third of‘ the 12000 Mea, and they made them good, 
After this, they did not oblige themfelves to any other 
Proportion than that of the Grand Alliance, and: of the 
Treaties of the zd of March 1678. and of the 11th of 
Noveyr, 1701. which oblige them to makeWar withail their 
Forces, and to procure to the utmoft of their Powera 
Reafonable Satisfaétion to the Emperor as to the Succefhion 
of Spain. This they have.alfo faithfully executed, fo that 
they can’t without [njuftice be denied the Feftimony of 
having in thisWar made their greateft Efforts, equal unto, 
and beyond their Allies Further, tho’ it fhould be allow’d, 
that the State ought to have fent more Troops to Catalonia, 
and alfo to have replac’d in Portugal thofe which march’d 
outof it in 1706, to. Spas, it muft neverthelefs be certain, 
according to all the Rules of Equity, that the confiderable 
Efforts fhe has made in the Netheriands, over and above 
what Great Britzim has done, would abundantly make up 
thofe pretended Deficiencies, 

Upon this ’tis fit toobferve, That inthe Addrefs of the 
Commons they reckon the extraordinary Charge of the 
War of Spain and Portugal to a very great Sum ; butas t 
that of the NetherJands, they fayno more, than that the 
extraordinaryCharges cf the War there came to 1,107,096. 
Srerling ; and that the Houfe of Commons could not make 
a Comparifon betwixt chat Sum and what the State had laid 
out for the fame End in the Netherlands, becaufe the Effi- 
mate of it was not communicated to them. But we may 
fupply that Defeét, by telling them here, That if Great 
Britain laid out very large Sums for the Extraordinaries 0 
the War in Spain and Portugal, the States General have alto 
laid out very great Sums for thofe of the Warin the Nsber- 


lands,viz, 65,86: 821 Livres; fo that chey exceed thole of 


Great Britain §2 683,755 Livres, reckoaing Elven Darth 
Giiders for One Pound Sterling, 

Perhapi it will be alledg’d here, That the States have 
rais'd great Sums by Contributions, Pafports, the Subfi- 
dies of Lieze and Limbourgh, and the Revenues of a part 
of the Uppss Quarter of Guejderland, that is in theif Po!- 
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tion ; but thefe Advantages (peedily vanith, when: bat- 
anced by the Contributions that are paid by the Inhabicants 
of Brabant and Flanders, fubje& to che State; by part of 
chofe who inhabit Two of the Seven Provinces ; by the 
Expence of the Fortifications and Magazines of Huy, 
Limbuurgh, Ruremond, Venlo, Steven{waert, Bon and Tyaere 
bach; by the new Works which they have added to feveral 
of thefe Places for the Good of the Common Caufe ; and 

the Expence of the Artillery and Ammunition of War 
for all the Sieges that have been made during this long 
and burdenfome War, none-of which are reckoned in the 
6,861,821 Livres abovementioned; and in fine, the Winter 
Quarters which the Auxiliary Troops of Pruffiz have taken 
each Year in the Upper Quarters of Guelderiand ; and the 
continual Marches of other Troops to and fro thro’.the faid 
Country, have fo ruin’d the Inhabitants, that they are.no 
longer able to pay their Taxes. 

The fourth and laft Head which remains to be examin’d, 
telates to the Subfidies which, during the firft year of the - 
War, were paid in equal Shares, and afterwards unequally 
byGreat Britain and the State; the Eftimate of it which 
was laid before the Commons is in the Paper annex’d, 
matk’d No: 6. Upon which we fhall obferve, 

1, That this Eftimate takes no Notice of the 40000 
Crowns per Annum which the Stztes General pay alone to 
the Bithop of Munjfer ; Nor of the 100000 Crowns which 
they have paid in the like manner annually to the Duke of 
Winemberg, from the year 1704, to the year 1709» Nor 
do they take. Notice of 400000 Crowns which the States 
General were obliged to pay to facilitate the Treaty with 
the King of Denmark, for Two ftated Obligations of a 
greater Sum that ought to have been reftored to the faid 
King againft an unftated Pretenfion according to the gth 
Ar:icle of the Treaty concluded with his Danifh Majefty the 
isth of fune 1701. Which Sum of 400000 Crowns might 
‘ery well] have been brought here to Account on the Part 
% the State, for feveral good Reafons. 

2 That by the Treaty with Portegal, Great Brstoin’ is 
Charged no higher than the State 3’ only that in che fame 
matiner, and for the fame Reafons that her Majefty thought 
“fo take upon herfelf the Emperor’s Quota of the 12000 
Men, the likewife charged herielf with his Quota and the 
“wohdes This Third may indeed be placed to the Emperor’s 
Account, but not to that of the States General ; and if ‘this 
be deducted as it dught to be the: Article of the Subfidies 
Pudto the King of Portugal by Great Britzin, in oppofition 
0 thofe of the Stare, will be reduced.to one half, which 
Makes a Diniinution of 2,722,222 Crowns, fo that the Dif- 
fer-ace 
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ference of the Payments between Great Britain and the 
State, will be nothing {0. great as ‘tis made in the Eftimate 
laid before the Houle of Commons, 

3- Suppofing nevertheless, that laying afide thofe jug 
Confiderations, we agree that Great Britzin has paid during 
the Ten yearsWar, 3,155,032 Crowns anda half more than 
the State, which will be little more than 300,000 Crowns 
per Annum, this overplus muft be owned to be very incon. 
fiderable, with refpett to the Difference there is between 
the Ability of the one and the other Stzte. Ic muft like. 
wife be granted, that the Stares by Paying the Moyety of 
the Subfidies toDenmark and others, are-in Proportion more 
burthened by the Payment of that Money, than Greate 
Britain is by what fhe has Paid over and above upon this 
Article. 

Nor ought we. to pafs over in Silence, that this State 
by charging herfelfat firft wich the Moyety of the Sub- 
fidies promifed to the King of Denmark and other Princes, 
has done more than ought to have been Demanded from 
her, but what fhe did in this Cafe fhould not have been 
drawn into Confequence for the other Treaties that wete 
afterwards to be. made, and fhe never obliged herfelf to 
pay indifferently the Moyety of all the Subfidies which fhould 

e promifed afterwards on the Account of the War. We 
may juftly fay on the contrary, that fhe had very good 
Reafons not to engage herfelf after that manner, if we 
confider that fhe is much inferiour in Ability to Great 
Britain, and the Treaties made in the preceding War with 
the Duke of Savoy, and other Princes, by which. it appears 
that the Proportion in the Payment of Subfidies granted tor 
carrying on the War, any where elfe than in the Nethe- 
jands, was for the moft part adjufted at two thirds for Great 
Britain to one third for this State; fo that confider the 
Matter which way you pleafe, Great Britain has no caufe 
of Complants in this Refpe&. We muft likewile obferve, 
that formerly, even in England, they very well underflood 
that this Proportion in the Subfidies and other Charges ot 
the War out of the Netherlands was not unreafonable, fince 
not only her Majefty took upon herielf the Emperors thare, 
in the Treaty ot Portugal, but likewife in the Treaty which 
the Emperor made with the Duke of Savoy, long before the 
State entered into it, her Majefty willingly charged her- 
felf two thirds of the Subfidies which were to be paid t0 
that Prince. 

This evidently fhews, that tho* the Inequality in the 
Payments of the §ubfidies and of other the Expences which 


her Majefty charged upon herfelf, fhould be conte 
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rtidn, asit is not, Great Britain could not with any 

yund now make it a Caufe of Complant againft this 

Sane, fince her Majefty did voluntarily charge herfe(f with 
thofe Payments. 

The Refult of all that we have now faid is this, Thae 
according to Treatiesand Alliances, Great Britain and this 
State are each of them obliged to employ all theirStrength in 
the prefent War 5 That fince the Quantum or Quota ofthe 
one and the other has not been regulated by any Conven- 
tion or Agreement; their Proportion neither ought nor 
an be regélated, but upon the Foot of their relpeétive 
Abilities ; That Great Britain is incontrovertibly 
more Powerfal than this State, and that from this 
Principle we have likewife an_ incontrovertible Right to 
conclude, that fhe ought to contribute more to all the 
Charges and Expernce of the War, Thatin every Re- 
fpe&t the State has fulfilled her Engagements with relation 
toGreat Britain; That in fome Places it has not contributed 
fo much as fhe, it has in others contributed a great deal 
more; That ifin general we can truly fay,that inProportion 
toher Strength, fhe has done at leaft as much as Great. 
Britain, or any Other of the Allies; That as Great Britain 
deferves high Commendation and a gratefull Acknowledg- 
ment for her generious Efforts, in favour of the Common 
Cafe, and tor the good Effeéts which by the Blefling of 
God have followed upon them; We likewife Truft, that 
every one who looks with an equitable and impartial Eye 
upon the Efforts which the States General have made on 
their Part, both before the War, and fince it began, tothis 
very Day, they will do them the Juftice toown, that they 
no way deferve what they are charged with by the Refolu- 
tions and Addrefs of the Houfe of Commons, and that in fhore 
it can neither with Reafon’ nor Juftice be demanded of the 
States, that notwithftanding the Expences they are at ia the 
Netherlands, which are incomparably greater than thofe of 
Great Britain, fhe fhould contribute aqually with her in 
other Countries, and that Great Britain {hould only contri- 
bute tothe Charge of the War by Sea, in Proportion of 
five to three, and not do the like in other Cafes. . 

We don’t believe that we ought to take for a Reflection 
on the State, what the Houfe fays in their Addrefs, * That 
* thofe who have all the Profit of the War, can’t eafily be 
© Difpofed to deprive themfelves of it, and that the truc 
* Reafons why fo many People Delight in a War, which 
‘bring annually from Great Britain a rich Harveft into 
* their Granaries, are eafy to be guefled at” For Befides 
that thofe Words cannot be applyed to the State, with the 


lcaft thadow of Reafon, weare able to prove a 
tiosy, 
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tibly, by a.great Number of the Queen’s Speeches 

Par tament, and by the Addrelics af both “Houter tee 
Great Britain, as well as this State, thought is was Abfotutly 
neceffary to pufhon the War with Vigor, The States 
could ‘not defire, the Continuation of a War, the Expence 
cof which fhe is {carce able to bear, andfrom which fhe rea 
mo Advantages capable to make up her Loffes by it; On 
‘the contrary fhe has always wifhed, and does now wih from 
the bottom of her Heart, for fuch a Peace, as may in fome 
Meafure compeniate the Treafure,and Blood it has cof 
her, as may anfwer the Bleffing which God Almighty has 
been-pleafed fo abundantly to give to the Arms of the 
Confederates, and as may, humanely {peaking, afcertain 
the Peace of Europe, againft the exorbitant Power of Frame, 
without which, we fear the War has been begun and carryed 
on to little Purpole. 

We might aifo prove here by very good Arguments, 
that the abovementioned AddrefS, in the Refleétions upon 
the State on the Head of the Barrier-Freaty, contains very 
falfe Propofition ; but beiides that, we have a Right to 
ftand by that Treaty which was concluded and ratifyed with 
all the due Formalities, we don’t think it to the Purpoleto 
enter at. prefent into the Difcufhon of that Matter, and fo 
much the lefs, becaufe there’s a Negotiation on Foot, to 
fee if by any Explanation or otherwife, the Objedtivas 
which at pretent'feem to be made againft it on the part 
Of Great Britain can be removed.

4 Letter from the States General to the Queen of Great Britains &ev 
Dated Hague June 5. 1712. N.S. 


MADAM, 
FTER all the Proofs which Your Majefty has given during the 
Courfe of your glorious Reign, of your great Zeal for the 
publick Good, and of your Adherence to the common Caufe of 
the High Allies ; after fo many Marks you have had the Good 
ui to give us, of yourtender Affeétion, and of your Friend- 
hipto our Republick; and after the repeated Affutances you 
lave given us, and that very lately too, of your Intentions 7has 
jour Troops foou’d a against the common Enemy, until the War was 
concluded by aGeneral Peace: Itis impoffible we fhou’d not be 
furprifed and affli&ted by Two Declarations we have lately receiv'd, 
oe after anothey, in the Name of Your Majefty; the firft by 
the Duke of Ormond your General, that He could undertake nothing 
without New Orders from you; the other by the Bifhop of Briftol; 
your Plenipotentiary to the Congrefs at Urrecht, That Your Maje- 
) perceiving that we did not per ad we ought, the Propofals which 
Ju bad made us, and that we would not af in Concert with your Mini- 
hers, om the Subjelt of Peace, you mould take your Meafures apart: And 
thet you did not look upon your felf to be wow under any Obligation 
whatever, with Refpelt to us. 

As foon as we had Notice of thofe Declarations, we fent 
Orders to our Minifter who has the Honour to refide at Your Ma- 
ifty’s Court, to reprefent to you the Reafons of our Surprile, and 
the Confequences of thofe Declarations, and to requeft you with 
GatRefpeét which we alwayshad, and which we fhall for ever 
‘itettain for your Royal Perfon, that you would give other Or- 
ders to the Duke of Ormond, that he may aét with all pofiible 

gour, according to the Exigency of the War; and that Your 
Majefty won’d have the Goodnefs to entertain other Sentiments of 
ts than thofe which che Bifhop of Briftol has declared to our Ple- 
Upotentiaries at Utrecht. ; 

But the more we confider thofe Declarations, the more im 
Pottant we find them, andthe more we apprehend their Confe- 
ences: Therefore we could not forbear applying our felves 
Oy this Letter direétly to Your Majefty, hoping chat you will con- 
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fider it, as we ptomife our felves you will, both from your 
great Prudence and Wifdom, and from your fo much fam’d 2e3) 
forthe pnblick Welfare; particularly from your ufual Friendfhip 
and Affection for us and our Republick. 

We proteft before alt things; that as we ever had a true 
Friend fhip, as well as the higheft Refpeé& for Your Majefty, anda 
fincere Affetion to all your Interefts, with an earneft Defire to 
live in a perfeét good Underftanding and Union with yous we 
have ftill the fame Sentiments, and fhall always preferve them, 
wifhing for nothing more, than tobe able to give Your Majefty 
the moft convincing Proofs of it. 

After this, we pray Your Majefty to confider, according to 
your great Penetration, whether we have not juft Ground to be 
furpris’d, when we fee a Stop put, by an Order in Your Majefty’s 
Name, without our Knowledge, ta the Operations of the Conte. 
derate Army, the fineft and ftrongeft which, perhaps, has been 
in the Field during the whole Courfe of:the War, and provided 
with all Neceflaries to aét with Vigour; and this after they bad 
march’d, according to the Refolution taken in concert with Your Maje- 
{ty’s General, almost upto the Enemy, witha great Superiority both 
as to the Number and Goodnefs of Troops, and animated witha 
noble Courage and Zeal to acquit themfelves bravely ; fo that, in 
all human Appearance, and with the Divine Affiftance, which we 
have experienc’d fo vifibly on fo many other Occafions, we 
fhould have been able, either by Battel or Sieges, to gain great Ad- 
vantages over the Enemy, to have better’d the Affairs of the Al- 
lies, and to facilitate the Negotiations of Peace. : 

We flatter onr felves indeed with the Hopes which the D. 
of Ormond has given us, That in a few Days he expeéts other 
Orders ; butin the mean time weare forry to fee one of the f- 
me{t Opportunities lof, being uncertain whether we fhall have an- 
other fo favourable, fince the Enemy have Time given them 
to fortify themfelves, and take their Precautions, while the 
Army of the Allies lies ftill without Aétion ; and con fuming the 
Forraze all round, deprive themfelves of the Means of fubfift- 
ing, for Time to come in thofe Places, wliere, by Concert, the O- 
Perations ot the Campaign were defign’d ; which may make fuch 
Entetprizes impofiible hereafter, as were pratlicable now, and 
conlequently render the whole Campaign unfuccefsful, vo the in 
eftimable Prejudice of the common Caule of the High Allies 

Certainly when we confider the Army, as it really iss com- 
pos'd of the Troops of YourMajefty and the other Allies, join'd 
together by commowConcert, to a& for the greateft Advantage 
and Furtherance of the common Caufe, and the Affurances whic 
Your Majefty bad given us by your Letters, by yous Mini 
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and laft of all by your General the De of Ormond, of your Intentions 
shes your Troops fhould be erdered to a& wish their ujual Vig our, as well 
as the Engagements into which your Majefty is entered, not onl 
with Refpeét to us, but alfo feparately and jointly with us, in relpeg 
tothe other Allies, *tis very dithcule for us to conjecture and 
conceive, how an Order fo prejudicial to the common Caule, gi- 
ven fo fuddenly, without our Knowledge, and undoubtedly too 
without the Knowledge of the other Allies, can agree and 
confft with the Nature of an Alliance, and with thofe A fluran- 
ces and Engagements juft now mentioned. For tho’, according 
to the Declaration of the Bifhop ef Briftol, Your Majefty holds 
your feif to be difengaged from every Obligation with Regard to 
ui, ‘tis plain chat the Matter now in Queftion is not our particular 
Intereft or Advantage, but rhat ofall the Allies, who will fuffer 
by the Prejudice which an Order fo little expeéted muft needs 
bring to the common Caufe. 

But, Madam, we cannot forbear telling Your Majefty, that 
the Declaration made by the Bifhop of Brijfol, at Usrecht, has no 
lel furpris’d us, than that of the Duke of Ormond in the Army. 
It appears to us fo extraordinary, that we know not how to recon- 
cile it with the great Goodnefs and Kindnef$ which Your Majefty 
bas always honour’d us with; and not being able to conceive 
how fuch a fudden Change could happen, with Refpec to us, we 
are not only furprizd, but afllitted at it. We have caretully 
examia’d our Condu&, and find nothing in it that can have given 
Ground to that Diffatisfa&tion which Your Majefty exprefics with 
us by this Declaration. 

From the very Firft Day that Your Majefty afcended the Throne, 
we teftify’d all the Deference thatyou could defire from a State in 
Friendfhip aud Alliance with you. We carefully fought after 
jour Amity and Affe@tion, and confidering the happy Eifects which 
# good Intelligence, Harmony, and Union betwixt Your Majefty 
and us, and rhe Two Nations, might produce, and haye really 
Produc’d, and the Advantage which refulced from thence to both, 
4 well asto the common Caule of all the Allies, we made it our 
Bufinefs heartily to cultivate ’em, and more and more to gain 
Your Majefty’s Confidence, and to conform our felves to your Sen- 
liMents as much as poffibly we could. 

We think that we gave a fignal Proof of this, particularly 
With Regard to the Negotiations of Peace; fince not only at- 
lt we were inform’d of the Conferences formerly held in Fx- 
tlaud upon this Subjeét, we did expeét that Your Majefty would 
give us an Account of them ; having this firm Confidence ia 
Your Friendfhip for our Republick, and io your Zeal for the 


of the common Caule, that nothing would be done fo pre- 
Dd2 judice

udice us, nor the other Allies; but alfo when Your Majefty com. 
municated to us the preliminary Articles fign’d by M. Mef- 
magéer in England, and when you propos’d co us the Calling and 
os a Congrefs for a General Peace, and requir’d of us to 
granc for this End neceflary Pafports for the Enemies Minifters, 
we confented to it, tho’ we had many Reafons, which to ug 
feem’d very well grounded, notto enter into fucha Treaty with- 
Out a better Foundation, or, at leaft, without the Concurrence 
of the other Allies: But we preferr’d Your Majefty’s Sentiments 
to our own, in order to give you a New Proof of our Defe- 
rence. 

We did no lefs, with Refpeét to the Difficulties which were 
ftarted on the Subject of the TREATY of Mutual Guaranty for 
THE SUCCESSION OF THE PROTESTANT LINE to Your Ma- 
gefty’s Kingdoms, and for our BARRIER ; a TREATY of uch in- 

ortance tothe Two Nations, that we look upon it 4s she Strongefl Tye 
shat could be thought on 10 unise for ever the Hearts aud Imterefts of 
Borh ; concluded after the matureft Deliberation, and ratify’d on 
both Sides in the moft authentick Form: For tho’ we might have 
ftood to the Treaty as it was, yet we entered into a Negotiation 
upon thoie Difficulties, and particularly on the Point of the Af- 
ento, concerning which we gave our Plenipotentiaries fuch In- 
ftructions, that we no longer doubted but all the Difficulties would 
Have been adjufied to mutual Content, and that we fhould thereby 
have entirely regain’d Your Majefty’s Confidence; and the 
gather, becaufe in the firft Place, when the Meetizg of ¢ Congre/s 
for a General Peace in Hand, Your Majefty declar’d to us by 
your Ambaflador, That you defir’d no more than our Concurrence in 
thas fingle Point, and this only Mark of our Confidence, and thet 
then you would give us ftrong and real Proofs of your Affettion tt 
woards us, and of your upright Intentions, with Re/pe to the common 
Caufe of all the Allies; and that afterwards, when the Difhculties 
about the Succeffion and the Barrier were rais’d, Tour Majefly 
did likewife afjure us, that if we would remit fometbing upon the moi ¢)- 
ential Points, and particularly about the Affair of she Affiento, it 
would be the true Way ro re-eftablifh a mutual Confidencce 
which being once reftored, Your Majefty would take particular- 
ly to Heart the Interefts of this State, and af in Conjunto 
with as inthe whole Negotiation, to obtain an Honourable, Good, 
and Sure Peace. 

But we find our felves very much out in our Expeétation, fince 

at the very iame Time, when we made the greateft Advances (c- 
wards Your Majefty and that we did verily believe we fhould come 
toan Agreenent about the Points in Difference, we fee the Early) 
Strafford. gone without finifoing shat Affair , we fee the Army ftopp'é the 
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the Beginning of its Career; and we bear @ Declarati ich 
tour Majesty looks upon your felf to be difengag’d from #U Ybligations 
with us; for which the Reafons alledg’d are, Phat te have not 
gifwered, as we ought, the Advances which Your Majefty made too 
wards ws, and that we would not af in Concert with your Mi- 
nifters about the Peace. 

If Your Majefty will be pleas’d to took with a favourable and e. 
quitable Eye upon eur Condutt, we flatter our felves, and have 
afirm Confidence, teat you will find nothing in it which can give 
you fuch difadvantageous Ideas and Thoughts of us; but chat 
you will rather find, that we have perform’d, and do ftill pere 
form all chat we are bound to, asGood and Faithful Allies ; and 
particularly to Your Majefty. 

What we have faid already, might perhaps be fufficient to 
perfuade you of it; but we muft add, that having always efteem’d 
Your Majefty’s Affeétion, and a good Harmony betwixt the Two 
Nations, as one of the flrougeft Supports of our State, and of the 
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n Proteftant Religion, and as one of the mo effetiusl Methods to nain- 
e tain and advance our common Interefts, and thofe of the whele Confede- 
jn racy; and this fincere Opinion being firmly imprinted on our 
he Hearts, we were never backward to communicate and confult in 
le allConfidence with Your Majefty and your Minifters, upon the 
id Affairs of the Peace, according to the Foundations laid down 
Ny in the Grand Alliance and other Treaties. We declare, that we 
ne have always been inclinableand ready to duit, andare fo ftill, as 
5 far as we can, without Prejudice to the other Allies, and without de- 
y parting from, or ailing agains the Engagements, Treaties, and Alii- 
m ances which we bave enter d into. 
at But, Madam, all the Propofals hitherto madetous upon that 
18 Subje&, were couch’d in very general Terms, without communicating 
om to wsthe Refult of the Negotiasions betwixt Your Majefly’s Minifters 
ies and thoje of France; nor even your Majefty’s Thoughts about the 
fly Subjeit, which we ought to have concerted together. *Tistrue, thatin 
¢- fome of the laft Conferences, Your Majefty’s Minifters demanded 
ut toknow whether ours were furnith’d witha full Power, and autho- 
ce risdto draw upaPlan for the Peace ; but it had been juft, before 
it fuch a Thing was demanded of us, That they fhould have communica- 
son ted the Re/ult of the Negotiations, fo long treat:d of betwixt Your Ma- . 
od, yily’s Minifters and thofe of the Enemy; or at least, they foonld bave 
told us Your Majefty’s Thoughts. 
ie Had that Plan related only to Your Majefiy’s Interefl and Ours, we 
te foouid perbaps bave been in the Wrong not to have forthwith come into 
me it, tho’ evenin that Cafe the Affair would not have been with- 
lof Out its Difficulties, fince the leaft Notice of it which fhould bave 
‘ come io the Enemy, muSl bave been very prejudicial: But as the Plan in 
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Queltion concerned the IntereS of all the Alies, and almoft all Europe, 
we had very ftrong Apprehenfions, That as the particular Negosiati. 
ons betwixt Your Majefty’s Minifters and thofe of France, and the 
Readine/s with which we confented to the Congrefs at Utrecht, and to 
the giving of Pafports to rbe Enemy's Minifiers, bad already occafioned 
abundance of Sufpicions, and much Uneafine/s to His Imperial Majefly 
and the otber Allies: We fay, we apprehended that His Imperial 
Majefty and the other Allies coming to know (which would have 
been very difficult to concéal from ’em) the Concert betwixt 
Your Majefty’s Miniftersand Ours for a Plan of Peace, and that 
before the Minifters of France had given 4 fpecifick Anfwer to the 
Demands of the Allies, their Sufpicions and “Uneafine{s would bave 
imcreas’d, and that Way of Proceeding might bave given them Ground to 
entertain Prejudicial Thoughts, as if it had been THE INTENTION 
OF YOUR MAFESTY AND VS, TO ABANDON THE GRAND 
ALLIANCE AND THE COMMON CAUSE, or at leaSt thas WE 
ALONE took upon us to determine the FATE of aH the OTHER 
ALLIES, by which His Imperial Majefty and the other Contede- 
rates might have been pufhed on to SEPARATE MEASURES, and 
to take fuch Steps as would be no ways AGREEABLE to Your Me 
jefty’s Intereh. 

We thought thefe Reafons ftrong enough to juftify Our Condué 
to Your Majefty on this Head; and if we did not enter, with 
all the Readinefs which you might have wifhed for, into the Con- 
cert propofed, we hope that at moft, Your Majefty will look 
npon our Backwardnefs, only as an Exce/s of Prudence or of Scruple, 
and not in the leaft as a Want of Confidence in Your Majefty ; while 
the Allies might have confider’d ic as a DEPARTING from the 
Treaties, and particularly fromthe Eighth Article of the Grand Alliance. 
We alfo hope that Your Majefty, for the Reafons here ailedg: 
ed, will lay afide thofe hard Thoughts of Us, as if We bad not 
anfwered as we ought, the Advances which Your Majefly made towards 
Us, and that We wou'd not af in Concert with Your Minifiers, upop 
the Subjed of the Peace. But, Madam, tho” Your Majefty thould 
not acquiefce in Our Reafons (of which however We cannot 
doubt) We pray Your Majefty to confider Whether thas be fufficient 
for Tour Majefty to think that YOU ARE DISENGAGED from ali 0- 
bligations with Refped to Us ? 

Had we a&ted againft and comtravened the Engagements and Tres 
ties which we had the Honour to conclude with Your Majefty, We 
might have expeéted from Your Goodnefs and Juftice, that You 
would have reprefented thofe Contraventions to Us, and not have 
looked upon Your (elf to be Difengaged, till fach Time as We had 
refufed to give all mecefjary Redre{s, But as We did no Ways ENGAGE 
JO ENTER with Your Majejity intoa CONCERT to draw up 8 ~ 
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of Peace, without the Participation of the other Members of the 
Grand Alliance, the BackwardnefSs We have fhewn upon that Head, 
cannot be looked upon as a Comtravention of Our Engagements, and 
therefore cannot ferve to DISENGAGE Your Majefty from Yours, 
pith Refpet to Us, fince We are verily perfuaded that We have 
fully anfwer’d allQur Treaties, and all Our Alliances, both with 
Your Majefty, and with the High Auiesin general; and that We 
bave done more in this prefent War, than could in Fuftice and Equity bave 
been expeFed from Us. All the Difference betwixt Your Majefty and 
Us in this Point, is no more, if rightly confider’d, than a Dif- 
parity of Sentiments. 

‘In Truth, Madam, If for SUCH A CAUSE berwixs Poten- 
tates, ally’d and united together by the flrongelt and firiftelt Ties of Alii- 
ance, IntereS and Religion, any One of thofe Potentates could QUIT all 
their Engagements, and DISENGAGE themfelves from allsheir 0- 
bligations, there’s no TIE SO STRONG which mayn’t be broke at any 
Time, and We know of no Engagements thatCOULD BE RELYED om 
in Time te comes 

We affure Our felves, that when Your Majefty confidersthe 
Confequences, You will not PERS/STin whe Declaration which the 
Bifhop of Briftol bas made: We befeech You with all the Refped 
and allthe Earneftne{s of which We are capable, that You would 
not; and alfo that Tou would be pleafed to revoke the Order given to 
the Duke of Ormond, if it be not revoked already, and that You 
would authorife him to a& according to Occurrences, andas the 
Exigency of the War, and the Advancement of the Common 
Caufe fhall require. 

We alfo requeft You, Madam, toCOMMUNI/CATE to Us the 
RESULT of the Conferences betwixt Tour Minifters and thofe of the 
Enemy, or at Jea8 YOUR THOUGHTS upon the Peace, and We will 
endeavour to give Your Majefty all imaginable Proots of Our De- 
ference fer Your Sentiments, and of Our fincere Detire co preferve 
Your valuable Friendfhip as much as we can, without ACTING CON» 
TRARY IOTHE FAITH of the Engagements into which We have 
ede by Treaties and Alliances, with Your Majefty, andoches 
otentates. 

We are firmly perfuaded, that it is not Your Majefty’s In- 
tention in any manner to break them, fince You have always 
been of the fame Opinion with Us and the other Allies, That 4 

00D UNION betwixt the Abies, not only DURING THE PRE 
SENT WAR, byt aljo after the PEACE foal be concluded, is, and ale 
Piys will be the moft folid, and even the only Method to PRESERVE 
the LIBERTY gnd Independency of all togetber, and of every one im 
Particular, againft the GREAT POWER of Franse.

HE Principal Congregations of the Fremb 

Proteftant Refugees in the Cities of London 
and Weltminfter, having appointed a Committee of 
Twelve Perfons toconcert fuch Meafuresas fhould 
be thought proper to follicit the Crown of Great-Bri- 
iia powerfully to fupport their Intereft in the Ne- 
gotiation of Peace; And this Committee being in- 
form’d, That fome unlucky Doubts had been ftarted 
and an Odious Parallel made between the French 
Refugees, and the Subjects of Gr. Br. who had been in 
open Rebellion, and were Refugecs in France. They 
did thereupon draw upa Petition and Reprejentation, 
which on Monday the 21ft of April, was by che Earl 
! Dartmouth, Secretary of State laid before Her

* In the firft Place, the publick Exercife of the 
Romifh Religion is forbidden by the Laws of Yous 
MAJES TY’s Kingdoms ; whereas that of the 
Proteftant Religion was allow’d by Authority ia 
France, and founded upon perpetual and irrevoca 
ble Edi&s, of which the Kings, Your MAJESTY’ 
Predecetiors of Glorious Memory, were beeome 
GUARANTEES; and which had been executed, 
in a Continual Pofleffion, for above a Hundred 
Years. 
“ Secondly, The Eftates of the faid Englifh anf 
hifh were confifcated upon Account of their Re 
beion ; whereas the French Proteftants were never 
wanting in their Duty and Loyalty to their Sote 
reign. 
‘ {hirdly, The withdrawing of the Englifo and 
lrifo was Voluntary, whereas the French Protes 
fiants were forc’d to fly: The former might, af- 
ter their Rebellion, have enjoy’d the Benefit

‘nadiers and the Piquet formed 2 other Columns, 
‘between that of the Dragoons and the Lines of Com- 
‘munication. The 2 Columns were fapported by 30 
‘other Batallions, followed by all the reft of their 
‘Horfe and Foot. And in this Order the Enemg 
‘advanced towards our Intrenchmenr, 
‘We cannonaded them as vigoroully as was poff- 
‘ble with our 6 Cannon, which were placed on 2 
‘Batteries in the Centre, and the Enemy anfwered 
‘with fume Pieces which they had before their Right 
‘Wing on an Eminence. My Lord Albemarle tent 
‘Notice from time to time of the Enemy’s Motions

Agrecable to the Principles of the Emperor and 
the Dutch, the Right to Crowns does not go by 
Proximity of Blood, or the moft Authentick Ti- 
tless but only according to what beft faits the In- 
terefts of. the Court of Vienna and the States Ge- 
neral. To fear the Aggrandizement of any Power, 
is enough for them to arm all Ewrope againft a 
Prince declar’d by Nature, and eftablifh’d by Pro- 
vidence, to be Heprs to his Anceftors.

The Houfe of 4ufiria is happy, that this Max: | 
im which fhe pleads now, was unknown 200Years

to demonftrate, that it cannot be fnatch’d away 
from him, The firft appears, in that his Right ts 
eftablifh’d by the Law of Nature; that of the Land 
by Cuftom, and the Will of Charles I. confrm’d 
by the joinc Suffrages ot all the States of the Mo- 
narchy, whofe Bulinefs it is, according to the Au- 
thor of the Sighs, to confirm, or difannul all Dit: 
pofitions made by the Kings of Spaim, The En: 
perar has Nothing to plead in Bar of thefe ftrong 
Fitles, but the Renunciation of Maria Therefa vi

For ff, according to the Remarks of the Author

EWIS, by the Grace of GOD, King of France 
and Navarre, To all who fhall fee thefe Pre. 
fents, Greeting. The Sueceffes which it hath pleas’d 
God to heap upon Us during the Courfe of our 
Reign, are fo many Motives unto Us to confult, not 
only for the prefent, but future Times, the Wel- 
fare and Tranquility of the People enerufted ¢o 
our Government by the Divine Providence, whole 
Impenetrable Decrees let us only fee that we ought 
not to repofe our Confidence either in our Forces, 
the Extent of our Dominions, or in a numerous 
Pofterity, and that the Bleffings we receive from 
the Bounty of God Almighty, have no other Foun- 
dation than that of his Will. Neverthelefs, as it 
is his Determination that the Kings he hath cho- 
fen to guide his People, fhou’d provide againft fuch 
Events as ar€ capable of producing Diforders and 
moft bloody Wars, that they may obviate thote 
Evils, by the Light they derive from the Divine 
Witdom ; We fulfil his Decrees, when, amidft 
the univerfal Rejoycings of our Kingdom, We 
forefee as a thing poffible a melancholly Event, 
which we pray God for ever to divert.

All which, as well as 
any Buildings there made, in the Condition they noware, 
and likewife all Fortrefles there ereéted, either before or 
fince the French feized the fame. fhall, within Six Months 
fromthe Ratification ot the prefent Treaty, or fooner, if 
pofhble, be well and truly deliver. d to the Briti{h Subjects, 
having Commifhon from the Queen of Great Britain, todey 
mandand receive the fame, entire and undemolifhcd, toge. 
ther with all the Cannon and Cannow-Ball which are theres 
in, as alfo witha Quantity of Powdery ifit be there found, 
in Proportion to the Cannon-Ball, and with the other Pro- 
Villon of War ufually belonging to Cannon, Itis however 
provided that it may be intirely free for the Company of 
Quebec, and ail other the Subjeéts of the moft Chriftian 
King whatfoever, to go by Land, or by $ea, whitherlocver 
they pleafe out of the Lands of the faid Bay, together with 
all their Goods, Merchandizes, Arms, and: Effetts, of what 
Nature or Condision foever, except fuch things as above 
referved in this Article, But itis agreed on both fides, to 
determine within a Y ear, by Commiffaries to be torthwith 
named by each Party, the Limits which are to be fixed be» 
tween the faid Bay of Hudjon, and the Places appertaining 
to the French; which Limits boththe Arinfb and French sub» 
jeéts fhall be.wholly forbid to pafs over, or thereby to go 
to each other by Seaor by Land. The fame Commiffa ies 
fhallalf® have Orders to defcribe and fettle in like manner 
the Boundaries between the other Britifh and French Co- 

lonies in thofe parts. Bie 
XI. The above-mentioned moft Chriftian King hall sake 
care thatSatisfaion be given,according to theRule oiJuftice 
and Equity, to the émglifh Company Trading go the Bay oF 
Hudfon, for al Damage and Spoil done to their Colonies, 
Ships, Perfons, and Goods, by the Hoitile Jacurfions and 
Depredations of the French, in time ot Peace, an Eftimate 
being, made thereof by Commiffaries to be named at ce 
Requilition ofeach Party. The tame Comimitiaries thai 
moreover inquire as well into che Complaints 0! the Brits 4 
Subjeéts concerning Ships taken by the Frenc in Cine of 
Peace, as alfo concerning the Damages fultained lake eat 
in the Ifland called Mont([er at, and others,as into tholc -~ 4 
of which the Freneh Subjects complain, relating to the Ca. 
iJ pitulation 
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Pifulaiton in the Mfland of Nevis, and Caftle of Gambia, 
allo to French Ships, if perchance any fuch have been taker 
by Britifh Subje@s in time of Peace. And in like manner 
Meo all Difputes of this kind, which fhalt be found to have 
arifen between beth Nations,and which are not yet endeds 
and due Juftice fhall be done on both fides without delay, 
XIf. The moft Chriftian King fhall take care to have 
delivered to the Queen of Great Britain, on the fame Day 
that the Ratifications of this Treaty fhall be exchanged, 
Solemn and Authentick Letters, or Inftruments, by virtue 
whereof it fhall appear that the Ifland of $t, Chriftopher isto 
be poffeffed alone hereafter by Britifh Subjeéts, likewife all 
Nova Scotia or Accadie, with its ancient Boundaries, as alfo 


~ the City of Port Royal, now called Annapolis Royal, and all o- 


ther things in thofe Parts, which depend on the faid Lands 
and Iflands, together with the Dominion, Propriety, and 
Poffefion of the faid Ilands, Lands, and Places, and all 
Rights whatfoever, by Treaties, or by any other way ob- 
tained, which the moft Chriftian King, the Crown of France, 
or any the Subjeéts thereof, have hitherto had to the faid 
Vflands, Lands, and Places, and the Inhabitants of the fame, 
are yielded and made over to the Queen of Great Britain, 
and to Her Crown for ever, as the moft: Chriftian King 
doth at prefent yield and make overall the particulars above- 
faid 3; and that in fuch ample manner and form, that the 
Subje&s of the moft Chriftian King fhall hereafter be ex- 
cluded from all kind of Fifhing in the fa'd Seas, Bays, and 
other Places, on the Coafts of Nova Scoti2, that is to. fay, 
on thofe which lye towards the Eaft, within 30 Leagues, 


beginning from theffland commonly called Sabie,inclufively, 


and thence ftretching along towards the South-Weft. 

XII. The Iiland called Newfoundland, with the adjacent 
Iflands, fhall from this time forward, belong of Right whol- 
ly to Britains and to thatend the Town and Fortre!s of 
Placentia, and whatever other Places in the faid Ifland, are 
in the Poffeffion of the French, fhall-be yielded and given 
up, within Seven Months from the Exchange of the Ratif 
cations of this Treaty, or fooner, if poffible, by the moft 
Chriftian King to thofe who have a Commiffion from the 
Queen of Great Britain, for that purpofe, Nor fhall the. 
moft Chriftian King, His Heirs and Succeffors, or any 0 
their Subjects, at any time hereafter lay Claim to any Right 
to the faid Itland and Iflands, or to any Part of it, or them. 
Moreover it fhail not be Lawful for the Subjects of France, 
to Fortifie any Place in the faid Ifland of Newfound land, 
or to Ere& any Buildings there, befides Stages made of 
Boards, and Huts neceffary and ultal for Drying of Bis 
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ortoRefort to the faid Ifland, beyond the time neceflary 
for Fifhing and Drying of Fifh. But ic fhall be allowed ta 
the Subjeéts of France, to catch Fifh, and to Dry them on 
Land, in that part only, and io no other befides that, of the 
faid Ifland of Newfoundland, which ftretches from the Place 
called Cape Bonavifta, to the Northern Point of the faid 
Ifland, and from thence running down by the Wefternfide, 
reaches as far as the Place called Point Riche, But the 
Ifland ealled Cape Breton,§as alfo all others, both in the 
Mouth ofthe River of St. Lawrence, and in the Gulph of 
the fame Name, fhall hereafter belong of Right to the 
French; and the moft Chriftian King fhall have all manner 
of Liberty to Fortifie any Place, or Places, there, 

XIV. It is exprefly provided, that in all the faid Places 

and Colonies to be yielded and reftored by the moft Chri- 
ftian King, in purfuance of this Treaty, the Subje&s of 
the faid King may have Liberty to remove themfelves 
within a Year to any other Place, as they fhall think fit, 
together with all their moveable Effeéts. But thofe who 
are willing to remain there,and to be f{ubjeét to the King- 
dom of Great Britain, are to enjoy the Free exercife of 
their Religion, according to che ulage of the Church of 
Rome, as far as the Laws of Great Britain do allow the 
jame. . 
XV. The Subjeéts of France inhabiting in Canada, and o- 
thers thal] hereafter give no Hindrance or Moleftation to 
the Five Nations or Cantonsof /ndians, fubje&t to the Do- 
minions of Great Britain, nor to the other Natives of Ayert. 
¢a, who are Friends tothe fame, In like manner the Sub- 
jects of Great Britain, fhall behave themfelves Peaceabl, to- 
wards the Americans, who are Subjects or Friends C0 France 4 
and on both fides they fhallenjoy full Liberty of going and 
coming onaccount of Trade. Asalfothe Na'ives of thole 
Countries fhall, with the fame Liberty, relort, as they 
pleafe, tothe Britifh and French Colonies, for Promotiny 
Trade on one fide, and the other, without any Moleftation 
or Hindrance, either on the Pare of the Brith Subjetts, oc 
of the French. But it is to be exaétly and diftinélly fettled by 
Commiffaries, who are, and who ought to be accounted the 
Subje&s and Friends of Britain or Of France. 

XVI. That all Letters, as well of Reprifal, as of Mark 
and Counter-Mark, which have hitherto on any account 
been Granted on either fide, be and remain null, void, and 
of no effe& 3 and that no Letters of this kind be Renee 
Granted by either of Their faid Royal Majefties, again 
the Subjeéts of the other, unlels there {hall have been pare 
Proof beforehand of a Denial, r wrongful Delay of Ju- 
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ftice ;-and unilefS'the Petition of Im, who defires the 
Grant of Letcers of Reprifal, be exhibited and thown to 
the Minifter, who refides therein the Name of that Prince 
againft whofe Subjeéts thofe Leteers are demanded, that he 
within the {pace of Four Months, or fooner, may make en. 
quiry to the contrary, or procure that Satistaétion be forth- 
with given tothe Plaintiff by the Party accufed, But in 
cafe no Minifter be Refiding there from that Prince. a- 
gainft whofe SubjeétsReprifals are Demanded, that Let- 
ters of Reprifal be not Granted till after the {pace of 
Four Months, to be computed from the Day whereon the 
Petition was Exhibited and Prefented to the Prince, againft 
whofeSubjeéts Reprifals are defired, or to his Privy Council, 

XVI. Whereas it is exprefly Stipulated among the 
Conditions of the Sufpenfion of Arms, made between the 
above-mentioned Contraéting Parties the 11-22 Day of 
Aucuft \aft paft, and afterwards prolonged for Four Months 
more, in what cafes Ships, Merchandizes, and other movea- 
bie Effeéts, taken on either fide, fhould either become 
Prize to the Captor, or be reftored to the former Proprie- 
tor; tt is therefore agreed, thatin cthofe Cafes the Condi. 
tions of the aforefaid Sufpenfion of Arms fhall remain in 
full Force, and that all things relating to fuch Captures, 
made either in the Britifh and Northern-Seas, of in any other 
Place, fhall be well and truly executed according to the 
Tenor of the fame. 

XVIII, Bue in cafe it happen through Inadvertency, or 
Imprudence, orany other Caufe whatfoever, that any Sub- 
je& ot Their aforefaid Royal Majefties do, or commit any 
thing by Land, by Sea, or on Frefh Waters, in any part of 
the World, whereby this pref'nt Treaty be not obferved, 
or whereby any particular Article of the fame hath not its 
Effe&, this Peace and good Correfpendence between the 
Queen of Great Britain, and the moft Chriftian King, thal 
not be therefore interrupted or broken, but fhall remain in 
its former Strength, Force, and Vigor, But that Subjeé 
alone fhall be anfwerable for his own Faét, and fhall futter 
the Punifhment, which is infli€ted by the Rules and Di- 
‘reétions ofthe Law of Nations. 

XIX. Hovever in cafe (which God Almighty forbid) 
the Diffenfions which have been faid afleep, fhould at any 
time be renewed, between Their faid Royal Majefties, 
of their Succeffors, and break out into Open War, the 
Ships, Merchandizes, and all the Effeéts, both moveable 
and immoveable, on both fides, which fhall. be found 
to be and remain in the Ports, and in the Dominions 


ef the adverfe Party, fhall not be Confifcated, or any 
Wi 
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wife Endamagedc 5 But the intire {pace of Six Months. to 
be reckoned from the Day of the Rupture, hall be allow- 
ed to the faid Subjects of each of Their Royal Majefties, in 
which they may fell the aforefaid things, or any part elfe 
of their Effeéts, or carry and remove them from thence 
whither they pleate, without any Moleftation, and retire 
from thence them{elves, 

XX, Juft and reafonable Satisfaétion fhall be given to all 
and fingular the Allies of the Queen of Great Britain, in 
thofe Matters which they have a right to demand trom 
France. 

XX4. The moft Chriftian King will, it confideration of 
the Friendfhip of the Queen of Great Britain, Grant, that 
in making the Treaty with the Empire, all chings concern- 
ing, the State of Religion in the aforefaid Empire, fhall be 
fertled conformable to the Tenor of the Treaties of Weft- 
phalia, fo that it fhall plainly appear, that the moft Chriftian 
King neither will have, nor would have had any alteration 
made in the faid Treaties, 

XXII, Moreover, the moft Chriftian King engages that 
he will forthwith after the Peace is made, caufe Juftice te 
be done tothe Family of Hamilton, concerning, the Dukes 
dom of Chatelraut, to the Duke of Richmond, concerning {uch 
requefts as he has to make in France, as alfo to Charles 
Douglas, concerning certain Lands to be reclaimed by him 
and to others, 

XXIII. By the mutual Confent of the Queen of Great 
Britain, and of the moft Chriftian King, the Subjeéts of 
each Party, who were taken Prifoners during the War, 
fhall be fet at Liberty, without any Diftinétion or Ranfom, 
paying fuch Debts, as they fhall have contraéted in the 
time of their being, Prifoners, 

XXIV, It is mutually agreed, That all and fingular the 
Conditions of the Peace made this Day between His Sa- 
cred Royal moft Chriftian Majefty, and His Sacred Royal 
Majefty of Portugal, be confirmed by this Treaty ; and Her 
Sacred Royal Majetty of Great Britain takes upon Her Self 
the Guarranty of the fame, to the end that it may be more 
firmly and inviolably obferved. 

XXV. The Treaty of Peace made this Day between 
His Sacred Royal moft Chriftian Majefty, and His Royal 
Highnefs the Duke of Savoy, is particularly included in this 
Treaty, as an Effential part ot it, and is confirm’d by it, 
in the fame manner asif it were word for word inferted 
therein; Her Royal Majefty of Great Britain declaring 
exprefly that She will be bound by the Stipulations of Ses 
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curity and Guarranty promifed therein, as well as by thofe 
which She has formerly taken upon Her Self. 

XXVI. The moft Serene King of Sweden with His King- 
doms, Dominions, Provinces, and Rights, as alfo the Great 
Duke of Tujcany, the Republick of Genoa, and the Duke of 
Parma, are in the beft manner included in this Treaty. 

XXVII. Their Majefties have alfo been pleafed to com. 
prehend in this Treaty the Hans-Towns, namely Lubec, 
Bremen, and Hamburg, and the City of Dantzick, with this 
effeét, that as foon as the General] Peace fhall be conclud- 
ed, the Hans-Towns and the City of Dantzick, may for the 
future, as Common Friends, enjoy the anctent Advantages 
which they have heretofore had in the BufinefS of Trade, 
either by Treaties, or by old Cuftom. 

XXVIII. Thole fhall be comprehended in this prefent 
Treaty of Peace, who fhall be named by common confent, 
on the one part and on the other, before the Exchange of 
the Ratifications, or within Six Months after, 

XXIX. Laftly, folemn Ratifications ofthis prefentTreaty, 
and made in due Form, fhall be exhibited on both fides at 
Utrecht, and mutually and duly exchanged within the {pace 
of Four Weeks, to be computed from the Day of the fign- 
ing, or fooner if poflibie, 

XXX. In WitnefS whereof We the under.written Am. 
baffadors Extraordinary and Plenipotentiaries of the Queen 
of Great Britain, and of the moft Chriftian King, have put 
our Seals to thefe prefent Imftruments, fubfcribed with Gur

tween the moft Serene and moit Potent 
Princefs Anne, by the Grace of God, Queen of 
Great Britain, France, and Jreland, and the 
moft Serene and moft Potent Prince Lewis the 
XI Vth, the moft Chriftian King, Concludedat

We eas the moft Serene and moft Potent Princes and 
YY Lady Anne, by the Grace of God, Queen of Great Bri- 
tain, France, ana Ireland, and the moft Screne and moft — 
tc 
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tent Prince and Lord Lewis the Fourteenth, by the Grace of 
God, the smoft Chriflian King, fince They apply’d Their Minds, by 
the difpofal of the Almighty, to the fludy of Peace, have both been 
moved with an earnest delire to enereafe the Advantages of their 
Subjets, which are to arife therefrom, by a Reciprocal Liberty of 
Navigation and Commerce, which ought to be as well the Princt- 
pal Fruit, as Effablifhment of Peace: And to that end They 
bave moft Gracioufly given Infiruions to Their Ambaffadors 
Extraordinary and Plenipotentiaries, going to the Congrejs at 
Utrecht, that they fhould employ their utmo? Diligence and Gare 
both to Re-effablifh Peace, and to Renewthe former Treaties of 
Commerce between the Two Nations, and to adapt them to the 
Prefent State of Affairs; That is to fay, Her Sacred Royal 
Majefty of Great Britain, to the Right Reverend, John by Di- 
vine Permi(fion, Bifbop of Briftol, &c. (as in the Preceeding 
Treaty.) Whereupon the faid Ambaffadors, to the end that the 
Defign of Their Royal Majefties which is fo Pious and Wholfome 
might attain the defired Effet, having had feveral Conferences 
upon that Affair, and having adjufted the Principal Matters on 
both fides, as far as they couldin fa fhort a time, after having 
Communicated to each other, and duly Exchanged the full Powe 
ers, wherewith they were provided for this purpofe, Copies where. 
of are inferted word for word at the end of this Inftrument, have 
Agreed upon Articles of Navigation and Commerce, in manner 
and form as fellows. 
I. [ T is Agreed and Concluded between the moft Serene 
and moft Potent Queen of Great Britain, and the moft 
Serene and moft Potent, the moft Chriftian King, That 
there fhall be a reciprocal, and intirely perfe& Liberty of 
Navigation and Commerce between the Subjeéts on each 
part, through all and every the Kingdoms, States, and Do- 
minions, and Provinces of Their Roy;! Majefties in Europe, 
concerning all and fingular kinds of Goods, in thoie Places, 
and on thofe Conditions, and in fuch manncrand form, as 
is fettled and adjufted in the following Articles. 

If. Butthatthe Commerceand Friendfhip between the 
Subjeéts of the abovefaid Parties may be hereafter fecure, 
and free from all Trouble and Moleftation, it is Agreed and 
Concluded, That ifat any time any ill Underftanding and 
Breach of Friendfhip, or Rupture fhould happen between 
the Crowns of Their Royal Majefties (which God forbid) 
in fuch cafe the Termsof Six Months fhall be allowed, atcer 
the faid Rupture, to the Subjeéts and nhabitants on each 
part, refiding in the Dominions of the other, in which they 
themfelyes may retire, together with their Families, 
Goods, Merchandizes, and Etfeéts,and carrying them whi- 


therfeever they fhall pleafe; As likewile atthe fame nme 
the 
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the felling and difpofing of their Goods, both moveable and 
immoveable, fhall be allowed them freely without any di- 
fiurbance; and in the mean time theirGoods, Effeéts, Wares 
and Merchandizes, and particularly their Perfons, fhall 
12.t be detained or troubled by Arreft or Seizure: But rae 
ther in the mean while the Subjeéts on each fide thal] have 
znd enjoy good and f{peedy Juftice, fo that, during the faid 
{pace of Six Months, they may be able to recover their 
Goods and Effeéts entrufted as well to the publick, as to 
rivate Perfons, 

III. It is likewife Agreed and Concluded, That the Sub. 
jes and Inhabitants of the Kingdoms, Provinces, and Do. 
minions of each of Their Royal Majefties, fhall exercife no 
A&s of Hoftility and Violence againft each other, neither 
by Sea, nor by Land, nor in Rivers, Streams, Ports or Ha- 
vens, under any colour or pretence whatfoever, fo that the 
Subjeéts of either Party fhall receive no Patent, Commiffion, 
or Inftruétion, for Arming and Aéting at Sea as Privateers, 
nor Lettersof Reprifal, as they are called, from any Prin- 
ces or States, which are Enemies to one fide or the other ; 
nor by Vertue, or under Colour of fuch Patents, Commifli- 
ons or Reprifals, fhall they difturb, infeft, or any way preju» 
dice or damage the aforefaid Subjeéts and Inhabitants of the 
Queen of Great Britain, or of the moft Chriftian King; 
neither fhallthey arm Ships in fuch manner as is abovefaid, 
or go out to Seatherewith. To which end, as oftenas it 
is required by either fide, ftri€& and exprefs Prohibitions 
fhall be renewedand publifhed in al] the Regions, Domini- 
ons, and Territories ofeach Party wherefoever, That no 
one fhall in any wife ufe fuch Commiffions or Letters of Re- 
prifal, under the fevereft Punifhment that can be infliéted 
on the Tranfgreffors, befides Reftitution and full Satisfaéti- 
on to be given to thofe,to whom they have done any da- 
mage; neither fhilany Letters of Reprifal be hereafter 
granted on either fide by the faid Contederates, co the De- 
triment or Difadvantage of the Subjeéts of the other, ¢X- 
ceptin fuchcafe only as Juftice is decal or delayed; t 
which Denial or Delay, Credit fhall not be given, unlels 
the Petirion of the Perfon who defires the faid Letters of 
Reprifal, be communicated to the Minifter refiding there 
on the part of the Prince, againft whofe Subjeéts they are to 
be granted, that within the fpace of Four Months, or 
fooner, if it be poffible, he may eyince the contrary, 
procure the periormance of what is due to Juitice. 

IV. The Subjeéts and Inhabitants ofeach of the aforefaid 
Contederates fhal) have Liberty, freely and fecurely, with 
out Licenfe or Palport, general or fpecial, by Land of ed 
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Sea, Or any other way, to go into the Kingdoms, Countries 
Provinces, Lands, Iflands, Cities, Villages, Towns, walled 
ot unwalled, fortified ‘or untortified, Sorts, Dominivns, or 
Territories whatfoever of the other Confederate in Europe 
there to enter, and toreturn fromihence, to abide there, 
orto pals through the fame, and in the mean time to Buy 
and Purchafe as they pleafe, all chings neceflary for their 
Subfiftence and Ufe, and they thall be Treated with all mu- 
tual kindnefs and favour. Provided however that in ail 
thefe Matters they behave and comport themfelves confor- 
mably to che Laws and Statutes, and live and converle with 
each other friendly and peaceably, and keep upereciprocal 
Concord by all manrier of good Underftanding. 

V. The Subjeéts ofeach of their Royal Majeftics may 
have Leave and Licenfe to come with their $hips, as alfo 
with the Merchandizes and Goods on Board the fame (the 
Trade and Importation whereof are not prohibited by the 
Laws of either Kingdom) tothe Lands, Countries, Cities, 
Ports, places, and Rivers of either fide in Ewrope, to enter 
into the fame, to refurt thereto, to remain and refide there, 
without any Limitation of Time 3 alfoto hire Houfes, or 
to lodge with other People, and to buy ail lawful kinds of 
Merchandizes, where. they think-fit, from the firft Work- 
man or fellegz, or in any other manner, whether in the 
publick Market for the Sale of Things, in Mart-Towans, 
Fairs, or wherefoever thofe Goods are Manufaétured or 
Sold; they may likewife lay upand keep in their Magazines 
and Ware-houfes, and from thence expole toSale Merchen- 
dizes brought from other Parts; neither hall they be in a- 
ny wife obliged, unle(S willingly of their own accord, to 
bring their faid Merchandizes to the Marts and Fairs, on 
this Condition however, That they fhall not fell the fame 
by Retail in Shops, or any where elfe. But they are not 
to be loaded with any Impofitions or Taxes on account of 
the faid Freedom of Trade, or for any other Caufe what- 
foever, except what are to be paid for their Ships and Goods 
according to the Laws and Cuftoms received in each King; 
dom. And moreover they fhall have free Leave, without 
any Moleftation, to remove themfelves, alfo if they hall 
happen to be Married, their Wives, Children, and Servants, 
together with their Merchandizes, Wares, Goods and Et- 
teéts, either bought or imported, whenfoever and whither- 
(oever they fhall think fit,oat of theBounds of eachKyecom, 
by Land and by Sea, on the Rivers and frefh Watefs, Dil- 
charging the ufual Duties, notwithftanding any Law, Pri- 
viledge, Grant, Immunity or Cuftom, in any war ee 
ing the contrary. Butin the Bufinefs of Religion, hall 
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me be an entire Liberty allowed to the Subjeéts of each of 
ic Contederates, as allo, if they are Married, to ie 
‘ ve and Children, neithe r fhall they be Co: npelled to 2 
tothe Churches, or to be prefent at the Religious Worthip 
Inany other place.

by the Subjeéts of Great Britain, for Goods Imported and 
Exported, thall be paid according to the Yenour of the 
Tariff abovementioned, and fhail not exceed the Rule 
therein fettled, in the Provinces whereof mention is there 
made, and in the other Provinces the Duty fhall not be 
payable, otherwife than according to the Rute at that time 
prefcribed 3 And all Prohibi ions Tariffs Ediéts, Declara- 
tions or Decrees made in France fince the faid Tariff of 
the Year 1664, and contrary thereunto, in ref{peét to the 
Goods and Merchandizes of Great Britain, fhall be Repeal- 
ed. But whereas it is urged on the Part of France, that 
certain Merchandizes, that is to fay, Manufaétures of Wooll, 
Sugar, Salted Fifh, and the Produét of Whales be except- 
ed out of the Rule of the abovementioned Tariff, and like. 
wife other Heads of Matters belonging to this Treaty ree 
main, which having been propofed on the part of Great 
Britain, have not yet been mutually adjufted, a Specifica- 
tion of all which is contained in a feparate Inftrument 
Subicribed by the Ambaffladors Extraordinary and Plenipos 
tentiaries on both fides 3 It is hereby Provided and Agreed, 
that within two Months from the Exchange of the Ratifi- 
cations of this Treaty, Commiffaries on both fides fhall 
meet at London, to confider of, and remove the difficulties 
concernimg the Merchandizes, to be excepted out of the 
Tariff of the Year 1664, and concerning the other heads, 
which, as is abovefaid, are not yet wholly adjufted. And 
at the fame time the faid Commiffaries fhall likewife en- 
deavour, (which feems to be very much for the Intercft 
of both Nations) to have the methods*of Commerce on 
one part, and of the other, more thoroughly examined, 
and to find out and eftablifh juft and beneficial means 
on both fides for removing the difficultiesin this matter, 
and for regulating the Duties mutually. But it is always 
underftood and provided, that all and fingular Articles 
of this Treaty, do in the mean while remain in their full 
torce; and efpecially that nothing be deemed, under any 
pretence whatfoever, to hinder the benefit of the General 
Tariff of the Year 1664. from being granted to the Sub- 
je€ts of Her Royal Majefty of Great Britain, and the faid 
BHritifh Subje&s trom having and enjoying the fame, with- 
out any Delay or Tergiveriation, within the ipace of Two 
Months after a Law is made in Great Britain, as abovelaid, 
in as ample manner and form as the Subjeéts of any Na- 
tion, the moft favoured, might have and enjoy the beneft 
or the aforefaid Tariff, any ching to be done, of difcutied 
by the faid Commiffaries, to the contrary in any wife not 
withftanding. 
xX. The 
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X. The Duties on Tobacco Imported into France, either 
in the Leaf, or prepared, fhall be reduced hereafter to the 
fame moderate Rate, as the faid Tobacco, of the growth 
of any Country in Europe or America, being brought into 
France, does or fhall pay. The Subjeéts on both fides thal} 
alfo pay the fame Duties in France for the faid Tobacco; 
There fhall be likewife an-equal liberty of Selling it; and 
the Britifh Subjeéts fhall have the fame Laws as the Mer- 
chafts of France themielves have and enjoy. 

XI. It is likewile concluded that the Impofition or Tax 
Of 50 Sals Tournois laid on Britifb Ships in France for every 
Tun, fhall wholly ceafe, and be from henceforward annul- 
led. In like manner the Tax of Five Shillings Sterling, 
laid on French Ships in Great Britain for every Tun fhall 
ceafe 3 neither fhall the fame, or any the like Impofitions 
be laid hereafter on the $hips of the Subjeéts on either 
fide, 

XII. It is further agreed and concluded, That it hhall be 
wholly free for al) Merchants, Commanders of Ships, and 
others the Subjeéts of the Queen of Great Britain, in all 
Places of France, to manage their own butine(s themfelves, 
or tocommit them to the management of whomfoever they 
pleafe,nor fhall they be obliged to make ufe of any Interpre- 
ter, or Broker, nor to pay them any Salary unlels they 
chufe to make ufe of them. Moreover Mafters of Ships 
fhall not be obliged in loading or unloading their Ships to 
make ule of thofe Workmen, either at Bourdeaux,or in 
any other Places as may be appointed by Publick Autho- 
rity for that purpofe ; but it fhall be intirely free for them 
to load or unload their Ships by themf{elves, or to make 
ufe of fuch Perfons in loading or — the fame as 
they fhall think fit, without the payment of any Salary to 
any other whomfoever; neither fhall they be forced to un- 
load any fort of Merchandizes either into other Ships, or 
to wait for their being loaded longer than they pleafe. 
And all and every the Subjeéts of the moft Chriftian King 
fhall reciprocally have and enjoy the fame Privileges and 
Liberty in all places in Europe fubjeét to the Dominion of 
Great Britain. 

[t fhall be wholly lawful and free for Merchants and 
Others, being Subjects either to the Queen of Great Brin 
tain, or to the moft Chriftian King, by Will, and any o- 
ther Difpofition made, either during the time of sic knefs, 
or at any other time before, or at the point of Death, to 
devife or give away their Merchandizes, Effeéts, Money, 
Debts belonging to them, and all moveable Goods, which 


hey have or ought to have at any time of their por 
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within the Dominions and any other Places belonging to 
the Queen of Great Rri: +, and the moft Chriftian King, 
Moreover, whether thcy Dye, having made their Will, or 
Inteftate, their Jawiul Heirs and Executors, or Admini. 
ftrators, refiding in cither of the Kingdoms, or coming 
from any other Part, although they be not Naturalized, 
fhall freely and quietly receive and take poffeffion of all 
the faid Goods and Effcéts whatloever, according to the 
Laws of Great Brétzin and France refpeétively 3 in fuch 
manner however, that the Wills, and Right of entring up- 
on the Inheritances of Perfons Inteftate, muft be proved 
according to Law, as well by the Subjséts of the Queen of 
Great Britain, as by the Subje&ts of che moft Chriftian 
King, in thofe Places where each Perfon died, whether 
that may happen in Great Britain, or in France, any Law,

XIV. A Difpute arifing between any: Commander of 
the Ships on both fides, and his Seamen in any Port of 
the other Party, concerning Wages due to the faid Sea- 
men, or other Civil Caufes, the Magiftrate of the Place 
{hall require no more from the Perfon accufed, than that 
he give to the Accufer a Declaration in Writing, Witneff- 
ed by the Magiftrate, whereby he fhall he bound to an- 
fwer that matter before a Competent Judge in his own 
Country, which being done, it fhall not be lawful either for 
the Seamen to defert their Ship, or to hinder the Com. 
mander from profecuting his Voyage. Ic fhall moreover 
be lawful for the Merchants on both iides, in the Places 
of their Abode, or elfewhere, to keep Books of their Ac- 
counts, and Affairs, as they fhall think fit, and to have an 
Intercourfe of Letters, in fuch Language or Idiom, as they 
fhall pleafe, without any moleftation or fearch wha-{oever, 
But if it fhould happen to be neceffary for them to pro- 
duce their Books of Accouats for deciding any Difpute and 
Controverfie, in fuch cafe they fhall be obliged to bring’

XV. It fhall not be law‘ul for any Foreign Privateers, not 
being Subjeéts of one or of the other of the Confederates 
who have Commiffions from any other Prince, or State, ce 
Enmicy with either Nation, to fit their Shipsin the Ports of 
one or the other of the aforefaid Parties, to fell what they 
have taken,or in any other manner whatevever to Exchange 
either Ships, Merchandizes. or any other Ladings; neither 
fhall they be allowed even to Purchafe Vidtuals, except fuch 
as fhall be neceffary for their going to rhe next Port of that 
Prince from whom they have Commiffions, 

XVI. The Ships of both Parties being Laden, Sailing a. 
long the Coafts, or Shores of the other, and being forced 
by Storm into the Havens or Ports, or coming to Land in 
any other manner, fhall not be obliged there to Unlade 
their Goods, or any part thereof, or to pay any Duty, unlefs 
they do of rheir own accord unlade their Goods there, 
or difpofe of any part of their Lading : But it may be lawful 
to take out of the Ship, and co fell, leave being firft obtaia- 
ed fom thofe who have the infpeétion of Sea-Affairs, a {mall 
part of their Lading, for this end only, that neceffaries, ei- 
ther for the Refrefhment or Vidtualling of the Ship may be 
purchafed ; andin that cafe the whole Lading of the Ship 
fhall not be fubje& to pay the Duties, but that fimall part 
Only. which has been taken out and fold, 

XVII. It fhall be lawful for all and fingular the Subjeéts 
of the Queen of Great Britain, and of the moft Chriftian 
King, to Sail with their Ships, with all manner of Liberty 
and Security, no Diftinétion being made, who are the Pro- 
prietors of the Merchandizes Laden thereon, from any Port 
to the places of thofe whoe’are now, or fhall be hereafter at 
Enmity with the Queen of Great Briain, or the moft Chri- 
ftian King ; It shall likewife be lawful for the Subjeéts and 
Inhabitants aforefaid, to Sail with the Ships and Merchen- 
dizes aforementioned, andto Trade with the fame liberty 
and fecurity from the Places, Ports, and Havens of thole 
who are Enemies of both, or of either Party, without any 
Oppofition or Difturbance whatfoever, not only directly 
from the places of the Enemy aforementi ned to Neutral 
yhaces, but alfs from one place belonging to an Enemy, toa- 
nother place belonging to an Enemy, whether they be un. 
der rhe Jurifdiétion of the fame Prince, or under feveral, 
As it is now Stipulated concerning Hips and Goods,

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that free Ships fhallalfo give afreedom to Goods, and that 
every thing fhall be deemed to be Free and Extempt 
which fhall be found on Board the Ships belonging to tive 
Subjeéts of either of the Confederates, aitho’ the whole La- 
ding, or any part thereof, fhould appertain to the Enemies 
of either of Their Majefties, Contraband Goods being al 
ways excepted, on thedifcovery whereof matters hall be 
managed according to the fenfe of the {fubfequent Articles, 
Ic is alfo agreed in like manner, That the fame Liberty be 
extended to Perfonswho areon Board a Free Ship, with 
this Effe&t, That although they be Enemies to both, or to 
either Party, they are not tobe taken out of that free Ship, 
untefs they are Soldiers, and in attual fervice of the E- 
nemies, 

XVIII. This Liberty of Navigation and Commerce fhall 
extend to all kinds of Merchandize, excepting thofe only 
which follow in the next Article, and which are figuified by 
the name of Contraband. 

XIX. Underthis name of Contraband, or Prohibited 
Goods, fhall be comprehended Arms, great Guns, Bombs, 
with their Fufees, and other things belonging to them, 
Fire-balls, Gunpowder, Match, Cannon-Ball:, Pikes, 
Swords, Lances, Spears, Haliberds, Mortars, Petards, Gra- 
nadoes, Saltpetre, Muskets, Musket-ball, Helmets, Head- 
pieces, Breaft-plates, Coats of Mail, and the like kinds of 
Arms, proper for arming Souldiers, Musket:refts, Belts, 
Horfes with their Furniture, and all other Warlike Inftru. 
ments whatever. 

XX. Thefe Merchandizes which follow, fhall not be re- 
ekoned among Prohibited Goods, that is to fay, all forts of 
Clothes, and all other Manufaétures woven of any Wool, 
Flax, Silk, Cotten, or any other Materials whatever} all 
kinds of Cloths, wearing Apparel, together with the Spe- 
cies whereof they are uiedto be made; Geld and Silver, as 
well Coyned as Uncoyned, Tin, Iron, Lead, Copper, Brals, 
Coals; As alfo Wheat and Earley, and any other kind of 
Cornand Pulle; Tobacco, and likewife all manner of spl 
ces, Salted and Smoaked Elefh. faltea Fifth, Cheefe and 
Butter, Beer, Oyls, Wines, Sugars, and all forts of 
Salt, and in general all Provifions which ferve for the nous 
rifhment of Mankind, and the Suftenance of Lifts 
Furthermore ail kinds of Cotton, Hemp, Flax, Tarr, Pitch, 
Ropes, Cables, Sails, Sail-cloths, Anchors, and any pars or 
Anchors ; alf Ship-Mafts, Planks, Boards and Beams 0! 
what Trees foeVer; andall other things proper either for 
Building or Repairing Ships ; and all other Goods whatcvets 
which have not been Worked into the form ef any ae 
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thentjof thing prepared for War,by Land or by Sea,fhall not 
be reputed Contraband, much lefS fuch as have been alrea* 
dy wrought and made up for any other ufe 3 all which fhialt 
wholly be reckoned among free Goods, aslikewife all other 
Merchatidizes and things which are not comprehended, and 
particularly mentioned in the preceding Article, fo that 
they may be Tranfported, and Carried in the freeft_ manner 
by che Subjeéts of both Confederates, even to places belongs 
ing toan Enemy, fuch Towns orPlaces being only excepr- 
ed, as.are at that time Betieged, Blocked up round about, 
or Invefted. 

XXI. To the end that all manner of Diffentions and Quar- 
rels may be avoided and prevented on one fide, and t’other, 
it is Agreed, That in cafe either of their Royal Majefties, 
whoare Allied, fhould be Engaged in War, the Ships and 
Veffels belonging to the Subjeéts of the other Ally, muft 
be furnifhed w th Sea Letters or Pafports, exprefitng the 
Name, Property, and Bulk of the Ship, as alfo the Name 
and Place of Habitation of the Mafter or Commander 
ot the faid Ship, thacic may appear thereby, that the Ship 
really and truly belongs to the Subjeéts of one of the Prin- 
ces, which Pafports fhall be made out and Granted, accord. 
ing tothe Form annexed to this Treaty ;they fhall likewife 
be recalled every Year, that fs, ifthe Ship happens to ree 
turn Home within the {fpaceofa Year. Itis likwife aggeed, 
That fuch Ships being laden, are tobe provided, not en 
with Pefports, as aboventioned, but alfo with Certifidates 
containing the fevera! particulars of the Cargo, the Place 
whence the Ship Sailed, and whither fhe is Found, that fo 
it may be known whether any forbidden or Contraband 
Goods as are enumerated in the toch Article of this Trea- 
ty, be on Board the fame, which Certificates fhall be made 
ouc by the Officers of the Place whence the Ship fet Sail, in

XXfI, The Ships of the Sabjeéts and Inhabitants of

XXIV, But in cafe the Ships of the Subjeéts and Inhabi- 
tants of both Their moft Serene Royal Majefties, either on 
the Sea-Coaft, or on the high Seas, fhall meet with the 
Men of War of the other, or with Privateers, the faid Men

The following Cafe only being excepted, that is to 
fay, where Britifh Ships fhall take up Merchandizes in one 
Port, and carry them to another Port of France, in which 
cafe, and in no other, the Britifh $ubjeéts fhall be obliged 
to pay the Duties abrogated andabolifhed by this Article, 
Only in Proportion to the Goods which they take in, and not 
according to the bulk of the Ship. 


V. Whereas kinds of Goods, contained in Casks, Chefts, 
or other Cafes, for which the Duties are paid by weight, 
will be exported from, and Imported into France by Britih 
Subjeéts 3 It is therefore agreed that in fuch cale the atore- 
faid Duties fhall be payable only according to the Weight 
ofthe Goods them(elves, but the weight of the Casks, Chef, 
and other Cafes whatever, fhall be deducted in fuch manner 
and in fuch proportion, as hasbeen hitherto in ule in £n- 
gland, and is ftill praétifed. 


VI. It is farther agreed, Thatif any Miftake or Error 
fhall ori either fide be committed by any Mafter of a Ship, 
his Interpreter, or Faétor, or by others imployed by him 
in making, the Entry or Declaration of che Goods on Board 
his Ship, for fuch defeét, if fo befome Fraud does not evi- 
dently appear, neither the Ship nor the Lading thereot fhall 
be fubjeé to be confifcated, but it fhall be tree tor the Pro.

And whereas the Quality of the Ship, Mafter, and 
Goods, will fufficiently appear from fuch Pafports and Cer- 
tificates, It fhall not be Lawful for the Commanders of Men 
of War to exaét any other Verification under any Title what- 
foever, But if any Merchant Ship fhall want fuch Pafports or 
Certificates, then it may be examined by a proper Judge 
but in fuch manner asif it fhall be found from other Proof, 
and Documents, th Joes truly beleng to the Subjeas of 
either of the Confederates, and does not contain any Prohi- 
ted Goods defigned to be carried to the Enemy of the other, 
it fhall not be liable to Confitcation, but thall be releafed, 
together with its Cargo, in order to proceed on its Voyage, 
fince it may often happenthatfich Papers could not come 
to the Ship when fhe was fetting Sail from any Port, or 
that they have been loft by {ome chance or other, or that 
they have been takenaway from the Ship. And if befides 
the Pafports and Certificates made according to the form of 
their Treaty, other Pafports and Certificates happen to be 
tound in the Ship, in another form, and perhaps according 
tothe Prefcription of Treaties made with others, no pres 
tence fhall be taken trom thence,of detaining,or in any wile 
molefting, either the Ship or Men, or Goods..If the Mafter 
of the Shipnamed in the Pafports be removed by Death,or 
any other caufe, and another be put in his place, the Paf 
ports {hall neverthelefS retain their force,and the Ships, and 
Goods Laden thereon, fhall be fecure. 


VIll. It is further provided on both fides and fhall be ta- 
Ken fora general Rule, That a-Shipand Gcods, altho’ they 
have remained in the EnemiesPower for 24;Hours, {hail not 
therefore beefteemed as Capture,and be immediately made- 
Prize,but if on otherAccounts they ought to be reftored,they 
may be reclaimed, and fhall be given again to the Propric- 
tors.
